During his 25 years as an ad- 
ministrator at the Andover 
Newton Theological School Dr. 
Roy Pearson has been commit- 
ted to “helping people educate 
themselves to practice the 
ministry.”” 


While the nature of that 
ministry has changed a great 
deal during that time, Dr. Pear- 
son says he has always tried to 
make the school’s graduates 
“ministers to a ministering 
community.” 


Pearson likens the role of the 
minister to that of an orchestra 
conductor or the coach of an 

- athletic team. '‘The coach's job 
is not to carry the ball but to 
direct the team," he says. 

He says some congregations 
used to ‘pay the pastor to take 
care of their spiritual duties and 
get that off their backs.” 

He says a ‘ministering’ con- 

, gregation can “multiply so 
much the work of the church.” 

Dr. Pearson says he has seen 
many changes in the nature of 
the ministry since he came to 
Andover Newton as dean in 1954, 
He became president of the 
school in 1965.

“This helps ministers to be 
thoroughly informed about 
human nature.” 

Dr. Pearson grew up in 
Somerville during the depres- 
sion. His father was a carpenter 
and later supervisor in a ladder 
factory, but because of the hard 
times he was frequently out of 
work, 

‘My parents were very poor, 
but very conscientious. We 
always lived on the poverty 
level, but they 8 dreaded the 
possibility of accepting public 
assistance." 

“They were in the strict sense 
uneducated, but they made up 
their minds that I would have an 
education and they made sure 
that I benefit 

Dr. Pearson made good use of 
this opportunity and graduated 
from Harvard summa cum 
laude, working his way through 
college working at a soda foun- 
tain, delivering groceries and 
playing the trumpet. 

He went to Harvard with the 
intention of becoming a teacher 
of the classics, but he decided to 
train for the ministry because of 
the influence of Rev. William 
Dyas, ‘‘a rugged, solid, honest, 
committed Christian minister.”

Jamaican accused of murder 


A 58-year-old Newton Centre man, 
charged with the murder of his wife 
early last Saturday morning, will ap- 
pear in Newton District Court Thurs- 
day, June 21, for a probable cause 
hearing to determine whether enough 
evidence exists to support the charges 
against him and bind the case over to 
Superior Court in Cambridge. 


Sylvester Brown of 42 Oxford Rd., 
an employee at McLean Hospital in 
Belmont, is currently being held 
without bail in the Billerica House of 
Correction after pleading not guilty 


Saturday morning in Newton District 
Court to the charge of murdering his 
wife, Mary, Brown, 58. 

Officers arrived at the couple's 
third-floor apartment after receiving 
an anonymous call at 2:12 a.m. Brown 
was waiting on the front steps when 
officers arrived, a police spokesman 
said. 

Mrs. Brown's body, with multiple 
stab wounds, was found inside the Ox- 
ford Road apartment. 

Brown was scheduled to appear 
again in Newton District Court 
Wednesday morning for appointment 


of an attorney. Brown had been 
represented at the Saturday arraign- 
ment by his tax lawyer. 

Neighbor's of the murdered woman 
and her husband said they were 
“stunned” by the incident. Neighbors 
also said Mrs. Brown, herself a native 
of Jamaica, had lived in Newton for 
several years, but her husband had 
been waiting for an exit visa from 
Jamaica and arrived in this country 
about a year ago. According to one 
neighbor, Brown was having some 
problems “getting adjusted” here.

“When | came nere in 1954 our 
idea of the ministry was fairly 
conventional. To be trained to be 
a minister one learned to do cer- 
tain well defined things to 
preach well, to be a pastor to 
those in need, to lead worship 
services, to administer the 
church and to perform weddings 
and funerals.”

The disruptions of that tur- 
bulent decade led some Andover 
Newton students to occupy, 
briefly, the administration 
building and write on the wall 
with spray paint ‘something 
about imperialist pigs.” 


The demonstrations led to 
changes in the curriculum, to an 
increase in the number of 
minority students and trustees 
and to ‘‘a lot of soul searching 
about the nature of the 
ministry.” 

“The late '60s saw an identity 
crisis in theology,” Pearson 
said, adding that it was even 
suggested that the Andover 
Newton campus be sold and the 
school moved to a three-decker 
flat. 

“During the '70s we began to 
get our feet on the ground again

and we saw a return to conven- 
tional ministries but from a 
more intelligent viewpoint.

He said that there is more 
“trust and comradeship” at the 
school now and the students and 
faculty have a feeling that they 
are “brothers and sisters in a 
common mission.”” 

One of the most important 
ways that Andover Newton 
teaches its students, Pearson 
said, is the hospital internship 
program. ‘The hospital is a con- 
centration of crisis situations 
and we like to educate our peo- 
ple to deal with that type of 
situation. They learn more 
about human beings. 

“Many of our students are 
young and have limited ex- 
perience with these situations. 
When you sit down by the bed of 
a terminal cancer patient, all 
those neat little answers like 
‘God is good. God will take care 
of you.’ sound hollow.” 

He said the role of the super- 
visor during these internships is 
to “catch the student just as he

We have supported the concept of 
closing elementary schools and com- 
bining enrollments as a way to save 
taxpayer dollars since the issue was 
first presented in 1975. 

We endorsed the closings of 
Memorial School in 1976 and Hamilton 
School in 1978. Both were shamefully 
underenrolled and seemed the most 
likely candidates for consolidation. 

Both closings appear to have been 
successful. The old Memorial School is 
now the Solomon Schechter School and 
Hamilton serves as a community 
center, houses the branch library, and 
will provide additional housing for the 
elderly. 


The School Committee vote on the 
third school closing, Emerson in 
Newton Upper Falls, did not receive 
our support. You may recall it was 
closed with no real consultation with 
the neighborhood, after a minimum 
discussion, and in direct contravention 
of the recommendation of the 
superintendent. 


Those tactics have led to a lingering 
Suspicion of the School Committee’s 
methods and motives. 


Now we are faced with proposals to 
close two more elementary 
schools—this time on the north side of 
Newton. 


There is genuine and justifiable 
anger in the Burr School community 
over the possible closing of its school, 
as opposed to closing Franklin or 
Davis in the same cluster. Vincent 
Silluzio’s latest school consolidation 
report indicates that it would be least 
feasible to close Franklin School. The 
odds are 50-50 on Burr and Davis, the 
report suggests. 


There are several factors that would 
make it seem more sensible to close 
Davis School. Primary among these is 
the fact that Davis School, adjacent to 
West Newton Square, is in a much bet- 
ter location for possible reuse than the 
isolated Burr. 


It is also important to note that 52 
percent of Burr students would have to 
be bused if Burr closes, but no Davis 
students would need bus service if 
their school closes. 


Burr, built in 1967, is equipped and 
designed for use by handicapped 
students. It is currently the home of 10 
special needs students who were mov- 
ed to Burr when Hamilton closed in 
September 1978. The only other 
available space for these students 
would be in Cabot School. 


There are disquieting rumors that a 
vote to close Burr might be based on 
personalities and not as a logical con- 
clusion based on analysis of the 
Silluzio report. 


If that is true, it’s throwing the baby 
out with the bathwater.

WASHINGTON — Chairman Joseph 
Hendrie of the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission brought some cough medicine 
with him to the hearing of the president's 
commission investigating the accident 
at Three Mile Island. He was, he explain- 
ed, suffering from the flu. 

But there is no medicine for what real- 
ly ails him, the agitated public interest 
in his agency’s operations since March 
28, when the Pennsylvania plant began 
behaving in a manner that blew the 
world’s mind about the safety of nuclear 
power. 

Hendrie is a distinguished-looking 
man with a small grey head and skin the 
color of parchment stretched over his 
bony face. His voice is tight with resent- 
ment at the hail of questions which he 
has been dyspeptically answering for the 
last two months. 

In the good old days, a member of the 
NRC was treated like the Dalai Lama. 
The commission, known originally as the 
Atomic Energy Commission, met in 
secret, beat down opposition from occa- 
sional nuisances like the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists, and functioned as the 
booster and protector of the expanding 
nuclear industry. 

Nowadays, raucous skepticism has 
replaced reverence. The chairman of the 
NRC is quizzed rudely by junior con- 
gressmen. He feels put upon. 


We've also decided it’s high time we make a con- 
certed effort to have a Newton editorial each week. 
Every Friday, we decided, we'll have a staff 
meeting and agree on the subject for the following 
week's editorial and what stand our newspaper will 
take. 

The third innovation is the introduction of a new 
weekly feature called ‘‘Neighbors."”’

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He and his four colleagues on the NRC 
sat in the stuffy, low-ceilinged, yellow- 
walled room, where the president’s com- 
mission politely probed the question of 
how the NRC spends its time. 

After two hours, the chairman, 
ebullient, Hungarian-born John 
Kemeny, announced that he was “not 
sure how the NRC works.” 

The transcripts of its meetings during 
the emergency provided few clues. 

Several members of the presidential 
commission thought the tapes showed 
something of a four-day gap, in that the 
NRC five seemed to be discussing 
everything but what mattered — radia- 
tion levels, an uncovered core and the 
possibility of an explosion. 

Instead, Thomas Pigford said they 
were talking about information received 
from the site, evacuation, advice to the 
governor of Pennsylvania and press 
releases. 

Hendrie said defensively that the 
“NRC got drawn in because of the situa- 
tion’” — as if a possible disaster was 
really not something the agency should 


have concerned itself with. 

He was anxious to establish the fact 
that as far as he was concerned the ‘‘in- 
cident’’ at Three Mile Island was not the 
end of the world. When he heard the 
news, he was visiting a daughter who 
was about to undergo surgery. He was 
told that the Response Center had been 
activated and the emergency manage- 
ment team had begun to function. 

“At that point it seemed not 
desperate,’' he said a shade sardonical- 
ly. “There was a fire in an operating 
room, and that created a little diversion 
where I was at the time.” 

Another member, Peter Bradford, an 


amiable giant, took it upon himself to 


visit the Response Center and im- 
mediately realized “it was the most 
serious accident in nuclear power plant 
history” — although he thought that the 
‘worst had happened at the beginning.” 

They all learned about the damage to 
the core two days later. 

What does the NRC do when there is no 
emergency? 

Apparently, it worries about export

licenses and the waste problem. 

One thing it plainly does not do: It does 
not worry unduly about the public 
safety. 

When Chairman Kerneny asked what 
was the last time the commission had 
discussed rules for making a nuclear 
plant safe, none of the five had .an 
answer. 

Had the NRC ever turned down a 
recommendation for the licensing of a 
plant? The answer was no. 

Victor Gilinsky, who appeared the 
brainiest and most intense of the lot, ex- 
plained delicately, that ‘‘part of the 
tradition established by the AEC was not 
to inject itself in that area as much as it 
should have."” 

Richard Kennedy, who has the look of 
a Midwestern banker, tried to reassure 
the members that the “safety area” was 
“‘well-established."’ He also volunteered 
that anybody who had doubts about the 
safety of a plant could consult papers 
relative to its licensing which are kept in 
a “public documentation room.” 

Inspection of Three Miles Island No. 


2’s papers would have added nothing to 
the scrutinizer’s peace of mind. The 
NRC exempted the plant from new, 
stricter safety strandards adopted in 
1975. Meeting them would have cost 
Metropolitan Edison millions, so the 
plant was “grandfathered in.” 

Chairman Kemeny said later at his 
lunchtime briefing that he was “‘surpris- 
ed — shocked would be a better word — 
that their stricter standards only applied 
to future plants.”” 

But if he and the others are displaying 
dismay about the NRC and the plant 
operators, none of them show any hostili- 
ty to nuclear power in itself. Kemeny, 
for instance, thinks Three Mile Island 
would never have happened if the plant 
had had modern computers. 

That's the sort of narrow conclusion 
President Carter is counting on. He said 
he hoped the commission would come up 
with recommendations ‘‘to make 
nuclear power even safer than we 
thought it was." He showed whose side 
he was on when he visited the plant the 
Sunday after it almost blew up.

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Draft legislation coming up in House

In a matter of days the House will consider 
legislation reinstituting mandatory registration for 
the draft. 

1 oppose this legislation, and 1 strongly object to 
this bill being tacked on to the Defense Authoriza- 
tion bill instead of being presented separately. Pro- 
ponents of this bill hope to rush it through without 
adequate debate and consideration, and they intend 
it to take effect in January, 1981 — after the election 
is over! 

In fact, we don't need registration or the draft. 
The president already has the power to reinstitute 
the draft. A recent Pentagon report concluded that 
the All Volunteer Force is a success, and the direc- 
tor of the Selective Service System has stated 
repeatedly that his agency can meet all re- 
quirements without peacetime registration. 

Those of us in the Congress opposed to this 
measure are working to form a broad coalition to 
strike the registration amendment from the 
Defense Authorization bill when it reaches the 
House. An action as important as reinstituting the 
draft should not be slipped through Congress 
through an act of parliamentary sleight of hand. 

Asbestos 

The Asbestos School Hazard Detection and Con- 
trol Act, of which I am a cosponsor, will soon come 
before the full House. 

More than one out of every 10 schools in 
Massachusetts has been sprayed with asbestos 
materials; materials which we now knew cause 
cancer, 


This bill would make federal funds available for 
the containment or removal of asbestos through a 
grant and loan program, thus removing a very 
serious carcinogenic threat to children and school 
employees. One important aspect of this bill is that 
it grants retroactive payments for work done in the 
past two years, so citys such as Newton which has 
already started to clean up will not be penalized for 
leadership on this issue. 

Education 

For some time I have supported the creation of a 
separate Department of Education. By breaking 
education out from the enormous Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) into its own 
cabinet level department we will be able to give 
educational programs and issues the attention they 
deserve, and actually save money through improv- 
ed financial management. 

At the present time, over 40 different federal 
agencies spread throughout the government ad- 
minister 300 education programs, programs that 
spend $20 billion annually. 

Consolidation would result in more efficient ad- 
ministration, less duplication of effort, and the 
streamlining of regulations. The House will vote on 
the Department of Education shortly, and J expect 
to continue to give it my full support. 

Refugees 

The tragedy of the thousands of innocent refugees 
in Indochina is one which touches the conscience of 
us all. A 

As a member of the Judiciary Committee I’ve 
supported efforts to allow for the admission of more 


of these homeless Vietnamese and Cambodians. 
Recently the committee successfully convinced the 


attorney general to increase the number of In- 
dochinese refugees admitted to the United State 


from 7,000 to 8,000 per month for the remainder of 
the year.

To the Editor: 

The report of Oak Hill Park retain- 
ing its bus service to Memorial- 
Spaulding School sounded more like a 
public relations effort than a news 
story. Rightly so. I, at least, have yet 
to be convinced that it is warranted. 

We live on Louise Road, south of 
Route 9. My child, along with others 
on the street, attends Bowen School 
which is north of Rout 9 — a heavily 
travelled four-lane divided highway 
with a 50 MPH speed limit — yet the 
School Committee has year after year 
denied us bus service. 

The members have failed to even 
acknowledge that we might need it. 
Howard Mandell called our situation 
“hopeless.”’. 

Still, Dedham Street — a two-lane 
road with a 30 MPH speed limit, and 
not even enough vehicular traffic to 
meet the state’s minimum standards 
for a light — has been deemed unsafe 
by the School Committee. 

So the City of Newton installed a 
light as it promised it would, and 
there is still dissatisfaction. 

I understand that a crossing guard 
was being trained to patrol the in- 
tersection in question, but that this 
solution, too, was defeated. Nothing 
less than a school bus would do.

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Davis PTA apologizes for tactics in debates 


NEWTON — An apology and some 
welcomed support were two Monday 
night sidelights as the School Commit- 
tee continued its debate on the closing 
of two of six North Side elementary 
schools. 

The apology came from members 
of the Davis School Parent-Teacher 
Association (PTA) who said they 
were sorry for a report which they 
presented at last week's meeting. 

The report suggested it would be 8 
better to close the Franklin School, 
rather than the Davis or Burr Schools, 
based on economic and educational 

considerations. 

The latest consolidation report of 


Dr. Vincent -Silluzio has said it is 


feasible to close either the Burr, 
Davis or Franklin Schools in the 
western part of the North Side of the 
city and to close either the Carr, 
Horace Mann or Lincoln-Eliot School 
in the eastern section due to declining 
enrollment. 

At last week’s meeting, while other 
school 

representatives took to defending 
their schools, the Davis speakers call- 
ed for the closing of Franklin as the 
most feasible move for the school 
board. 

Monday night, Paul Cronin of 354 
Waltham St., West Newton, speaking 


Relocation of special 


NEWTON — How do the city’s 
special education students fit into the 
consolidation plans? 

That’s one question still being 
pondered by the School Committee 
which has given itself two weeks 
before a vote on the closing of two of 
six North Side elementary schools. 

Discussion on special education 
students continued Monday evening 
at the North High School meeting, less 
than a week after the committee had 
voted to spend more than $29,000 to 
move two special ed classrooms from 
the Countryside School into the Zer- 
vas School (formerly Beethoven) in 
Waban. 

But, given the continued enrollment 
decline in the city's schools, the move 
to Zervas could be a short-lived 
transfer. 

A declining student population, 


which has dropped the school 
system's enrollment from a high of 


Zervas was chosen as the receiver 
school because of its available space 
and last week the school board ap- 
proved $28,245 to renovate Zervas 
classrooms for special education and 
another $1,000 to restore the 
classrooms at Countryside. 

This week, committee members 
wondered if the Zervas move was the 
right decision. 

The consolidation study which the 
school board is debating says it may 
be possible to close an elementary 
school in the central portion of the city 
f the enrollment continues to decline. 

Zervas could be affected by the 
closing of central schools in the near 
future, causing another move for 
special education youngsters and pro- 
gram.

for Davis parents, said the group 
“sincerely regrets if we offended 
anyone” with the report. 

Marilyn Sicurella, outgoing presi- 
dent of the Davis PTA went a step far- 
ther in her letter to the committee. 

The Warwick Rd. resident sald her 
PTA “worked very hard over a 
weekend compiling data for their 
presentation before the committee. 

“Perhaps because of the pressures 
of time and emotion, the presentation 
was offensive and, in some cases, in- 
accurate. I feel that the committees 
involved are sincerely concerned over 
the ramifications of the Davis School 
closing. Unfortunately, the best and 


the worst sides of the issues were ex- 
posed.” ‘ 

Mrs, Sicurella was also one of the 
speakers to give the school board 8 
some moral support during the 
meeting. 

Saying she is ‘one who advocates 
school closings,” the PTA president 
said the school board ‘‘has confronted 
a volatile issue with perseverance and 
firmness,” 

During the consolidation debate, 
Mrs. Sicurella said she would “have 
some confidence in their integrity and 
ability. That’s why I voted for them 
(the School Committee members).”” 

At the same time, she said she also 


reserved the right to complain about 
their decision on the school closings. 
“T will not relinquish my rights to 
question or oppose their judgments.” 

Another speaker , Kay W. Byram of 
27 ~Bencliffe Circle, Auburndale, 
speaking for the Burr community, 
issued support for the need to close 
schools. 

“Consolidation is an educationally 
sound necessity for Newton if half- 
filled schools staffed by dwindling 
numbers of teachers are to become 
thriving learning places with increas- 
ed options for children. 

“Consolidation is also a fiscally 
sound necessity in these days of 
spiraling costs,”’ she said. 


ed students a problem 


School Supt. Aaron Fink said the 
decision to move the special educa- 
tion youngsters to Zervas 8 was based 
on finding the ‘‘best possible ac- 
commodations for these children.” 

He 6 also said the Countryside pro- 
gram needed two adjacent rooms 
because of the team-teaching techni- 
ques of the special ed teachers. 

Adrninistrators did not look at mov- 
ing the special education classes into 
North Side schools which have excess 
space because six of those schools 
(Carr, Horace Mann, Lincoln-Eliot, 
Davis, Franklin and Burr) were being 
considered for two consolidations. 

During discussions Monday, com- 
mittee members learned that one of 
two special education classes at Burr 
is being moved out of the Auburndale 
school this8 year and, at this time, 
there is no replacement class. 

But Fink said that Burr could not 
accommodate the two Countryside 
special education classes and still be 
a receiver school should either Davis 
or Franklin close. 


It is a dual problem of finding the 
appropriate space for the special 
education programs and trying 8 not 
to move those special students from 
school-to-school in succeesive years. 

“Perhaps we should think of ensur- 
ing that special education classes are 
not moved to schools which will be 
closed or will be receiver schools 
later,’ said committee member 
Katherine Jones (Ward 2). 


Alvin Mandell (ward 8) said he 
voted against the $29,000 for the 
Countryside-Zervas move because 
“the special education kids are the 
last to be considered.” 


Parents of special needs children 
had complained last year after their

children, moved into a new program | 


at the Hamilton School, were moved 
out becuase of the closing of 
Hamilton, also due to declining enroll- 
ment. 


Although Ann Berwick (Ward 6) 
and other school board members 
seemed to waiver on the Countryside- 
Zervas move, Fink and Sandra 
Fleishman (Ward 7) continued strong 
support for the move. 

The move to Zervas, Mrs. 
Fleishamn said, would upgrade the 
program , ‘upgrading which would be 
done wherever the program was.” 
Consolidation, she said, is ‘not 
perfect” and was bound to affect the 
children through some moves. 

Fink added a note that the ad- 
ministration did not know ‘what's 
coming for the future” with school 
consolidations. 

But he predicted that the closing 
which affects Zervas would probably 
not happen for five or more years at 
which time the students being moved 
from Countryside this year would pro- 
bably not be in the program.

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Policeman's suit claims psychological disability 


By SARAH CLARKSON

Whether or not psychological im- 
pairments caused by stressful work 
experiences can qualify a policeman 
for injury leave with pay is the basis 
for a suit brought by a nine-year 
veteran of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment against Chief William F. Quinn 
and the City of Newton. 

Officer James L. Guaragna, 34, con- 
tends in his suit that on March 26 of 
this year he became unable to per- 
form his duties as a police officer 
because of ‘‘anxiety neuroses 
causually related to a series of 
specific stressful work-related in- 
cidents,”’ 

Last Friday, the officer won a tem- 
porary injunction in Middlesex 
Superior Court forcing the city to pay 
his salary and medical expenses until 
a ruling has been made on the case. 

The suit itself would force the city to

pay Guaragna's salary while he is on 
a job-related injury leave unti] such 
time that he either resigns from the 
department, retires or returns to du- 
ty. 

Guaragna filed for accidental 
disability retirement on April 2, 1979. 
If granted retirement on those 
grounds, the officer would receive a 
pension equal to 72 percent of his cur- 
rent salary. 

“Couldn’t walk” 

Guaragna claims that in the past 
several years, certain job-related in- 
cidents have led him to feel 
“paranoid” and ‘‘phobic’’ about 
wearing his uniform and performing 
his official duties. The incidents, ac- 
cording to Guaragnd, included four or 
five ‘battles’ while making arrests 
and one incident where someone 
allegedly tried to run him over. 

“When it started getting real bad,” 
Guaragna explained in a phone inter- 


view earlier this week, ‘‘I went to roll 
call and out on the street and I 
couldn’t walk up the street without 
leaning on a pole or something for 
security.” 

Guaragna contends that he didn’t 
realize his stress on the job was the 
cause of his ‘‘jittery” behavior. It was 
only after he began seeing a 
psychiatrist last December that the 
cause of his phobias became apparent 


to him. 
Unfit for duty 

On March 26, Guaragna’s doctor, 
Herbert Clinc, former chief of staff of 
the psychiatric department at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, sent 
a letter to Newton City Physician 
John LaRossa detailing the officer's 
condition saying he was unfit for duty. 

At that time, according to 
Guaragna’s attorney Michael Doher- 
ty, Cline asked if LaRossa would like 
a second opinion. Both Doherty and

Bauckman and end work around to 
end with Barker’ and so on.

Guaragna said no second opinion was 
ever requested or given. Both 
LaRossa and Chief Quinn were 
unavailable for comment. 

Not job-related 

When Guaragna’s salary status 
began coming into question, it was 
unknown whether he would be on pay 
with leave for an injury when his 
vacation and sick leave ran out, on his 
attorney’s advise, Guaragna sent his 
medical bills to Chief Quinn and 
received a letter in return from the 
chief which declared these injuries 
were not job related. 

It was soon after that that 
Guaragna and his attorney filed suit 
against the city to enable Guaragna to 
be placed on leave with pay status for 
a job-related injury. On June 8, 
Guaragna’s sick leave and vacation 
days will run out. 

Next step 

Middlesex Superior Court Judge 
John T. Ronan has ordered both par- 
ties to present their pleadings within 
30-days of the issuance of the injunc- 
tion. According to Guaragna’s at- 
torney, the next step will probably be 
a discovery motion at which time the 
City of Newton will most likely re- 
quest their own psychiatric examina- 
tion of the officer. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk said his 
department is currently researching 
the case and declined comment on the 
case at this time. 

Guaragna’s attorney said . as far as 
he knows this is the first time a case 
like this “has come so far in the 
courts.”’

CZESTOCHOWA, Poland (UPI) — Polish 
authorities, anxious by the near hysteria of 1 
million pilgrims greeting Pope John Paul II, beefed 
up security today to its highest level since the pon- 
tiff's triumphant homecoming. 

Scores of army trucks, each holding at least a 
dozen militiamen, took up positions on side streets 
surrounding the hilltop Jasna Gora monastery, 
shrine of John Paul's beloved ‘‘Queen of Poland’ — 
the mysterious ‘‘Black Madonna” icon. 

Security has been tight since the pope's trium- 
phant arrival in Warsaw Saturday, but earlier had 
taken an extremely low profile. 
|The switch to high visibility began only hours 
after 1 million people reached a near hysterical 
pitch, screaming and chanting their love for ‘‘our 
own pope" in the most massive public assembly of 
the trip. 

After Monday's highly emotional and frantic 
pace, the 59-year-old ponitff has a relatively quiet 
schedule today. 

The pope celebrates a quiet mass for a gathering 
of Polish nuns in the morning and Vatican aides 
hope the good sisters of Poland will show more 
restraint than those of Rome — who practically 
pulled the papal cassock apart in their quest for 
cuvensete during their first meeting with the pon- 
tiff. 

At a conference of the Episcopate of Poland, the 
pontiff plans to listen to the problems of the church 
— including its continuing battle with the state for 
more churches, increased access to the mass media 
and the right to provide religious training for the 
young of this nation that is 93 percent Roman 
Catholic. 

The highlight of the day comes toward evening 
when the pontiff celebrates a mass for the workers 
of the lower Silesia area, near the Czechoslovak 
border, who have been trickling into Czestochowa 
for several days in their colorful folk costumes. 

Judging from the pope’s comments over his first 
three days, John Paul's message seems to be that 
now is the time for the Slavs to play their full role in 
the development of the church. 

In effect, the pope appears to be calling for a pan- 
Slavic religious revival that goes far beyond the 
borders of Poland. The applause that greeted his 
remarks Monday showed he touched a deep emo- 
tional chord. 

In making it clear his concern extends to the 
situation of even the Russian Orthodox Church in 
the Soviet Union, the pope may have created an em- 
barrassment for Communist Party authorities in 
Poland, who later will have some explaining to do in 
Moscow. 

Poland's official newspapers have assigned some 
of their top political commentators to cover the 
pope’s visit, not to inform the Polish public, ac- 
cording to one diplomat, but ‘to spearhead a pro- 
paganda counteroffensive once the trip is over." 

Hundreds of thousands of pilgrims, many of 
whom journeyed for days by foot, bus or horse cart, 
refused to leave after Monday's mass and milled 
around the southern Polish boom town of 
Czestochowa. 

Most said they hoped to catch a second glimpse of 
the pope before he leaves for Krakow Wednesday 
on the fourth leg of his nine-day tour. 

Czestochowa gave the pope his most rapturous 
reception since he arrived in the country Saturday. 
It was also the biggest single crowd to honor him, 
though a total of 2 million people turned out for all 
the events that occurred in Warsaw on the first day. 


Pope calls for 
Christian unity 


CZESTOCHOWA, Poland (UPI) — Pope John 
Paul II today called on Europe to unite under the 
banner of Christianity despite its ideological divi- 
sions but said the Vatican would not engage in 
political activity to achieve this goal. 

“Christianity must commit itself anew to the for- 
mation of a spiritual unity in Europe," John Paul 
told a closed-door meeting of the Polish episcopate. 
“Economic and political reasons cannot do it.” 

“Despite different traditions that exist in the ter- 
ritory of Europe between in eastern and western 
parts, there lives in each of them the same Chris- 
tianity,”’ the pope said. 

John Paul told the assembled Polish churchmen 
the Vatican has no intention of achieving these ends 
“through political activity, but by serving the 
values and principles which condition peace and 
rapproachement.” 

Earlier the pontiff celebrated a dawn mass for 
60,000 nuns. The sun was still low on the horizon and 
the nuns in their black habits looked like shadows 
cast from the clouds when the pope stepped outside 
toa flourish of trumpets, 

The shy Polish sisters sat quietly and listened as 
the pope told them to “'be mothers and sisters to all 
the people” and to “rejoice always with the joy of 
your vocation, even when you will have to endure 
inward or outward suffering or darkness.""

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CZESTOCHOWA, Poland (UPI) — 
It was as if the sea had grown arms, 
and at the crest of many waves the 
arms held a child. 

“Bless him, holy father,” implored 
the owner of one pair of arms holding 
her 6-month-old son as high as she 
could reach. ‘‘Oh, please give him 
your blessing.” 

In the vast sea of humanity 1 million 
strong which rolled and surged 
against the breakwater of the castle- 
like bastions of the Jasna Gora 
monastery Monday, mother after 
mother made the same appeal. 

For this one chunky brunette the 
miracle happened. Pope John Paul II, 
his craggy Slavic face mirroring the 
love pouring toward him, caught her 
eye, leaned forward and made the 
sign of the cross over the child. 

“Oh, thank God," the mother 
whispered. ‘‘Now he will have a good

life always.” 

It was that sort of faith that made 
the most massive demonstration so 
far on the pope's Polish tour more 
than just a gigantic spectacle. 

There was spectacle enough. 

Almost as far as the eye could see 
there were people, people, people 
arms waving, screaming, many 
weeping, kneeling at times, some 
pushing enough room in the jam to 
prostrate themselves on the ground. 

In Czestochowa, afire with papal 
decorations, people too old or too ill to 
climb the Jasna Gora hill sang hymns 
in their homes, from their balconies, 
prayed in gardens and on sidewalks. 

This was the first visit ever by a 
reigning pope to a communist- 
controlled country. There were 
political overtones in everything he 
did.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) 
— David Huddleston, 
who stars in the title 
role of the new ‘‘Hiz- 
zoner”’ situation com- 
edy, is a businessman, 
actor, bon vivant, is 
divorced and lives the 
good life at Malibu 
beach. 

Huddleston is a big 
man physically who 
plays villains and good 
guys with equal dexteri- 
ty. In private life he 
likes to think of himself 
as the world's best chili 
cook.

Southern Baptists: A crisis brewing 


Theologically conser- 
vative Southern Bap- 
tists are quietly seeking 
to build support to elect 
as president of the 
Southern Baptist Con- 
vention someone com- 
mitted to Biblical iner- 
rancy and willing to fer- 
Tet out alleged liberals 
from the denomina- 
tion's seminaries. 

The 13-million- 
member denomination 
— the largest in U.S. 
Protestantism — is 
scheduled to meet in 
Houston June 12-14 and 
elect a successor to cur- 
rent SBC president Jim- 
my Allen. 
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Led by Paige Patter- 
son, president of Dallas’ 
Criswell Center for 
Biblical Studies and 
Houston, Texas, appeals 
court Judge Paul 
Pressler, the effort to 
elect a Biblical conser- 
vative appears to 
parallel the ‘hard ball” 
secular-style politics 
Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod conser- 
vatives used in electing 
Dr. J.A.O. Preus presi- 
dent of the Missouri 
Synod. 

And the effort has led 
one Baptist editor, 
Presnall Wood, editor of 
Texas’ Baptist Stan- 


dard, to warn about tur- 
ning the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention meeting 
“into something like a 
national political con- 
vention of black-voting 
messengers, favorite 
son candidates and 
messenger (delegate) 
demonstrations for 
nominees.”” 

The conservative con- 
cern, however, goes 
deeper than just the ef- 
fort to put their man into 
the presidency. 

Indeed, it seems 
symptomatic of a wider 
debate going on among 
Baptists as they have 
entered the glare of 
secular publicity follow- 
ing the election of 
Southern Baptist Jim- 
my Carter as the na- 
tion's president. 

Both Patterson and 
Pressler are committed 
to the doctrine of 
Biblical inerrancy — the 
notion that the Bible not 
only is the inspired word 
of God but that it is free 
from any historical or 
scientific errors as well. 

They believe, 


however that more 
“liberal’’ Biblical 
teachings have infected 
some of the denomina- 
tion’s seminaries and 
colleges, such as Wake 
Forest University, the 
University of Richmond 
and Southern and 
Southeastern 
seminaries. 

Moderates within the 
denomination, however, 
fear that the Bible issue 
is becoming a case of 
“creeping creedalism” 
that threatens the tradi- 
tional Baptist polity — 
church government 
structure — of 
autonomous but 
cooperating congrega- 
tions at the local 
(association) and state 
and national (conven- 
tion) level. 

They fear the use of 
the association or con- 
vention as a disciplinary 
tool used to exclude con- 
gregations over such 
issues as involvement in 
the charismatic move- 
ment, ordination of 
women to the ministry 
and possibly the Biblical 
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authority question. 

At the recent joint 
meeting of the Southern 
Baptist Historical Com- 
mission and Society, for 
example, Dale Moody, 
professor of Christian 
theology at the 
Louisville, Ky.-based 
Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, 
warned that their is a 
movement on to use the 
Southern Baptist Con- 
vention ‘‘in a creedal 
way.” 

“The question at issue 
is the development of 
Southern Baptist poli- 
ty,"’ Moody said. ‘‘Is the 
Convention to impose 
confessions of faith on 
all the agencies?"’ 

To what degree these 
tensions will emerge 
when the thousands of 
elected messengers and 
visitors gather in 
Houston in June is 


unclear but the election 9 
of a successor to the 
popular Jimmy Allen 
will certainly give a clue 


as to how Southern Bap: 
tists are solving thei 
identity crisis.

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NEW YORK (UPI) — 
The storefront lawyers’ 
shop that advertises its 
services seems to be, 
catching on. 


Jacoby & Myers 
pioneered the retailing 
of legal services in 
California and its 24 of- 
fices there represented 
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‘Storefront lawyers’ demystify legal process 


30,000 clients last year. 
‘‘The business 
definitely was profitable 
to the company and the 
lawyers who work for us 
under a combination 
salary and profit 
sharing arrangement, 
and our fees were about 
haif to two-thirds those 
a legal firm would have 


to charge under the con- 
ventional system,” said 
Gail Koff. 


Ms. Koff ts eastern 
managing partner for 
Jacoby & Myers which 
now has 11 offices in the 
New York metropolitan 
area. These offices 
handled cases for 3,500 


clients in the first 
quarter, she said. 

Large-scale advertis- 
ing is a key to the com- 
pany’s success, she 
said. 


Other firms operate 
similar storefront legal 
shops that advertise for 
clients but Jacoby & 


Myers had a head start. 
Founded in 1972, it was 
ready to move when a 
1977 Supreme Court 
decision made advertis- 
ing possible. 

The firm tried selling 
its storefront services 
without advertising, 
“but we just couldn't 
make any impact on the 


public here in the east 
until the Supreme Court 
decision permitted us to 
start advertising on 
television and radio,” 
Ms. Koff said.

How originator of ‘Drabble’ became a cartoonist 


EL TORO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Kevin Fagan 
began doodling around 
with pencil drawings in 
Grade school, sketching 
characters and situa- 
tions and writing brief 
captions underneath the 
cartoons. His three 
brothers and his

His models in those 
days were professionals 
like Al Capp with “Li’l 
Abner,” Charles Schulz 
with Snoopy and 
Charley Brown in 


‘‘Peanuts,’’ Mort 
Walker with ‘Beatle 
Bailey.” 


Kevin's main interest 
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as he grew older and 
went to college was in 
becoming a history 
teacher. Even so, he 
started a comic strip 
about a long-haired and 
clumsy hippie named 
“Murray” and it was 
printed in the Sad- 
dleback College student 
paper. 

When he went on to 
Sacramento State Col- 
lege, he changed his 
cartoon hero's name to 
Norman Drabble and 
the Sacramento Union 
began running the strip 
to attract young 
readers. 

One typical strip 
showed Norman talking 
to his dad. ‘‘Rejection is 
part of life, everyone 
has to learn to deal with 
it,” the father says. ‘‘Of 
course you'll probably 
have to deal with it 
more than others 
because you’re so 
weird.” 

This month Kevin 
Fagan’s strip, ‘‘Drab- 
ble,” is being printed in 
more than 100 American 
newspapers, distributed 
by United Features Syn- 
dicate. He has gladly 
forgotten the role of 
history teacher and, at 
age 22, stands to make 
around $50,000 in 1979 
with the future 
unlimited. 

Kevin got into big- 
time, big-money car- 
tooning with a million- 
to-one approach. He 
wrote Charles Schulz 
and enclosed some 
samples of his ‘“Drab- 
ble” drawings. Schulz 
offered no opinon ‘on 
their merit but sug- 
gested he submit them 
to syndicates. The 
young man sent a sam- 
ple ‘over the transom” 
to United Features and 
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the syndicate hired him. 

Kevin quit in his final 
year at Sacramento 
State, skipping a history 
examination because 
his new career took up 
his time. But today he 
still takes French and 
California history 
courses at nearby Sad- 
dleback so he can stay 
close to life on the cam- 
pus. 

In his strip, Norman 
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Scrabble is desperately 
in love with a beautiful 
coed named Wendy. 
Kevin says he is 
somewhat ‘‘weird”’ like 
Norman but says he has 
two or three girls that he 
dates, 

Kevin says he is sure 
that one reason for his 
acceptance is the desire 
on the part of editors 
and publishers to at- 
tract a younger au- 


dience to daily 
newspapers. But he 
says he hopes he is fun- 
ny to people of all ages. 

In one of his cartoons, 
Norman Drabble says to 
Wendy: ‘‘As feature 
editor of the college 
paper, I’m probably the 
most famous person on 
campus." Says Wendy: 
“You have a piece of 
cole slaw hanging on 
your chin."’ . 


advertised on anything 
resembling a price basis 
is less so because there 
are so many kinds of 
legal services where 
costs cannot be ac- 
curately estimated in 
advance. 

The main thing the 
storefront legal shops do 
is ‘demystify’ the legal 
process, Ms. Koff said. 

This is accomplished 
partly just by using the 
ground floor stores for 
offices rather like an in- 
come tax preparation 
service. Compared with 
the typical law firm's 
more or less fancy suite 
in a high rise building 
and its “arm's length” 
public image, this puts 
people at their ease. 

A little over half 
Jacoby & Myers’ clients 
are female, most are in 
their late 20s or early 
30s although people of 
all ages do come in. 
Thirty-five percent of 


the clients are 
housewives, 40 percent 
blue collar workers and 
25 percent white collar 
workers. Only 30 per- 
c "eens t @ ore 
college-educated. 

Only a tiny portion of 
the cases actually come 
to the attention of a 


court. Many involve 
such routine matters as 
wills, partnership 


agreements, leases and 
real estate sales 
closings. 

But fully half the peo- 
ple who come into 
storefront legal shops 
are looking for help in 
solving some problem 
related to their mar- 
riage or their children. 
About 10 percent of 
these cases are con- 
tested and result in 
court appearances or 
some hard negotiating. 
So do some landlord- 
tenant and other debtor- 
creditor matters. 


But the storefront 
legal shops also handle 
criminal matters, bail 
and arraignments, plea 
bargaining and even 
trials. 

“We save clients a 
third to a half on the 
conventional cost of the 
criminal cases too,” Ms. 
Koff said. One innova- 
tion of the firm in 
criminal and more 
serious civil matters is 
to quote a fee based on 
four court appearances 
to be paid in advance. If 
the case is settled at the 
first or second court ap- 
pearance, much of the 
fee is refunded. 

“Our cost cutting is 
accomplished by using 
modern business 
methods and paralegal 
people to do the detail 
work so our lawyers can 
concentrate on the 
strictly legal aspects of 
each case,"’ Ms. Koff ex- 
plained.

DETROIT (UPI) — 
With gasoline prices 
soaring, millions of 
motorists are finding 
they can save a pen- 
ny or two per gallon 
by pumping their own 
gas at cut-rate self- 
service stations in the 
United States. 

But their savings 
could be wiped out by 
huge repair bills if 
regular 


maintenance, nor- 


mally performed by 
service station atten- 
dants, is neglected. 

The Automotive In- 
formation Council 
recently reported on 
a survey by the 
operator of a [0s 
Angeles service sta- 
tion who checked the 
cars of 100 customers 
who pumped their 
own fuel. 

He found 56 of the 


Self-service gas 
stations saving pennies 


cars were at least a 
quart low on oil, 34 
needed radiator 
coolant, 33 had low 
pressure in at least 
one tire, 29 needed 
power steering fluid, 
28 were low on brake 
fluid and 27 needed 
battery water. 

“All of these items 
are so easy to check 
and so inexpensive to 
remedy that a 
motorist is being un- 
wise to neglect 
them,"' the AIC said. 

Here are some 
maintenance hints if 
you are pumping 
your own gas: 

—Check the 
crankcase oil fre- 
quently. Once a week 
is not too often, 
especially if you 
drive many miles. 
The proper level is in- 
dicated on the 





dipstick, which is 
readily visible and 
accessible on most 
cars. (Check your 
owner’s manual for 
exact location. Also, 
follow the manual’s 
recommendation for 
frequency of oil 
changes.) 

—Check the water 
level in the radiator 
every two or three 
weeks. If the cooling 
element is visible, 
add water until it is 
covered. Anti-freeze 
and summer coolant 
also should be used. 
An inexpensive 
gauge can be used to 
check for the proper 
amounts of those 
additives, 

—Proper air 
pressure in tires 
helps prevent 
premature tire wear 
and can improve fuel

economy, This can be 
checked with an inex- 
pensive pencil-like 
gauge. Once every 
two or three weeks 
should be sufficient. 


—Power steering 
and automatic 
transmission fluids 
should be checked at 
least once a month. 
Like checking the oil, 
this is done with 
dipsticks calibrated 
to show proper levels. 
Again, check the 
owner’s manual for 
locations, 


—Battery water 
should be checked 
every two or three 
weeks and water add- 
ed to each chamber 
as needed. (Some 
new batteries are 
sealed and do not re- 
quire additional 
water.) Also, keep

battery terminals 
clear of corrosion, 

—Brake fluid also 
should be checked 
once a month. 
Remove the cap from 
the fluid reservoir, 
located near the top 
of the fire wall on 
most cars, and make 
a visual inspection. 
The reservoir should 
be kept full. 

When you have the 
hood up, occasionally 
check: the air filter 
(and replace it if it is 
dirty), the hoses for 
cracks or small leaks 
and the belts for fray- 
ing or improper 
tension.

The worst aspect of 
shingling a roof is 
having to work up 
there. But, if you are 
fortunate enough to 
have a roof with a 
reasonable pitch — a 
ranch or a Cape Cod 
home, for example — 
you might consider 
taking on the job and 
pocketing at least 
half of what a profes- 
sional would charge. 

Even if you decide 
to call in a pro, a good 
knowledge of how a 
roof should be ap- 
plied will put you ina 
position to make sure 
that you get the job 
you are paying for. 
For example, 
Popular Mechanics 
Encylopedia points 
out that it’s okay to 
put the new roof over 
the old, but if there 
are already two 
layers of shingles up 
there, the roof should 
be stripped and the 
job started from 
scratch. 

On a new roof, use 
1-% in. galvanized 
nails. If installing a 
second layer over 
asphalt shingles, up 
the size to 1-% in. 
galvanized nails. 
You'll need that extra 
length to assure good 
holding power. 

About asphalt 
shingles: The square- 
butt shingle 
Measures 12x36 in., 
has three tabs and is 
normally laid with 5 
in. exposed to the 
weather. There are 27 
strips in a bundle and 
three bundles make 
up a square (100 
square feet), Store 
the bundles of 
shingles flat, or the 
strips are likely to 
curl as the bundles 
are opened for use. 

Begin by checking 
the old roof, nailing 
down any loose 
shingles and replac- 
ing any that are 
damaged. If warped 
| or rotten boards 


(Eat 17 Mass Pike) 


(sheathing) are pre- 
sent, usually under 
bumps or bulges, 
remove the shingles, 
replace the boards 
and weave in replace- 
ment shingles. 

Start the reroofing 
by laying the valleys 
in first. Measure for 
length and cut the roll 
roofing. Roll the 
pieces up and place a 
roll at each valley. 
(Your local code 
might require the use 
of metal flashing in- 
stead of roll roofing). 
Width of flashing to 
use in a valley is 
determined by roof 
pitch. The usual is 12 
in. wide for slopes of 7 
in, in 12 and over; 18 
in, wide for 4 in. in 12 
to 7 in. in 12 slopes 
and 24 in. for slopes 
less than 4 in. in 12. 

After applying 15-lb 
felt with staples, the 
starter course can go 
down. It can be either 
wood or asphalt 
shingles (applied up- 
side down). In any 
event, the starter 
course should be ap- 
plied so it projects at 
least % in. over the 
eaves. This will pre- 
vent water from run-. 
ning back up under 
the shingles. A '2-in. 
shingle project 
should also be used at 
the rake (gable) 
ends. 

The shingles are 
applied on up to the 
ridge and once all 
singles are in place, 
they can be trimmed 
in the valleys. 
‘Measure at least 2 in. 
either side of the 
valley center at the 
top or 3 or 4 in. both 
sides at the bottom 
(eaves). Drive a nail 
at each of these four 
spots, attach a 
chalkline and snap to 
determine where 
shingles should be 
cut. 

Use a piece of %-in. 
plywood under the 
shingles along the

valley. Place the 
carpenter's square 
along the chalkline on 
top of the shingles 
and cut with your 
utility knife. Remove 
cutaway pieces, 
finish nailing the 
trimmed shingles 
and apply roof ce- 
ment to the edges. 

Capping at the 
ridge can be done 
with a 12-in wide strip 
of roll roofing. But it~ 
is more common to 
use full shingles cut 
into thirds. These are 
then applied. The 
final ridge shingle 
receives four nails. 
Make certain you— 
seal the exposed 
nailheads with roof 
cement. 

Some shingles have 
adhesive patches 
above the tabs. These 
are a sealer-type 
shingle that will 
withstand greater 
wind and rain forces 
than non-sealer-type 
shingles. This built-in 
advantage makes 
them well worth the 
few extra dollars of 
cost. 

Words of caution: 
For maximum trac- 
tion, use rubber-soled 
shoes or sneakers 
when roofing. And 
don’t walk on the .. 
edges of the shingles 
because you are apt 
to crack them. In- 
stead, place your feet 
squarely on shingle 
centers.

Paint bubbles may mean insulation able 


LINCOLN, Neb. 
(UPI) — If paint bubbl- 
ing on the exterior wood 
or siding of your home, 
you may have an insula- 
tion problem. 

Engineer Gerald Bod- 
man of the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln says 
paint bubbles indicate 
that moisture migrated 
into the wood in warmer 
weather and began 
pushing off the paint 
when the water froze 
during cold weather. If 


there 1s enough 
moisture to cause bubbl- 
ing, there is potentially 
enough to cause wood to 
decay, Bodman said. He 
also said moisture in in- 
sulation could decrease 
insulation value or 


destroy it altogether. 

His remedies include: 
a polyethylene or plastic 
on the warm side or in- 
side of insulation 
material; two coats of a 
quality oi] base paint or 
vinyl-base wallpaper on 


inside walls. 

Bodinan also advises 
removing all loose paint 
scales and using a 
prime before repainting 
the exterior, -

One of the final acts of the Board 
was to cut by $930,000 Mayor 
Theodore Mann's supplemental 
budget requests of $1.6 million sub- 
mitted after the 4 percent tax cap 
legislation was approved by the 
governor. 

This move by the Board in effect 
forces the mayor to request an ap- 
propriation from the city’s $1.3 
million spendable surplus fund in- 
stead of having the entire $1.1 million 
raised by taxes. 

The aldermen are afraid that this 
year the mayor will not give them the 
opportunity of deciding how much 
surplus, if any, will be used to offset a 
tax increase. 

The first move was made by Ald. 
Robert Sandman, who made a motion 
to cut the $250,000 supplemental 
busdget request for additional money 
for expected increases in energy 
costs. 

Sandman suggested that with 
enough attention to energy conserva- 
tion, the $250,000 would not be needed. 

Ald. Mark White then moved to cut 
$750,000 more from the supplemental 
budget to force the mayor to replace 
that money from surplus. Several 
amendments later, Ald. Joseph 
McDonnell moved to reduce the sup- 
plemental request by 50 percent 
across the board, and Sandman then 
asked that the rest of the supplemen- 
tal energy money be deleted, 
resulting in a $930,000 cut.

Budget set for 
415 Metco kids 


NEWTON — The School Committee 
Monday accepted a revised METCO 
budget, less than the amount re- 
quested, although there will be an ad- 
ditional 15 students in the program 
next school year. 

With 415 students anticipated for 
the racial integration program next 
year, the state Department of Educa- 
tion, Bureau of Equal Educational 
Opportunity authorized a $758,000 
fiscal year 1980 budget. 


Last month the school board agreed 
to increase participation in the pro- 
gram by 15 students and requested a 
$777,101 budget, an increase over this 
year's budget of $749,899. 


The authorizing letter for the revis- 
ed budget from Doreen H. Wilkinson, 
BEEO project director for

School closings focus on child safety 


NEWTON — Residents couldn't 
wait for the public hearing Wednes- 
day on school closings, and the School 
Committee discussed the issue at the 
beginning and end of a regular 
meeting Monday. 

Wednesday's hearing will be at 
Newton North High School at 7:45 
p-m. Fifteen minute presentations 
will be allowed for each school includ- 
ed in the School Department's latest 
consolidation report, followed by ad- 
ditional public comment. 

That report says it is feasible to 
close either the Burr, Davis or 
Franklin Schools in the western part 
of the north side of the city, and to 
close either the Carr, Horace Mann or 
Lincoln-Eliot School in the eastern 
section because of declining enroll- 
ment. 


The committee has tentatively 
scheduled a June 20 meeting at 
Bigelow Junior High School to vote on 
school closings. 

In a segment devoted to the safety 
of children on new school routes that 
could result from consolidations, 
Newton Police Lt. Charles Feeley 
said he expects his department would 
request busing if a safe route could 
not be arranged. 

Several parents at the meeting 
were concerned about the safety of 
children who might have to walk on 
Watertown st. to school. 

While there is a danger from 
vehicles backing over sidewalks, 
Feeley said the Watertown St. 
business district area is probably one 
of the safest areas of the city for 
children because of wide sidewalks,

An Upper Falls alderman has been 
ordered by the building commis- 
sionerto remove a basement apart- 
ment in his two-family house and one 
in another two-family house co-owned 
by him because the apartments are in 
violation of the zoning ordinance and 
the state building code.

Pillar House 


In its first real business in many 
years, the Park Commission at its last 
meeting was called on by a state 
agency to approve & sale of land to the 
Pillar House Restaurant. 

The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion asked the Park Commission to 
approve the sale of land taken in 1898 
to establish the Charles River reser- 
vation along Quinobequin Road to the 
Lower Falls restaurant. 

When Route 128 was built Quinobe- 
quin Road was relocated, and the 
result landlocked the Pillar House. 
Since that time, the Pillar House has 
used the 11,663 feet of land with tacit 
consent of the state. 

The sale to Carolyn and George 
Larsen, which the Park Commission 
approved, clears up the land problem 
for a $35,000 sale price. 

The Park Commission, which has 
been inactive for several years 
because there seemed to be nothing 
for it to do, has recently begun 
meeting under the temporary chair- 
manship of Gene Blumenreich. 

The main order of business so far 
has been a self-examination by the 
commission of whether it is necessary 
and where it should direct its efforts. 

Blumenreich believes the commis- 
sion should look at all open-space 
holdings of the city and allocate 
responsibility for that open space in a 
more ‘‘comprehensive and sensible 
way." It should also ‘encourage ap- 
propriate use of the open space,” 
Blumenreich says. 

At the last meeting of the Park 
Commission, attended by Ernest 
Siciliano, Robert Shuman, and Ber- 
nard Dresner, alternate members of 
the Planning and Development 
Board, and Park Commission 
member Robert Shuman, three 
members of the Newton Conservators 
Inc. asked that the commission 
become advocates of the parks. 

The formation of People for Ed- 
mands Park (PEP), which is trying to

get the city to improve and preserve 
Edmands Park, was the principal im. 
petus for the reactivation of the Park 
Commission. 

PEP has a series of recommenda. 
tions to make to the city, but it was not 
sure where to submit the recommen. 
dations. b 

John Bliss, president of the Newton 
Conservators, a private group, thinks 
perhaps a combined Park and 
Recreation Department may be what 
is needed. 

At this point there are three depart- 
ments responsible for city land. The 
Recreation Department takes care of 
active sports areas; the Public Works 
Department takes care of some of the 
rest of the parks and playgrounds; 
and the Conservation Commission 
contracts for limited maintenance of 
conservation land specifically under 
its domain. 

Joan Lerner of the Conservators 
said, ‘Certain lands have had consti- 
tuencies, but some, like Edmands 
Park, fell between the cracks.” 

The commission will meet again 
this month. The goal is to produce a 
recommendation to Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

David Lurensky, veteran Planning 
Board member who is also a Park 
Commission member, was not able to 
attend the last meeting but said he 
“heartily endorses’ Blumenreich's 
method of obtaining a wide variety of 
opinions. 

Lurensky believes that there must 
be a body to monitor parkland, and 
the problem as he sees it is to deter- 
mine who should look after it. 


“T don’t see how you can have parks 
without some formal way of taking 
care of them. And you can’t take care 
of them without money," he said. 


Lurensky suggests the Park Com- 
mission could function “‘as an adjunct 
to a Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment.” 


City takes Suffolk Rd. lot; 
price may be renegotiated 


The $32,750 approved by the city for 
taking a lot be on Suffolk Road, 
Chestnut Hill, may negotiated toward 
the $48,000 the owner of the land 
believes it is worth, his attorney said 
this week. 

The 31,000-foot lot abuts the 
Houghton Garden section of the 
Webster Conservation Area and was 
taken to provide access to the 
Houghton Garden, even though the 
owner, John Kernochan, offered an 
easement on his property for passage 
of Conservation Commission 
maintenance vehicles.

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The Board of Aldermen approved 
the landtaking at $32,750 last week. 
The figure is an average of the two ap- 
praisals obtained some time ago by 
the Conservation Commission. 

The vote was 21-1, with Board Presi- 
dent Matthew Jefferson opposed. 

The city purchase was assisted by 
$11,701 in donations by Chestnut Hill 
neighbors and others, including the 
Newton Conservators, Inc., a private 
group, which donated $1000. 

Kernochan had a buyer for the pro- 
perty, Walter Caira of Newton, who 
offered $48,000 for the lot, on which he 
planned to build a single-family 
house. Kernochan said he had had a 
previous offer of $40,000 for the land. 

The Board of Aldermen apparently 
did not believe the $48,000 was a bona 
fide offer, even though one committee 
of the Board had earlier voted against 
the landtaking. 

A weekend telephone campaign by 
partisans of the landtaking tipped the 
scales, some aldermen said after the 
Board meeting. 

At least three aldermen said after- 
ward they had doubts about the land- 
taking, but voted in favor of it because 
of pressure from Chestnut Hill 
residents and other members of the 
Board. , 

Before voting on the landtaking, 
Ald. Robert Tennant said he wanted 
to be sure there is a legal avenue of 
appeal for the owner. “If they don’t 
like the price, I want them to be 
treated as fairly as anybody else,” 
Tennant said. 

Short of going to court, which Ker- 
nochan’s lawyer, Douglas Mathews, 
has threatened to do, the price can 
still be renegotiated, according to Ci- 
ty Solicitor Daniel Funk. 

“If we determine we (the city) 
ought to pay more, if they can con- 
vince us to raise the price, we can go 
back to the Board of Aldermen to get 
more money," Funk said. 

Funk added that Kernochan has two 
years in which to sue the city if he 
chooses. 

The landtaking may cost the city 
only $4674, since the state and federal 
government is expected to pay 50 per- 
| cent of the $32,750, and the donations 
will make up most of the rest. 

If the price is renegotiated, the city 
will probably have to make up the dif- 
ference, Funk said.

Newton Corner hears 
improvement details

Despite a chilly evening and an out- 
door meeting site, 16 people gathered 
at Newton Corner's Nonantum Tot 
Lot Tuesday evening to hear the 
Newton Corner Community Develop- 
ment Corporation's plans for a block 
improvement program. 

The plans call for the Community 
Development Corporation (CDC) to 
form as a subsidiary the Community 
Resources Program (CRP). CRP 
would then oversee the use of Newton 
Corner's share of the concentrated 
block program money, which is part 
of the federally funded community 
development program. Money would 
be spent for improving a circular 
block in the Charlesbank Road area. 

CRP would also look for communi- 
ty development funds for purchasing 
houses within this block. Financed 
through bank loans, the houses would 
then be renovated for low and 
moderate income apartments for the 
elderly. 

Selected as possible acquisition site 
were two houses on Charlesbank 
Road. One, owned by Ralph Barrett, is 
currently vacant. The other is owned 
by Muriel Pruckner who runs a beau- 
ty parlor in the house. 

To limit the liability, each house 
would be run as a separate trust, ac- 
cording to CDC Chairman Glenn Mor- 
ris. Each of these houses could ac- 
commodate two or three apartments, 
Morris said. 

A lot of money would be expended 


for just two or three units, said Mary 
Ann Voigt. While approving of 
building housing for the elderly, Ms. 
Voigt said she would rather see 
money spent for developing buildings 
a could accommodate 10 or 15 peo- 
ple. 


Newton Corner residents would be 
given preference from the develop- 
ment of the project to the final oc- 
cupancy, according to Morris. Even 
in the selection of architects, those ar- 
chitects who live and or work in 
Newton Corner would be given a 
preference. Under this guideline, 
Morris, an architect, would be includ- 
ed in the special talent pool. 

Some members of the 
neighborhood, who were unfamiliar 
with the plan prior to the hearing, ask- 
ed for more time to decide if they ap- 
prove of the ideas. But they were not 
given this chance. 

The plan has been discussed by 
several community groups, Morris 
said. He then called for a vote of con- 
fidence. 

While the group generally sup- 
ported the concept of the overall plan, 
many of those who voted were active 
in Newton Corner community groups. 


s 

Additional meetings will be 
scheduled, Morris said, to discuss 
more of the specifics of the plan. 
These details will include a definite 
list of the houses that CRP would like 
to purchase if the owners are willing 
to sell. 


NTA opposes special 


education reorg plan 


The Newton Teachers Association 
has sent the School Committee a ‘‘de- 
mand to negotiate” over the impact of 
the proposed reorganization of the 
special education department. 

NTA consultant John Lloyd said the 
proposed reorganization plan is ‘‘en- 
tirely a financial measure and has 
nothing to do with the quality of 
education in the system.” 

He said the state collective bargain- 
ing law requires the School Commit- 
tee to negotiate over the impact of the 
plan to determine whether it is a 
“bona fide’ reorganization or a 
“subterfuge for the purpose of 
eliminating staff.” 

School administrators and 
members of the Committee deny the 
reorganization is being undertaken to 
save money. It's purpose, as stated in 
a March memorandum from Pro- 
gram Director Norman Colb and 
Special Education Director John 
Cullinane, is to coordinate special 
education services, provide more 
equity in offerings between schools, 
eliminate duplication of services and 
“gaps” in service and place more em- 
phasis on remedial work in the 
regular classroom. 


Another stated purpose of the 
reorganization is to free up the time of 
school psychologists to allow them to 
work directly with children, parents 
and teachers. This would be ac- 
complished by transferring the 
responsibility for Chapter 766 evalua- 
tion paperwork from the 
psychologists to the ‘‘special needs 
teacher,” a position to be created in 
every elementary school. 

The special needs teacher would be 
responsible for coordinating all 
special needs services, working with 
teachers and overseeing the Chapter 
766 evaluation process. 

Members of the School Committee, 


special education staff and members 
of the community have questioned 
whether one person can do all this and 
still have time to work directly with 
children. 

The president of the Newton 
Chapter of the Association for 
Children with Learning Disabilities, 
Judy Larkin, says the special needs 
teacher will have to be ‘Superman or 
Wonder Woman.” She says that the 
special needs teacher will be busy 
with administration and that conse- 
quently direct services to children 
will be provided by aides. 

Larkin also says the reorganization 
is ‘an economy measure” which will 
reduce the size of the Learning 
Disabilities Program, eliminate the 
positions of the resource room 
teachers and tutors and remove the 
English specialists from direct er- 
vices to children. 

“Who's going to pick up these 
responsibilities?” she asked. 

Teacher certification 

Another concern of the NTA, ac- 
cording to Lloyd, is the ‘generic 
specialist" certification which will be 
required of the special needs 
teachers. 

This certification requires a 
masters degree program which takes 
at least two years to complete. Since 
the reorganization is scheduled to go 
into effect in September of 1980, 
Members of the special education 
staff could be effectively prevented 
from finding equivalent jobs in the 
reorganized system. 

Fred Andleman of the Division of 
Professional Development at the 
Mass. Teachers Association said the 
generic specialist certification is ‘‘not 
legally necessary.” 

“It is a hardship on the teacher to 
be told you have to get a new creden- 
tial to do something you're already 
doing,’ he said. 


Express bus stop changed 


Effective Saturday, June 16, the 
Newton Corner bus stop at the traffic 
island at the intersection of Centre 
Street and Centre Avenue will be 
eliminated for a trial period of 45 
days. ’ 

During the 45 days, a bus stop will 
be designated on Centre Street bet- 
ween Centre Avenue and Park Street. 
The bus stop will be on the south side 
of Centre Street near the library and 
will accommodate all bus routes, in- 
cluding express, local, and Kenmore 
Station lines. .

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16 aldermen 


A petition drive is currently under- 
way in Newton to gather enough 
signatures for a non-binding question 
on the November ballot on the size of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The question would ask voters if 
they would like the Board reduced 
from 24 to 16. It would be advisory, 
meaning it would not cause the reduc- 
tion in the Board, but would tell the 
aldermen citizen opinion. 

As it stands now, we have the second 
largest municipal legislative body in 
the country, and more than double the 
number of local legislators per capita 
compared to comparable cities in 
Massachusetts. 

We can't fathom how the elimination 
of eight aldermen-at-large could 
possibly result in a lack of representa- 
tion or access to a local legislator for 
the people of Newton. mOr 

Currently, Newton has 16 aldermen- 
at-large and eight ward aldermen. 
That means that when you go to the 
polls in November, you will be asked to 
select i7 aldermen—16 at-large and 
one for your own ward. 

We have found this system to be in- 
comprehensible to many Newton 
voters, most of whom think they have 
three aldermen-—the three in their own 
ward. 

Is it possible for the average voter to 
digest the views and backgrounds of 
about 30 candidates for alderman-at- 
large? If not, what criteria are voters 
using to make their decisions, and is 
this system producing the best 
aldermen Newton could have? 

Are the untalented, the people with 
axes to grind, and people trying to fill 
spare time being elected to the Board? 
In some cases, yes. 

Eliminating eight of the aldermen, 
we feel, will give voters a better 
chance at understanding the can- 
didates and voting intelligently. This is 
the main reason we have supported 
reducing the size of the Board since 
1977. 

Remember, too, that voters are not 
only asked to select 17 aldermen at 
election time. They are asked to select 
eight School Committee members. If 
each seat was contested, there would 
be a field of 50 candidates for each 
voter to deal with. 

Too many? 

To the argument that reducing the 
number of aldermen will overwork the 
streamlined Board we say this: 

We have observed aldermen at 
Board and committee meetings for 
several years now. 

Personality conflicts, not ideological 
ones, and lack of preparation to deal 
with the matters before them account 
for 90 percent of the delays that eat up 
valuable time at meetings. 

If a smaller field means a better 
caliber of candidate, more visiblity, 
and a better selection process, then the 
city can only be helped, not harmed. 

If you agree with our position, we 
hope you will sign a petition, if you are 
asked, to get the advisory question on 
the ballot. 

Alderrnen in 1977 defeated a move to 
put a binding question on the ballot by 
a vote of 12-12 and an attempt in 1978 to 
put an advisory question by a vote of 
10-13.

Nuclear power and the unity of evil

The New York Daily News recently announced 
the second “gas line killing,” caused by a dispute 
over a place in line at a gas station. I suppose I have 
a rather jaded sense of humor, but in spite of the 
compassion I feel for the two widows, I find this in- 
credibly amusing. 

I find the entire alleged ‘energy crisis’ in- 
credibly amusing. When the Indian government 
cannot find enough oil to run the irrigation pumps in 
the Punjab region, I call that a crisis. 

When Americans have to pay a dollar for a gallon 
of gasoline like the rest of the world, I call that an 
inducement, long overdue, to end a nightmare of in- 
dulgence which, if unchecked, will destroy the 
world as surely as a dead raccoon destroys a well. 

The ludicrous nature of the alleged crisis is il- 
lustrated by the tiny adjustments in the American 
way of life any one of which would entirely 
eliminate it -- going a little slower, driving smaller 
cars, driving in groups or (God forbid) eliminating 
the colossal spectacles of cars racing around a 
track at two hundred miles an hour using as much 
gas as the designer can inject into the engine. 

When the inhabitants of a country with a per 
capita income ten times the world average com- 
plain about paying the world market price for a 
commodity, I call that pathetic whimpering. 

The most amusing feature of the energy crisis, of 
course, is the endless scapegoating and 
demagoguery on all sides. While I have no delusions 
that the interests of the oil companies are in any 
way coincidental with the interests of the world or 
its people, I still have to laugh when a politican ap- 
pears on television to decry their obscene" profits 
when the television stalion broadcasting his com- 
ments has a return on equity more than twice that 
of the oi! companies. 

Since man first developed speech, leaders have 
used it to feed followers simple answers which in- 
variably attribute complex problems to a single 
malevolent source. The soldier or political activist 
must view his efforts in the context of a struggle 
between simple good and simple evil. Any inkling of 
the complexity of the truth would dampen his ar- 
dor, 

Conspiracy theorists illustrate this faith in the 
unity of evil when they claim that John and Robert 
Kennedy, Martin Luther King, Martha Mitchell and 
Buddy Holly were all killed by the same organiza- 
tion. 

Hitler's empire was one of the few examples of 
the kind of unified malevolence which crusaders 
like to imagine lurking in the shrubbery of current 
events. 

As Lillian Hellman points out in Scoundrel Time 
when that 8 ‘‘total enemy” was erased, our leaders 
had to hunt around for another one and came up 
with communism. Ironically, the horrible destruc- 
tion wrought in Southeast Asia by the simpletons 
who imagined this total evil was no less wanton and 
brutal than that of the Nazis. 

They in turn served as a total enemy for the an- 
tiwar activists who were as fully justified as 
Hitler's foes. 

Those who achieved victory over the war makers 
deserve Kissinger's Nobel Peace Prize and more. 
Unfortunately the unity of purpose which they felt 
during that struggle has led them to cast about for 
another total enemy. 

While I wholly support the fight against nuclear 
power, I still cannot abide simplistic interpreta- 
tions. The tactics of the antiwar movement, 
demonstrations and civil disobedience, may be ap- 
propriate to this new . effort, but the attitudes are 
nol. When we look for a total enemy in this case we 
must remember Pogo's immortal words: ‘We have 
met the enemy and he is us." 

Opposition to nuclear power must be part of a 
comprehensive effort which includes opposition to 
strip mining, offshore drilling, high sulfur coal and 
leaky oil tankers. Otherwise it is just a question of

naming our poison. Remember too that our 8 army8 
and the Soviet Union are abusing nuclear power far 
more than private utilities. 

We must attack the attitude implicit in that 
phrase which makes me shudder every time I hear 
it: “our energy needs.” 

To illustrate the extent to which these ‘‘needs"’ 
are needed, consider the growth of the demand for 
electricity since 1950. For 23 years it increased ata 
rate of eight percent per year, doubling every nine 
years, 

{n 1973, with only a minimal amount of public 
awareness and concern (in response to the oil em- 
bargo) it stopped — cold — and leveled off for a 
year, Now itis soaring again. 

In the case of electricity, supply is wholly con- 
trolled by demand. The supplier must meet the 
whole load or he can meet none of it. It is at present 
impossible to control how much power a customer 
uses. 

A utility cannot control how many appliances we 
plug into the wall socket nor when we do so and until 
a mechanism is developed to bring demand into line 
with a limited supply, utilities will build power 
plants, 

A utility must have enough generating capacity 
to meet the peak demand in its service area. The 
traditional peak used to be on Christmas Eve when 
everyone plugged in the family Christmas tree 
lights. The advent of air conditioning (a classic ex- 
ample of a created “need"’) has shifted the peak to 
the summer months, but the principle is the same 
— the utility must have enough power plants to 
meet that peak load, so half of those plants are idle 
most of the time. 

The utilities’ greatest expense is new construc- 
tion, so the best thing that could happen to the in- 
dustry would be a decrease in demand, particularly 
a decrease in the peak load. 

The alleged ‘‘need” for Seabrook could be 
eliminated by a few conservation measures which 
would have to be taken only during peak hours. 
Seabrook is completely unnecessary, most of the 
time. 

While the fight ayainst new nuclear construction 
must continue, an effort must be made at the other 
end of the line 
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Time-of-day metering which gives price incen- 
tives for off-peak use of electricity must become a 
reality soon. We could heat just as much water, 
toast just as much Wonder Bread, power just as 
many factories and dry just as many hairdos if we 
distribute the load over time. 

Industry studies on time-of-day metering have 
shown that most people are loathe to change their 
habits and therefore cannot save money because in 
addition to the incentives for off-peak usage, there 
are penalties for using power during peak hours. 

The studies I monitored in New Hampshire, 
however, were done on a random sampling of 8 
customers and not on volunteers, so I consider them 
meaningless. Those who will save money on a time- 
of-day rate structure are those who are willing to 
change their habits and these are the people who 
should be tested. Incentives for off-peak usage need 
only encourage a percentage — say 20 percent — of 
the population to reduce the load during the peak 
hours. 

People will change only when they have to or 
when they are given the right incentives. If it cost 
you $5 to run a clothes dryer at 7 p.m. and 5 cents to 
run it at 9:30 p.m. you would make the adjustment. 

Important considerations here are the hours to be 
labeled peak hours and the cost differential bet- 
ween peak and off-peak usage. One utility in New 
Hampshire designated 12 hours of the day as peak 
hours which naturally made it incredibly difficult to 
save money. 

Consumer groups must inform themselves on 
these issues because time-of-day metering will be 
implemented soon, and these minor adjustments 
will make all the difference to its success. 

Those who are willing to change their habits to 
decrease the demands on the system must be given 
incentives and those who add to the peak load must 
be penalized. 

The nurnber of power plants necessary could be 
drastically reduced without hardship. All that is re- 
quired is a willingness to change. Judying from the 
attendance at the antinuclear rally in Washington, 
there are plenty of people willing to try.

The philosophy behind the LD Program 


By JUDY LARKIN 

There is currently a proposal for the reorganiza- 
lion of special education services that will effect the 
present LD (learning disabilities) Program. 

Parents should be aware of the philosophy and 
content of the present LD program in order to 
preserve the quality of education our children 
receive, Therefore, we would like to share with you 
remarks by Dr. Grimes before the Newton PTA 
Council and excerpts from Helen Guttentag's 
“Overview of the Newton LD Program." 

“The LD program was developed i 
through a long-term project of 
development begun in 1961. It was 
Superintendent of Newton Schools Charles Brown, 
who was deeply concerned about the many children 
who did not make the appropriate progress in 
school even though they had the help of remedial 
reading and other special services that were 
available 

“A Reading Laboratory was established staffed 
with four teachers. | was employed as the resear- 
cher with Dr. Edward Landy as director of the pro- 
ject. Referred children were taxied to the Reading 
Laboratory datly. We conducted extensive 
diagnoses and experimental treatment programs. 

“These children had previously been diagnosed 
at their schools as emotionally disturbed, border- 
line mentally retarded, dyslexic, or as a result of 
poor home conditions, etc, In every case, they were 
failing to function in the classroom, suffering 
frustration and defeat, and their behavior 
deterioriating. 

“We did not label then as handicapped. They 
were seen only as children who needed to be taught 
ina different way. Through six years of research 
work, we vuilt an instructional program that was 
successful in helping those children learn, 

“When state subsidies became available in 1968, 
the label ‘Learning Disability’ was forced upon us 
‘The popular thinking of that day was that LD was a 
disorder of the central nervous system. Since that 
lime, {unumerable researches have failed to 
substantiate that neurological iunpairment is the 
cause of the problem in any more than 1 to 2 percent 
of the population 


“Even so, the medical profession today quite 
generally believes that there is some biological or 
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genetic reason to explain the fact that from 10 to 15 
percent of the population suffers severe difficulties 
in learning. Further research is continuing. 

“We in Newton have never concerned ourselves 
with the etiology of learning disability, and certain- 
ly have never claimed that our diagnostic tests 
could determine which children have a neurological 
disease or affliction 

“It would be more appropriate to say that we are 
concerned simply with children who have dif- 
ficulties in learning in the regular classroom. These 
are children with normal intelligence who have fail- 
ed to achieve up tu the expectations even though 
they have been given the benefit of extra help in the 
classroom and also other special services that the 
school can provide. 

“Our instructional program is basically 
‘diagnostic teaching.’ We determine each child's 
specific gaps’ in skills, his strengths and 
weaknesses. We try to discover his most effective 
learning style. We present a highly structured pro- 
gram in which all tasks are broken into small, 
Manageable increments of learning. 

“The LD teachers are trained to recognize the 
child's every point of faltering, diagnose it at the 
moment and modify the learning task immediately 
so that the child can make measurable progress, 
progress which the child can recognize and feel 
good about. It is complete individualization in the 
highest degree practical under our working condi- 
tions. 

“Children get into the LD program only by refer- 
ral. The psychologist is responsible for making 
judgment based on his or her diagnostic informa- 
tion, determining whether or not LD is the ap- 
propriate placement. 


“My recommendation is given consideration, but 
in the end, the evaluative TEAM makes the final 
decision as to whether or not the child is enrolled in 
LD and determines the amount of time each child 
should be seen. 

“Children entering the program are substantially 
below grade level in several areas of school 
achievement, and at the beginning are usually seen 
five times per week. As children progress, becom- 
ing more and more able to perform classroom 
tasks, we recommend a gradual! reduction in their 





time in tutorials so that the child can have more 
time to profit from the classroom learning ac- 
tivities. In this way we attempt to wean the child 
from the need for tutorials and terminate him from 
the program as soon as possible. 


“The LD Teachers work closely with classroom 
teachers, assisting them in understanding each 
child’s strengths and limitations, and in realizing 
how they can modify curriculum to make it possible 
for the child to cope with classroom assignments 
with some degree of comfort. 


“One final point I wish to make is that LD is con- 
sidered and is in fact only a moderate Special need 
when viewed in relation to the more severe han- 
dicaps. However, if not recognized and treated pro- 
fessionally, it can become one of the most serious 
handicaps with a tremendous and needless waste of 
human resources. 


“Where other handicaps are highly visible 
demanding special attention, learning difficulties 
are often neglected because these children appear 
normal and are often punished because they do not 
perform up to expectations. 


“They are bright enough to know that the 
be doing better, and when they are not bee naald 
enough, they develop severe complications of 
defeat and humiliation, frequently turning off from 
all educational efforts and resorting to malbehavior 
and delinquency, Our LD program is geared to pre- 
vent this unfortunate circumstance.”* 


The Executive Board of the Newton ACLD does 
not find the proposed reorganization plan accep- 
table, in its present form, because: 


We question the support and future direction of 
the present LD Program, as previously described, 

Nor, does it appear to support the strong central 
leadership of the LD Program currently employed 
tincluding the specific LD training and supervision 
of staff).

Deceptive figures 


To the Editor: 

Dr. Silliuzio’s new closing study is 
indeed a thorough demographic 
survey, but its conclusions are by no 
means the Holy Writ that administra- 
tion supporters imply. 

One suspect area is in cost savings, 
which is the only reason for closings 
after the phony rhetoric about educa- 
tional quality by alleged ‘‘liberals’’ is 
dismissed for the empty cant that it 
is. 


The $950,000 cumulative savings is 
doubly deceptive. Most 
readers,including headline writers, 
will miss the qualifications that the 
savings are for three years, not one, 
and that the final year is the upcom- 
ing one, not a past one. 


School maintenance costs are 
presented as savings. Since Hamilton 
has been under city ownership since 
the School Committee abandoned it 
last year and since Emerson seems 
likely to suffer the same fate in the 
year following its closing, their 
maintenance costs will still be borne 
by the taxpayers.

To the Editor: 

Though we have listened 
carefully to the School Commit- 
tee in individual conversations, 
group discussions, and School 
Committee meetings, we are 
still left with unanswered ques- 
tions and grave concerns about 
the possible closing of Carr 
School. 

We are disappointed that it 
has chosen not to consider alter- 
natives to school closings. That 
apparently being the case, 
however, we ask them to con- 
sider the following issues. 

. Safety. The route that many 
Carr children would have to take 
to Lincoln-Eliot is not only long 
(greater distances than 
reported in the consolidation 
study), but very dangerous. We 
have attempted to walk this 
route ourselves, and have been 
forced into the street by cars or 
trucks parked at the sidewalk. 
Cars pull in and out of Fox Phar- 
macy, JB's Restaurant, and 
other businesses with little cau- 
tion. Children would also have to 
walk directly through the Silver 
Lake commercial area, which 
includes two bars. Though traf- 
fic guards would be needed at in- 
tersections for street crossings, 
they would not alleviate the real 
dangers along the sidewalks. 

_ Services. One of the strongest 
arguments used to support con- 
solidation is that ser- 
vices—including those provided 
by specialists—would be im- 
proved in the larger school, Yet, 
despite continued reassurance 
from many committee members

school side is offset by the costs on the 
general city side. 

As predicted by Emerson ad- 
vocates, classrooms for handicapped 
children will be displaced from Coun- 
tryside at emotional cost to the 
children and financial cost to the city. 
The more than $20,000 to move the 
classrooms is not reflected in the sav- 
ings chart. 

Finally, the bus costs are suspect on 
two counts. The city’s bus company is 
on the verge of bankruptcy. If it goes 
under or needs contract revision, bus 
costs will double or triple, thus 
eroding the savings from closings. 
Even at the lower rate, the bus costs 
are excessive. Two closing options 
with no additional bus costs were 
either not voted or even considered. 

Other alternatives such as leasing 
out surplus space were also not con- 
sidered. For these and other reasons, 
the alleged savings from schoo! clos- 
ings should be examined with great 
skepticism by parents andSchool 
Committee members and alike.

Mrs, Kaplan 
assured us at the meeting on 
May 30 that the School Commit- 
tee would not make a decision 
regarding consolidation until it 
receives a report from the city 
planning department. We ap- 
preciate that promise, and hope 
that whichever communities are 
involved will have an active in- 
put into decisions about building 
re-use. 

As two people who have had 
many yeurs of experience in the 
field of education, we know that 
efficiency is important in the 
delivery of services. More im- 
portant, however, are the 
children and community 
members whose lives are so 
deeply affected by their 
neighborhood schools. Please 
listen to these people. Keep Carr 
School open!

Your editorial on school con- 
solidation (June 7) which calls 
for the closing of the Davis 
School mystifies me both as a 
parent and a taxpayer. 

No consideration is given to 
how the greatest dollar savings 
could be realized (without in- 
volving busing of students) by 
keeping the Davis School open 
and closing the Franklin School, 
which is the most expensive to 
maintain and requires over 
$100,000 in capital im- 
provements. 

You also fail to consider the 
$890,000 addition to the Davis 
School which opened as recently 
as 1975. This is the finest facility 
of its kind in Newton, containing 
a superb library, an attractive 
auditorium and a splendid gym- 
nasium. 

It is a one-floor extension at- 
tached to the ground level of the 
original building, which con- 
tains classrooms, a cafeteria, 
kitchen and bathrooms easily 
accessible to the handicapped.

neighborhoods and many other set- 
tings. 

They develop their own educational 
programs and take responsibility for 
seeing them through. 

At the end of their senior year, they 
take a 12-day canoe trip on the 
Penobscot River in Northern Maine. 

These seniors are enrolled in a pro- 
gram called Transition, now in its 
fifth year, aimed at providing 
students with a purposeful leatning 
experience during their final year in 
high school when many other students 
succumb to the syndrome known as 
“senior slump.” 

“Most of these kids have been in 
school for 12 years and most know 
what they're doing next year. They've 
been so goal oriented that the joy of 
learning isn't enough once you've 
taken the carrot away,” says Michael 
Morris who founded the program 
along with Ron Boucher. 

“Educators treat young adults like 
children even when they’re 17 or 18. 
Then on June 7 we expect them to 
start acting like adults. It is 
unrealistic to expect them to change a 
whole set of behaviors overnight.”’ 

Morris says Transition is a based on 
“the existential notion of responsibili- 
ty for one’s behavior - taking respon- 
sibility for one’s own successes and 
failures,” 

During the first semester of senior 
year, Transition participants are 
enrolled in the program on a half-time 
basis. During this time they plan their 
“‘modules'’ — month-long projects in 
the community which they will pursue 
during second semester. 

They also develop a system of stu- 
dent government for the program and 
they raise over $2,000 for program ex- 
penses by cutting and delivering cord 
wood, running flea markets and 
operating a stationery store at the 
high school. 

During: the second semester, 
students participate in four modules 
— social service, urban, occupation 
and wilderness. \ 

The student writes a journal during 
each module and a report at the end. 

The social service module is spent 
working in an organization providing 
social services. Morris and Boucher 
have developed an extensive set of 
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contacts at insitutions like Medfield 
State Hospital, the Newtonville Senior 
Citizens Center, the Cambridge 
Headstart Program, the world hunger 
organization OXFAM, and many 
others. 

They help students find a setting 
which offers the opportunity to help 
others in a direct personal way. 

During the urban module, students

carry out a research project in ATBAM 


Boston. Students have studied the 
Mass. Division of Youth Services, the 
Mass. Port Authority, North End and 
Chinatown neighborhoods, 
Haymarket, alternative education in 
Boston, alienation in the city and 
many other topics.

During the occupation module 
students learn abdut a particular pro- 
fession by working at it in an appren- 
tice program.

Items in the mayor's $1.6 million 
supplemental budget were collective 
bargaining settlements, $500,000; 
debt service, $125,000; cost-of-living 
increases for pensions, $170,000; 
energy costs, $250,000; snow and ice 
control, $250,000; experimental 
transportation, $40,000; and printing 
and postage, $25,000. 

The fear that the mayor will not 
willingly use any surplus to offset 
taxes is grounded in statements at 
budget meetings that the administra- 
tion wants to save the surplus, 
because the budget is so stringent for 
F Y80 that there will be little left uns- 
pent in departmental budgets, in con- 
trast to years when there are large 
turnbacks. 

Uncertainty about further tax cap 
legislation on the use of surplus also 
influenced the aldermen's actions. 

Ald. Robert Stiller said he was not 
willing to ‘‘give the mayor a war chest 
so he can be a big hero in 1980 and 
throw a bone to the taxpayer.” Stiller 
moved to cut $1 million from the 
mayor's request for $1.6 million. 

Of the total $79.2 million budget, $1 
million was put into ‘budget 
reserve,’’ a term that means the 
money will be raised but will not be 
available to spend at will. In some 
cases it is earmarked for certain ex- 
penses; in any case it may not be 
spent without the department head's 
coming to the Board with a mayoral 
request for appropriation. 
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Of the $1 million in budget reserve, 
$700,000 was so categorized by the 
mayor in his supplemental budget re- 
quests’ which were not allocated to 
departments but put into general 
budget reserve. 

The mayor has been critical of the 
Board of Aldermen and its commit- 
tees, which voted about $300,000 into 
budget reserve for specific items. 

The mayor feels that a hardship is 
worked on department heads who 
have to come to at least two commit- 
tees several times to justify release of 
some of their budget funds throughout 
the year. 

Cuts in the regular budget were 
small and infrequent. The Board cut 
only about one-tenth of a percent of 
the budget as submitted. 

The usual happy hunting grounds 
for budget cuts — the Fire, Police and 
Public Works departments — ac- 
counted for cuts amounting to less 
than $50,000. Their budgets were $5.3, 
$5.6, and $9.7 million respectively. 


In the spirit of fiscal austerity the 
Board cut $2000 of a $4000 request for 
“refreshments,” mainly the so-called 
graduation party for outgoing 
aldermen every two years, and cut 
$1500 from a $2500 request for the in- 
auguration ceremony, including din- 
ner with the Schoo! Committee.

Heat bill aid still available 


The federal Winter Energy 
Assistance Program (WEAP) 
deadline has been extended until June 
30.

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Waban doctor withdraws gas tank bid _ 


The Waban neurosurgeon. who 
wanted to have his own diesel fuel 
storage tank at home withdrew his re- 
quest at a public hearing before the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee last 
week. 

Dr. Herbert Cares of 248 Windsor 
Rd., wanted a permit to store 1000 
gallons of diesel fuel underground 
next to his garage and a four-foot gas 
pump, but withdrew because of op- 
position from the Waban Improve- 
ment Society, a neighbor and some 
aldermen. 


He said he made the request 
because he is on call 24 hours a day 
and wanted to assure an adequate 
supply of gas for his car. 

Ald. Susan Schur, a Waban resi- 
dent, said she was concerned that 
home gas tanks would proliferate, ad- 
ding that there are alternatives the 
doctor could use if faced with a 
medical call and an empty tank. 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan, who pointed out 
doctors were not left gasless in past 
rationing periods, said, ‘Dr. Cares is 
putting himself in a better position 


than the rest of the world.” 

Demand for private tanks {s on the 
rise, said Joseph Fitzpatrick, of Craft- 
sman Construction, the firm that 
planned to install Cares’ tank. 

“We're doing it all the time,” Fitz- 
patrick said, ‘‘all over eastern 
Massachusetts.” 

He also said he thinks there are 
already other private tanks in 
Newton. 

The Fire Department approved the 
proposed installation with conditions. 

Stephen Levine, vice president of 


the Waban Improvement Society, 
said his board of directors had voted 
to oppose the petition. A fuel shortage 
could lead to more installations, 
Levine said, adding that the tanks 
represent a health hazard with the 
danger of explosion and the possibili- 
ty of leakage into water pipes. 


An oil company spokesman, 
however, explained that diesel fuel is 
similar to no. 2 home heating oil and 
not regular gasoline’ and chances of 
anexplosion are slim.

Boston Archdiocese Catholics Numbers Drop 


Official statistics on the U.S. 
Catholic Church for 1979 reveal that 
the Archdiocese of Boston is up in the 
total number of college and university 
students, lay teachers, infant bap- 
tisms, and teachers, but down over 
last year in the number of nuns, 
religious brothers, seminarians, 
priests, students under Catholic in- 
struction, converts, baptisms, mar- 
riages, and Catholic population. 

The local figures are part of a coun- 
try— wide profile just released by 
P.J. Kenedy & Sons, New York 
publishers of ‘The Official Catholic 
Directory.” The new annual directory 
is the 147th printed by the firm since 
the first directory was issued in 1817. 

Figures are ascertained in the 
respective dioceses and submitted to 
the publishing house, where they are 
collated and included in a chart

Boston currently has a total of 2482 
priests, 20 fewer than in 1978. Of the 
total, 1322 are diocesan or secular 
clergy, and 1160 are members of 
religious communities or crders. 
There are also 218 religious brothers 
(six fewer than last year) and a total 
of 335,833 students under Catholic in- 


struction (as compared with 338,786 
for 1978). 

The total number of baptisms now, 
infant and adult together, is 27,618, 
down 108 from last year. Marriages: 
11,372 now and 11,482 in 1978. 


The Catholic population of the 2,500- 
square-mile area is now 2,016, 272, a 
drop of 9,975 over 1978; figure for the 
total population is 5,789,478, the same 
figure provided for 1978. 


Among other figures trending 
downward is converts 500, as opposed 
to 616 last year. 

Students in colleges and univer- 
sities are up in number by 1,494 
(20,761 now, 19,267 in 1978). The 
numbers of lay teachers are also 
up—3,595 now as opposed to 3,520 
then.

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Family counseling 
volunteers needed 


June is not too soon to think about 
volunteering next fall in a program 
that provides you a chance to help 
others grow and learn while you 
receive professional supervision and 
learn about the fields of human ser- 
vices and early education. This 
double-barrelled opportunity is of- 
fered by Family Counseling Service, 
a United Way agency that serves the 
nine western suburbs of Newton, 
Waltham, Brookline, Wellesley, 
Natick, Sherborn, Weston, Wayland, 
and Sudbury. 


The specific program for which 
volunteers are being sought is the 
Parent Child Home Program, which 
will be going into its tenth year next 
September. Volunteers who serve as 
home visitors in the program may 
come from towns within or outside 
this area.

After several training sessions, 
home visitors are assigned one or two 
families, each of whom they visit 
twice weekly over a total of twenty- 
three weeks from October through 
May.

for an hour and a half of group super- 
vision each Wednesday during the 
program year. 

The purpose of the program is to 
provide the kinds of tools and skills to 
low-income parents of very young 
children, 18 to 30 months, at the begin- 
ning of the first of two yeers, that will 
enable them to stimulate their 
children’s intellectual development in 
ways which come easier to less hard- 
pressed families, 

The “tools” are educational toys 
and books, provided free to those who 
meet the stringent financial 
guidelines set up by the funding agen- 
cy. The skills are ways of using and 
talking to these very young children 
about the books and toys. 

A study of youngsters in a Long 
Island model program, upon which 
the local program is based, shows 
them a year ahead of a control group 
from a similar population in reading 
and math at the third grade level. 
This contrasts favorably with other 
compensatory education programs 
which provide services to older age 
groups, 

While the three program super- 
visors are trained social workers, 
home visitors need not have had prior 
education or experience in the field.

The Flag of the United States 
of America has 13 horizontal 
stripes—7 red and 6 white—the 
red and white stripes alternat- 
ing, and a union which consists 
of white stars of five points on a 
blue field placed in the upper 
quarter next to the staff and ex- 
tending to the lower edge of the 
fourth red stripe from the top, 
The number of stars is the same 
as the number of States in the

PROPER MANNER OF

There are certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which if under- 
stood gencrally, would indicate 
the proper method of displaying 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. The matter becomes a 
very simple one if it is kept in 
mind that the Flag represents

the living country and Is itself 
considered as a living thing. The 
union of the Flag ts the honor 
Point; the right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the point of 
danger and hence the place of 
honor, 


1, The Flag should be displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or 
between such hours as may be 
designated by proper authorit 

owever, the Flag may be 

yed at night upon special oc- 
casions when it is desired to pro- 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
be hoisted briskly, but should be 
lowered slowly and ceremoni- 
ously. The Flag should be dis- 
played on all National and State 
holidays and on historic and spe- 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
avery day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should be taken to see that 
the Flag is displayed on the fol- 
owing days: New Year's Day, 
Tanuary 1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 
February 12; Washington's 
Birthday, February 22; Easter 
Sunday (variable); Mother's 
Day, second Sunday in May; 
Armed Forces Day, third Satur- 
day in May; Memorial Day ‘half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; Independence Day, 
July 4; Labor Day, first Monday 
in September; Citizenship Day, 
September 17; Columbus Day, 
October 12; Veterans Day, No- 
vember 11; Thanksgiving Day, 
fourth Thursday of November;

Tips fora 
fire-safe 
summer 


With the first long holiday weekend of the sum- 
mer gone by and the school vacation period fast ap- 
proaching, Chief Edward B. Reilly of the Newton 
Fire Department takes this oppoftunity to alert 
citizens to the safety precautions to be taken to help 
all enjoy a fire-safe summer. 

Check your cottage or beach home for any 
hazards such as loose wiring, defective heaters, 
ete. 

When leaving your permanent residence for 
vacation disconnect all appliances, remove all rub- 
bish, lower the thermostat, leave the house key with 
a neighbor or relative and arrange to have the 
house checked periodically. 

Cookouts can be a very pleasant occasion or they 
can become a disaster depending on how you con- 
duct them. Use only approved charcoal lighter 
fluid. Once the fire starts burning NEVER pour 
more fluid to increase the rate of burning. NEVER, 
under any conditions, use gasoline for a charcoal 
fire starter. 

Avoid loose fitting clothing when working around 
the grill. Keep children away from the grill. While 
playing they can knock it over and start a fire. 
Make sure all fire is out before leaving the area. 

When using power mowers never replenish the 
gasoline supply while motor is hot. 

Be sure you have a permit issued by the fire chief 
for the storage of gasoline for the power mower. 
Never transport gasoline in cans in the trunk of 
your car. It is illegal to possess or use fire works at 
any time. 

Use extra precautions with smoking materials 
especially at beach cottages. NEVER SMOKE IN 
BED! 

Remember smoke detectors are a lifesaving 
device and should be installed in your home and 
summer cottage. The extra few minutes warning 
and properly conducted fire drills could mean the 
difference in life and death from 
fire.

If further motivation is still necessary, explain 
the economic fact that trash disposal costs Newton 
$16 per ton ;42,000 tons in 1978) and that recycling 
not only saves us this disposal fee, but also brings in 
$5 per ton of paper and $8 per ton of glass and cans. 

Participation in the Newton Recycling Program 
has been increasing. If we can all convert just one 
neighbor, half of Newton will be recycling.

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Commemorating 
Johannes Brahms 


At the age of twenty, Johannes Brahms was 
formally introduced to the lieder (‘‘songs’ in 
German). From that time, until his death 57 years 
later in 1897, Brahms embraced them with an 
almost mystical devotion. A selection of his most 
exquisite songs comes to public television on 
Wednesday, June 13, in 'A Brahms Lieder Recital 
With Christa Ludwig and Leonard Bernstein.'* 

Melody, craftsmanship, and more than a hint 
of national pride are intrinsic to Brahms’ lieder. 
Brahms’ biographer, . Karl Geiringer, noted that “a 
further feature of Brahms’ songs (lieder) is their 
splendid organic unity and completeness. If we 
examine a Brahms song merely from an archi- 
tectural standpoint, we shall almost always find a 
syoumettical beautifully complete, and even 

form." 

‘Liebestreu' or ‘True Love,’ Op. 3, No. 1, 
performed in this recital telecast, is full of strength 
and tenderness. Even Brahms regarded ‘Liebestreu' 
as one of his most beautiful creations: rarely did 
any of his work please him. Often self-deprecating, 
Brahms said that he made a living composing only 
because the public had forgotten so much of the 
music of the past. 

Just as ‘A Brahms Lieder Recital’ presents the 
composer in a most distinguished light, so too does 
it illustrate his basic textual difficulty. He often 
looked at words exclusively from a musical point of 
view rather than with a greater appreciation of their 
literary value, and he was frequently cavalier in the 
treatment of stress and accent. But the melodic 
inspiration in his lieder cannot be disputed: Brahms’ 
musical gift is at its most striking in these 
songs, 

The production, taped at the Tel Aviv Museum, 
is a presentation of WNET/New York.

longer relevant to 
students’ needs. 

“I believe the so- 
called comprehensive 
high school in this coun- 
try is becoming ob- 
solete,” said Boyer. 

“There should be

science, health care — 
so students will be able 
to concentrate in areas 
that touch their own in- 
terests and talents.””

Day House preserves history 


By DOROTHY HINES 
In Focus Editor 

When historic Day House is open to 
the public for the Norwood Historical 
Society's annual fund raising tour on 
Sunday, June 17, there will be on 
display something for almost 
everyone with interest in the heritage 
and culture of Norfolk County. 

The house, itself, is an architectural 
gem in the English country manor 
style, erected by Fred Holland Day in 
the early 1890’s on the site of his 
parents home. 

It incorporates in its design hand- 
some wood paneling, leaded glass and 
seven unique fireplaces, as well as a 
33 foot high great hall. 

Furnishings include some 18th and 
many 19th century pieces. Among 
these are some rare items: a tapestry 





English style Day House erected in early 1890's 


from the home of John Hancock; a 
pulpet chair belonging to the first 
minister of Norwood's Congrega- 
tional Church which was erected in 
1735; and the town’s first library, a 
number of leather-bound volumes 
housed in an antique book cabinet. 

Also on exhibit are many articles of 
interest to the Civil War buff. 

The local unit of the Grand Army of 
the Republic contributed flags, a 
military uniform, swords, and other 
memorabilia. Descendants of 
veterans have added personal cor- 
respondence and photos. 

Some of the extensive Civil War 
library of Day is also housed in his 
home. 

A children's room contains collec- 
tions of antique and foreign dolls, a 
cradle, minature iron stove, doll'’s

house, and other children’s toys. 

And there are all kinds of homespun 
Americana, such as Norwood’s first 
postal drum, the original police 
department sign, and tools, utensils, 
and assorted bric-a-brac reflecting 
life of the last 100 years. 

Fred Holland Day, 1864-1933, was a 
noted literary historian, publisher, 
and pioneer photographer. He was a 
descendant of Ralph Day, an earlier 
settler of Norwood, then called South 
Dedham. 

His parents were Lewis and Anna 
Smith Day, who contributed much to 
the growth of the town. Lewis and An- 
na’s father were both leather mer- 
chants, and Lewis brought the Nor- 
wood Press to the area, was active in 
the Universalist Church and 
established the Norwood Co-operative 
Bank. 

The young Day was educated by 
private tutors and at Chauncy School 
in Boston. He developed artistic 
tastes and a love of literature, and 
associated with literary leaders and 
artists of Boston and Europe. 

It was after one of his European 
trips that he returned to erect his 
home, influenced by English and 
Medieval architecture. 

He greatly admired the poet Keats, 
and had an extensive collection of 
Keatsiana. 

Amy Lowell, the eminent poet and 
biographer of Keats, often visited the 
Day House. In fact, the desk at which 
she did considerable research still sits 
in the Day library. 

Also in the library is a cast iron 
fireplace dating for the 1700's, which 
came from the Captain William 
Everett House of Norwood. 

Day, following his literary inclina- 
tion established the publishing firm of 
Copeland and Day with Herbert 
Copeland in the 1890's and published 
98 finely crafted, English style books 


over a span of five years. Some of the 
original volumes remain at Day 
House. 

He later pioneered in the art of 
photography and was well exhibited 
in Europe and the U.S. Some ex- 
amples of his work along with that of 
such greats as Edward Steichen and 
the Britisher Evans are on display at 
the Day home. 

He was one of the first to promote 
photography as an art form and to ad- 
vocate the use of the camera to 
“make” pictures as an artist uses a 
brush to create paintings. 

The Norwood Historical Society 
purchased Day House in 1934 to 
preserve the history and artifacts of 
Norwood and Norfolk County, and to 
reflect the history of Massachusetts 
and America of that era. It also 
wanted to provide a source of 
research for students. 

The house was included in the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places by 
the National Park Service in 1977. 

The house tour, which will take 
place Sunday, June 17 from 2 to 5 p.m. 
at Day House, 93 Day St., Norwood, is 
a major source of revenue for the 
historical society. The donation is $1 
for adults, and 50 cents for children 
accompanied by adults. 

Mary A. Dean, house committee 
chairman, hopes that as many people 
as possible will come to view this 
most interesting part of their 
heritage. More citizen support is 
needed because expenses have in- 
creased with the inflationary costs of 
repair and heating. 

Membership in the Norwood 
Historical Society is $3 per person an- 
nually and new members are welcom- 
ed. Also, local business is invited to 
contribute toward the preservation 
of this valuable historic site.

Dear Diane, The dad in our home has re- 
quested homemade bread or muffins for his 
Father's Day breakfast. Have you any sugges- 
tions? Mrs. P.K., West Roxbury 

Dear Mrs. K., There are many good and easy 
recipes to please any dad. Here area few. 

BANANA NUT BREAD 

This makes two large loaves. One can always 
be frozen if not used immediately. 

Mash 6 large ripe bananas in a large mixing 
bowl. Add 4 eggs, beaten until light. 

Sift together: 

4cups flour 

1% Cups sugar 

2tsp. salt 

2tsp. baking soda 

Beat in gradually to the first mixture. Add 1 
cube melted butter. Add 1 cup chopped walnuts 
and stir well. Divide batter in 2 loaf pans and 
bake about 112 hours at 325 degrees. 

BLUEBERRY COFFEE CAKE 

Sift 2 cups sifted flour with 4 tsp baking powder 
and 4 tsp. salt. Cut in 1'2 Tbsp. butter and stir in 
% cup sugar. Ina measuring cup beat 1 egg light- 
ly with a fork. Add enough milk to measure *4 
cup plus 2 Tbsp. Add slowly to the flour mixture 
and beat well. Stir in 1 can drained blueberries or 
1 small carton fresh berries and put the batter in 
a greased 8 in. square baking pan, spreading it 
evenly. Combine a generous amount of butter, 
sugar, flour and cinnamon and sprinkle the mix- 
ture over the batter. Runa knife through it a few 
times so it seeps in a little. Bake the cake in a 
preheated moderate oven for 40 min., or until 
well browned and it pulls away from the sides of 
the pan. Delicious!! 

DILLY BREAD 

This is a snap to make and very moist. The dill, 
onion flavor is light; you might want to add 
more. 

Dissolve 2 pkg. yeast in ‘2 cup warm water. 
Combine ina mixing bow!: 

1 cup farmer’s style cottage cheese 

2 Tbsp. butter 

2Tbsp. sugar 

1 tsp. salt, % tsp. soda 

2 tsp. dill seed 

1 tsp. dill weed 

2tsp. onion flakes 

1 unbeaten egg 

Beat, add dissolved yeast and 2'2 cups sifted 
flour. Let rise in a warm place until double in 
bulk. Knead down and put in a well greased loaf 
pan. When light, bake at 325 degrees for about 40 
min. 

BREAKFAST TEMPTERS 

These are yummy; just keep refrigerator 
biscuits on hand. 

Melt 2 Tbsp. butter in an 8 in. square pan ina 
375 degree, preheated oven. Stir in“ cup brown 
sugar, '% tsp. cinnamon, “4 cup light or dark corn 
syrup and % cup or more chopped nuts. Raisins 
optional. 

Open and separate 1 can refrigerator biscuits 
and place on top of mixture. Bake in a 375 degree 
oven 10 to 10 min., until biscuits are slightly 
browned, If anything, underdo, as they should be 
gooey. Immediately turn upside down on serving 
plate. Let pan stay over the rolls for several 
minutes so the butterscotch runs down over 
them. Serve warm with additional butter. 

BUTTERMILK BISCUITS 

2 cups sifted flour 

2 tsp. baking powder 

¥% tsp. salt 

% tsp. soda 

4% cup shortening 

1 cup buttermilk 

Cut shortening into dry ingredients that have 
been sifted together until the texture of coarse 
meal. Add buttermilk and mix lightly with a 
fork. Knead on a board until smooth. Roll, cut, 
and bake in a 400 degree oven 15 to 20 minutes. 





Father's Day salad bar for moderns 


In 1-point jar measure corn oil and lime juice. 
Add dill eed, salt, sugar, onion and celery seed. 
Cover tightly and shake well. Chill several hours. 
Shake well before serving. Makes about 12 cups. 


On Sunday, June 17, Father's Day will be 69 years 
old. The celebration began as the inspiration of 
Mrs. Sonora Dodd when the idea came to her in 
church one Sunday in 1909. 


The sermon that morning was all about 
motherhood, and although it was inspiring and she 
agreed with everything the minister had to say, 
afterward she reproached him just a bit with, ... 
“Don't you think fathers deserve a place in the sun, 
too?" 

Mrs. Dodd, who lived in Spokane, Washington, 
developed her idea of a special day set aside to 
vonor fathers. With her minister and the Spokane 
Ministerial Alliance, she drew up a petition sug- 
gesting that Father's Day be celebrated nationally 
on June 10, 1910. 


Locally, the Y.M.C.A. endorsed the plan and en- 
thusiastically set about getting signatures on Mrs. 
Dodd's petition. Only two people signed it! 


But this didn't stop Mrs. Dodd or dull her en- 
thusiasm. She and her supporters celebrated that 
first Spokane Father's Day, and continued to pro- 
mote her idea for some six years. 


Finally, with the help of former United States 
Senator Clarence C, Dill of Washington, a more suc- 
cessful petition was presented to President 
Woodrow Wilson. It was 1916, and the president 
decreed that, thereafter, Father's Day would be 
celebrated across the United States on the third 
Sunday of every June. 

Just as times have changed since that first 1910 
Father's Day, so, too, have the celebrations 
families find appropriate for the day. 

Feeding father is, of course, a time-honored part 
of the party. But with the new awareness of keeping 
Dad healthy, those heavy-handed meals of the past 
have been replaced with something light, 
thoroughly nourishing, good for the favorite man of 
the house.

The next installment in the continu- 
ing saga of ‘Who's got the gas, and 
how do I get it,” may come at the end 
of this week. 


If your neighborhood service sta- 
tion hasn't already started putting 
minimum dollar purchase signs up, 
you may see them very soon. 


Under a plan which state energy 
director Joseph Fitzpatrick said is 
likely to be imposed by the governor 
before next weekend, mandatory 
minimum gas purchases would be set 
at $5 for small cars and $7 for larger 
cars. 

The mandatory minimum plan, 
already in use at many Newton sta- 
tions, is the administration’s alter- 
native to the odd-even license plate 
allocation plan already in effect in 
many east coast states. 





Minimum purchaselimits directly 
hit those drivers who “‘top-off" their 
gas tanks and thus add needlessly to 
the already long gas station lines 
which started appearing in Newton 
two weeks ago. 

Because it is one of Newton's main 
roads, with easy access on and off the 
Turnpike, Washington Street is a 
perfect picture of the confusing gas 
situation. 


A drive down the thoroughfare in 
mid-morning shows gas stations with 
lines of 10 to 12 cars, gas stations 
posting minimum purchase signs and 
ga@stations posting ‘no gas’ signs. 

What's the deal? 


Skip Toher, co-owner of Newton- 
ville Sunoco, posted two signs Monday 
morning. His new ‘$3 minimum, $10 
maximum' sign came down at 1] a.m. 
and was replaced with his ‘no gas’ 
sign.

“IT put limits on gas purchases 
because of the those 50-cent ‘fill- 
ups’,” explained Toher. ‘‘ I just told 
people to get Jost when they came in 
for that much gas, so I made the signs 
and imposed the limits.”” 

Even with the minimum and max- 
imum purchases, Toher still used up

Accident takes 
of recent North 


Tragedy struck the families and 
friends of three young Newton men 
Monday night after the car in which 
the three recent Newton North High 
School graduates were riding slamm- 
ed into a utility pole on Washington 
Street, killing one boy, injuring 
another and leaving the third, the 
driver of the car, facing charges of 
vehicular homicide. 

Tom Donovan, David Costanzo and 
Guy LeBlanc left the party at a 
Newton Lower Falls home a little 
before 11 p.m. to buy the group some 
more snacks. 

They never returned. 

At 11:03, Newton policeand Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital nurses and a 
physician were desperately trying to 
remove the injured bodies of the three 
life-long friends from the mangled 
reckage of the red 1979 Mustang. 

An hour and a half later, Costanzo, 
18, of 564 Grove St., was dead, 18, of 63 
Cornell St., ; LeBlanewas suffering 
from multiple broken bones of the leg, 
shoulder and pelvis; and the driver of 
the car, Donovan, 17, of 151 Concord 
St., was under arrest. 


LeBlanc was sitting in the 
passenger seat at the time of the acci- 
dent and Costanzo was seated in the 
back, according to police reports. 


The boys had just driven through 
the intersection of Beacon and 
Washington Streets heading east 
when the car apparently went off the 
road, jumped the sidewalk and con- 
tinued some 50 feet before slamming 
into the Edison Company utility pole, 
police reports said. 


After the impact, according to 
police, the Mustang went another i85 
feet before finally coming to rest at 
the front entrance of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 


Tuesday morning, Donovan, who 
appeared to be in shock, stood in with 
his mother Newton District Court and 
was arraigned on charges of 
vehicular homicide, operating a 
motor vehicle while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating, liquor and 
operating a motor vehicle to en- 
danger. A plea of not guilty was 


Carr, Davis seen as most likely to close 


A decision to close Carr and Davis 
elementary schools, supported by 
data in the most recent consolidation 
report, was anticipated by some 
observers before the Wednesday vote. 

The May report said it would be 
possible to close two of the six elemen- 
tary schools north of Washington St. 
by the fall of 1980 as a response to a 
declining student enrollment. 

Carr was pinpointed as the school 


“more feasible’ to close in the 
eastern cluster of three schools that 
includes Lincoln-Eliot and Horace 
Mann elementary schools. 

Davis or Burr were considered bet- 
ter candidates for closing than the 
Franklin elementary school in the 
western cluster of three schools, in 
the report prepared by Dr. Vincent 
Silluzio, school director of research 
and planning. 


Current, school enrollment stands 
at 13,819, down from a peak enroll- 
ment of 18,424 in 1967. Dr. Silluzio has 
projected enrollment could drop to 
about 10,000 in 1989 before a slight in- 
crease in the student population. 

The report suggested that if Horace 
Mann were closed, no other north side 
school could be closed because Davis 
would become a receiver school. 

The School Committee has also con- 


sidered the successful ‘Words in Col- 
or” reading program at Horace 
Mann, a program that has been more 
recently introduced at Davis. 


The report also said a Lincoln-Eliot 
closing might overcrowd receiver 
schools Carr and Cabot. 

Cabot is a school below the turnpike 
and its involvement in a north side 
closing could have an impact on a 


future closing of a school in the center 
of the city. 

It would be more feasible to close 
Davis or Burr in the western cluster 
than Franklin, Silluzio said, because a 
Franklin closing could cause over- 
crowding at Burr in 1992. 

Burr was built in 1967 and is com- 
pletely accessible to handicapped. An

Ald. Mark White led the sup- 
plemental budget cut and was not one 
of those whose minds were changed 
by the mayor. 

White felt there was enough money 
in “free cash” to allow the mayor to 
spend $930,000 of it on the items he 































needed to fund, instead of raising the 
money from new taxes. 

The sum of $930,000 would represent 
about $2.70 on the tax rate. 

Last night the general confusion 
about why the money was really 
needed was not helped by an unclear 
chart prepared by the mayor's office 
and the reading of a long list of items 
that might come up in the next two 
years by mayoral assistant Jane Pitt.

Now youcan ‘Hike-a-Bike’

The meteoric rise of gasoline 
prices and other auto expenses 
has encouraged more and more 
people who live relatively close 
to work to commute by bicycle, 
but as every city dweller knows, 
bicycle thieves have a method 
for every type of lock made. 

The only way of protecting 
one’s bicycle is to carry it inside 
and this is difficult, especially 
for those who live in apart- 
ments, 

Charles Cahill of Newton Cen- 
tre has a scrapbook of pictures 
of people carrying bicycles and 
they have one thing in common - 
they are all grimacing. 

The only way to carry a bicy- 
cle up stairs is to set the cross 
bar on one's shoulder and that 
hurts. 

Cahill has invented and 
patented a rubber pad made to 
fit into the juncture of the 
horizontal and vertical bars of

point. 

This pad is rounded to the con- 
tour of the shoulder, so the bicy- 
cle balances nicely at just the 
right angle for climbing stairs.

Cahill originally set out to 
make such a pad for his own 
bicycle. To his surprise he found 
that no one has ever marketed 
such a product. 


Although the idea is a simple 
one, the process of patenting and 
marketing the bicycle carry aid 
has been long and difficult . An 
inveterate do-it-yourselfer, 
Cahill has obtained the patent 
without retaining a patent at- 
torney and he plans to make and 
market the product himself. 

This has meant a tremendous 
amount of research on the pa- 
tent process and on the

To protect his idea, an inven- 
tor must foresee every variation 
which could be used to circum- 
vent his patent rights. 

A bicycle company could, for 
instance, make a compartment 
designed to yo into the same 
juncture on the bicycle and 
could advertise it only as a com- 
partment. Without advertising 
the product as a carry aid, they 
could make the bottom round 
and show someone carrying the 
bike, so Cahill has patented this 
idea.

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Newton group works on creating better tes

Schools use standardized tests for a 
variety of diagnostic and evaluative 
purposes such as determining 
whether a child is having trouble 
mastering a specific skill, deciding 
which children should move on to 
more challenging curricula, 
evaluating teachers and evaluating 
schools and school systems. 

The educational researchers at the 
Education Development Center in 
Newton feel that the standardized 
tests now used in most schools serve 
all these purposes badly. 


Nine researchers at EDC have been 
working for three years on Project 
Torque, developing a set of 
mathematics tests for elementary 
schools which eliminate the secrecy, 
the delay in getting useful results, the 
time pressure and the inherent 
unreliability of standardized multiple 
choice tests. 


They have developed a set of com- 
putation and measurement tests 
which they say are more helpful to 
students, teachers, administrators 
and elected school officials. 


Inherent defects 

John Cawthorne, Torque’s director 
of field studies, cites four inherent 
defects in the multiple choice 8 tests 
now used by most school systems. 

First, most of these tests are secret. 
Students take them and they are sent 
off to a computerized grading center 
which, two to six weeks later, sends 
back the results, consisting of a single 
number for each child.

mistakes were and teachers cannot 
find out where students’ specific 
weaknesses lie. 

“People make decisions about kids, 
teachers and schools based on those 
tests and they can’t see the tests!” 
Cawthorne says. 


Second, there are inherent am- 
biguities in a multiple choice test both 
for the student and for those 
evaluating the results. Anyone who 
has taken a multiple choice test 
knows that there are certain ‘‘gim- 
micks and clues” in such a test and 
that one is often trying to figure out 
which answer the tester wants, not 
the correct answer. 


Test advantage 
This gives the student with the 
same social background as the tester 
an advantage, because he is sensitive 
to the same nuances of language. 


Thirdly, standardized tests, by 
design, have questions that most 
children cannot answer. They are also 
timed so that most students cannot 
finish. Cawthorne says students 
should be given tests that they can be 
expected to complete and they should 
be asked questions that they can be 
expected to answer. 


“You want to find out whether a kid 
can multiply, not whether he can 
multiply under pressure.” 


Cawthorne says the most important 
inherent defect in most standardized 
tests is that they are ‘‘norm referenc- 
ed.” This means that each student is 
compared with all the others who took 
the test and the results are expressed 
in percentiles.

NEWTON — The 
Board of Aldermen 
Monday night approved 
a change in its roll call 
procedure to allow the 
rotation of alphabetical 
sequence. 

As soon as Clerk of the 
Board Edward English 
gets set up for the new 
roll calls, Ald. Rodney’ 
Barker will be called 
first at the first roll call. 
On the next roll call, 
Ald, Wendell Bauckman 
will be called first and 
Barker last. Ald. Donald 
Budge's name will lead 
off the third roll call, 
and so on. 


The rotation will con- 
tinue from meeting to 
meeting. 

The change was pro- 
posed by Ald. Robert 
Sandman’ who believes 
that positions early or 
late in the alphabet tend 
to affect the way some 
aldermen vote. 


For example, he said, 
it is not fair for the *B” 
aldermen always to lead 
off the votes. And the 
“S" and ‘‘T” aldermen 
may be intimidated out 
of voting their true opi- 
nions by the time a large 
number of differ&ing 
votes has been tallied. 
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Besides being ‘‘fundamentally de- 
meaning and unfair,”’ norm referenc- 
ing does not yield results which 
measure actual competencies. 

MIT Professor Judah Schwartz puts 
it this way: “I want to know if my kid 
can multiply, not whether he can 
multiply better than some kid in 
Louisville.” 

Social background 

Cawthorne says that norm 
referenced tests, like the standard IQ 
test, discriminate against students 
from a different social background 
than the tester. 

The Torque tests, on the other hand, 
are “‘criterion referenced” which 
means they test the student’s mastery 
of specific skills. Another good exam- 
ple of a criterion referenced test is the 
driving test administered by the of 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. There the 
tester does not want to know whether 
an applicant can drive better than 
some other driver. He wants to know 
whether the applicant can drive. 

This aspect of the Torque tests is 
especially important in light of 
legislation across the country requir- 
ing school systems to test the so- 
called ‘basic competencies.” 

The basic competency ‘‘move- 
ment” is in response to poor student 
performance in recent years and is 
aimed at making school systems ac- 
countable for teaching important 
skills. 

Diagnostic value 

Probably the most important 
feature of the new Torque tests is 
their immediate diagnostic value for 
both teachers and students. 

With the “‘Pinball Wizard” test, for 
instance, the student starts with a 
number and makes a series of 
calculations which should bring him 
back to the same number on the line 
below. If the student makes a mistake 
he can see it immediately. Since the 
starting number can be changed, the 
test can be made public without losing 
its value. The test can be made more 
difficult by giving the student a two- 
or three-digit number to begin with. 

The computation tests developed by 
Torque researchers use ‘‘constructed 
answers.” This means that the stu- 
dent writes down the answer instead 
of choosing it8 as he would ona multi- 
ple choice test. 

‘*Creating’’ an answer 
demonstrates the ability to solve the 
problem, not the ability to select a 
correct answer. 

Instant results 

The Torque multiplication test, for 

example, is printed on a two-page no- 


carbon-required sheet. The student 
writes the answers to ten multiplica- 
tion problems on the sheet, and the 
teacher tears off the top sheet and 
gives it to the student. 

By folding over the edge, the stu- 
dent can see the correct answers. He 
can also take the test home to his 
parents and they can easily see how 
well he is doing. 


The teacher keeps the bottom sheet, 
which lists the most common sources 
of errors - inability to carry,” ignor- 
ing zeros, etc. The teacher therefore 
has the test return ten seconds after 
the test is completed instead of 
waiting weeks, and he has a more 
useful evaluation of the child’s skill 
than the single number supplied by a 
testing center. 

Torque tests are also lively and fun, 
so they help children put forth their 
best efforts. Many students are bored 
by standardized multiple choice tests 
or they are confused by the separate 
answer sheet. For this reason many 
capable students ‘‘do not test well’’ on 
standardized tests. 

Torque researchers take pains to 
create materials which will be attrac- 
tive to children and stimulate their in- 
terest. 

One test, for example, takes the 
form of a ‘Metric Measuring 
License” which “‘entitles the bearer 
to be an Official Metric Measurer, 
authorized to measure, at any time, 
using Official Metric Units, anything 
that can be measured either with Of- 
ficial Measuring Tools or by Estima- 
tion.” 

To complete the license, a student 
measures his height, arm spread, 
handspan, plain step, giant step,and 
most gigantic step and a host of other 
dimensions including the weight of his 
shoe. 

Torque tests are supplemented with 
games known as called ‘‘validating 
instruments." These games test 
students skills without the at- 
mosphere of a test. 

“Area Plane” 

One such game is called ‘Area 
Plane” in which the students cover 
different shaped areas with different 
sized squares. 

The validating instruments are 
designed to establish the validity of 
the Torque tests. Students who do well 
in games like ‘‘Area Plane’ should do 
well on measurement tests. 

Torque tests have been field tested 
all over the world from New York to 
Puerto Rico to Israel and many 
classrooms where they were tested 
have ordered the full set.

Aldermen cut simmers for summer 


NEWTON — If there were 16, 
rather than 24, aldermen would there 
be better city government? 

Cutting the size of the Board of 
Aldermen isn’t a burning issue, but it 
promises to simmer through the sum- 
mer, as proponents of the cut attempt 
to gather about 5,200 signatures to 
force a non-binding public opinion ad- 
visory question onto the November 
ballot. 

Petition sponsor Alderman Ethel 
Sheehan traded arguments with 
Alderman Mark White, a supporter of 
a 24-member board, at a Ward 5 
Democratic Committee meeting in 
Newton Upper Falls Thursday. 

There are currently eight aldermen 
elected from wards, and 16 aldermen 
elected at large. Sheehan would 
reduce the board to eight ward 
aldermen and eight at-large 
aldermen. 

Residents don't know how many 
aldermen there are, Sheehan said, 
and usually can’t name more than one 
or two. 


Voters are confused by ballots that 
may list more than 70 names, she 
said, and when aldermen are elected 
they are neither visible nor accoun- 
table. 

But White thinks it would be a 
mistake to tinker with a system he 
says works. If apathy is the problem, 
White said, cutting the board would be 
“changing a substantive form of 
government to solve a social pro- 
blem.” 

“There are people on the board who 
have been elected by 13 per cent of 
those eligible to vote,” Sheehan said. 

And Ward Alderman Susan D. 
Schur, who dropped in for the 
meeting, said “It is so easy for 
aldermen to remain invisible, and 
even irresponsible.”” 

There can be delay, debate and inef- 
ficiency, White said, but 24 aldermen 
on the board is the ‘“‘best bargain”’ in 
the city. 

Aldermen put in long hours with lit-

of diverse groups in the community. 

If there were only 16 aldermen, 
White said, the board would come to 
be dominated by parochial concerns. 
And a 24-member board is difficult to 
corrupt. 

“This board is a very bad board," 
Sheehan said. ‘‘There is no ideology 
and no philosophy.” White countered 
‘ Most issues are not ideological. Not 
abortion; not capital punishment.” 

The average representation in eight 
state cities with populations within 
20,000 residents of Newton's popula- 
tion of 89,000, is 10 representatives, 
each of whom represents 9,417 
residents. 

In Newton, each alderman 
represents 3,708 residents, and even 
with a reduced board, each would 
represent 5,062, Sheehan said. 

Most residents like the way the city 
is run, White said. Because of the size 
of the board it is sometimes difficult 
to move items to the point of a final 
vote, but that delay is also a 
guarantee the item has been checked 
thoroughly, 

If there are less aldermen, there 
will be more work, and should be 
more compensation, White argued. If 
there are 16 aldermen, it will be 
easier for a small group to block some 
land use petitions that require a two- 
thirds majority for passage.

Two-family use 
asked for library 


NEWTON — Two-family use of the 
former Lower Falls branch library at 
677 Grove St. has been recommended 
by the library reuse committee. 

The library building was formally 
returned to the city March 8. The 
branch is now located in the Hamilton 
Community Center farther down 
Grove Street. 

Alternatives to two-family conver- 
sion of the former library, once a fire 
station, are single-family use and low- 
intensity commercial use. 

The report of the reuse committee 
has been sent to the aldermanic Ad- 
ministration & Planning Committee, 
which must hold a public hearing on 
reuse within 90 days and make recom- 
mendations to the Board of Aldermen 
within 60 days after the hearing. 


The brick structure was built in 1900 
as a firehouse and converted to 
library use in 1934. Architecturally 
the building is of no historic value, the 


the committee report says could pro- 
vide a maximum of four spaces. Any 
more than that would require a 
variance from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 


The building is close to Washington 
Street and is abutted by an apartment 
complex that occupies the corner of 
Washington and Grove streets. The 
predominant zoning in the area is 
residential, with some Business A 
zoning. 

There are two stories and a base- 
ment in the building. 


Although there has been no adver- 
tising of the property, the Planning 
Department has received inquiries 
from several organizations about pur- 
chase and use of the building.

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Ex-METCO coordinator protests firing 


NEWTON — The larger question 
surrounding the firing of the city’s 
METCO coordinator may be whether 
participants in the racial integration 
program should have a voice in the 
decision. 

In March the School Committee 
voted not to rehire Coordinator 
Ulysses G. Shelton, Jr., after two 
years onthe job. 

Shelton challenged the decision and 
on Monday the grievance went public 
at the fourth and last appeal level, a 
school committee meeting. 

Shelton said the performance of a 
METCO coordinator cannot be 
evaluated as if he were any other 
coordinator within the system. 
“There is no Blue Hill Ave. in 
Newton,” Shelton said. 


He said his firing is the result of 
“institutional racism,’’ a term he 
qualified as a “bias, rigidity, or 
tradition” in the system. He also 
pointed to some alleged flaws in the 
evaluation process. 


METCO Board President Dana 
Chandler asked the School Committee 
if it would be proper to consult 
parents of METCO children before 
reaching a decision. 


Committee Chairman Honora 
Kaplan said the proceedure had been 
set by contract, and has been used 
over a long period of time. 


“It sounds like a railroad job to 
me," Chandler said as he walked 
from the microphone. The committee 
voted to go into executive session, 
with only Committee member Alvin 
Mandell opposed. 


Later Chandler said the grievance 
proceedure was “‘a solid indication we 
send our children here, and while 
they're here, they don’t belong to us 
anymore.” 


Mrs. Kaplan asked the committee 
to go into executive session to discuss 
“strategy as concerns litigation.” 


The state Open Meeting Law aliows 
a closed session if an open meeting 
would have a detrimental effect on 
the litigating position of a govern- 
mental body. 


Asked if there is current litigation, 
Mrs. Kaplan said ‘there is a case.” 
But neither Shelton nor Chandler said 
they knew of any suit filed against the 
committee. 


Chandler said he learned of the 
School Committee decision four days 
ago. As president of the METCO 
board, he said he should have been 
notified of the firing of a coordinator 
who directly affects METCO 
schoolchildren in the system. 

Jeannette Johnson, chairman of the 
METCO Parents Council said she 
learned of the dismissal just before 
the hearing and was “shocked”. She 
added “‘every two years, we can’t 
keep having a turnover (of coor- 
dinators), these are our children.” 


One of Shelton’s statements 
prepared for an earlier grievance 
session commented on the job of a 
coordinator who must deal with an 
administration in Newton and a client 
in the inner city; 


“The role of coordinators, 
originally designed to carry out the 
linkage between city and suburb, has 
moved closer to the suburb and the 
administrative concerns which may 
or may not include those constituents 
who live outside that district.” 


Shelton's evaluation pointed to a 
lack of professional growth, based on 
comments at the hearing. He based 


his arguments on that determination 
in Monday's brief hearing, although 
the previous three grievance levels 
cOncerned “‘institutional racism.”” 

The committee was apparently not 
prepared for the change in emphasis. 
The few comments from committee 
members were directed at the new 
grievance direction. 

Member Nancy Mann said in- 
stitutional racism was the topic on 
three prior levels and Shelton’s 
comments Monday seemed to be 
aimed at ‘breach of contract.”’ 

Mrs. Kaplan said it was difficult to 
consider an appeal on grounds not 
covered in prior hearings. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink made a 
brief statement, asking that all 
documents be included in the record, 
adding the proceedures were in line 
with state regulations and school 
policy. 

After the committee went into 
closed session, Chandler said he is not 
concerned with the educational 
process, but the lack of parent in- 
volvement in the grievance process.

We know many of you have your own 
personal, fond memories of Leverett 
Saltonstall, a man of national pro- 
minence who never really lost his ties 
with the Newton community.

“They asked me in 1919 if I would 
become an alderman. They told me it 
would take only one night every two 
weeks—actually, it took about four 
nights every week—but I told them I 
would do it. 

“Another gentleman who lived in the 
district told my uncle that he thought I 
was too young, but my uncle and 
Judge Lowell said, ‘All right, we will 
run Leverett against you.’ 

“He didn't run, so I became an 
alderman without a contest! From 
there I went on to the District At- 
torney’s office in Cambridge and then 
on to the Legislature.” 

It is a unique honor for Newton that 
it opened the door to a political career 
for Leverett Saltonstall.

I don’t expect to shed all the trappings of being a 
mother. Mothers never do. But suddenly the 
demands on motherhood seem to have dropped 
away. 

Now ail I really have left te do is wait for the 
grandchildren to start. 

But just as mothers probably never see to the end 
of motherhood, do they picture themselves as 
grandmothers? I can’t.

The empty nest is just what I've been waiting for 
for a long time. I may not like it when it really is 
empty, but it certainly seems appealing now.

Carter's priorities confusing

You have to wonder about Jimmy 
Carter. 

Every day he worries out loud about 
the energy crunch, about too many peo- 
ple driving too many cars burning too 
much gasoline. And yet—he's now talk- 
ing about spending 6% more money to 
build highways, while cutting money for 
rail service. 

It doesn't make sense. 

In '69-'70, as Governor, I, among 
others, fought to break the highway trust 
fund, federal tax money set aside to 
build bigger and better highways. What 
we wanted, and got, was the right of in- 


rebuilt with new, pre-fab concrete ties 
and continuous, welded rails that not on- 
ly permit speed but enhance quiet and a 
no shake-rattle-roll stability. 

Eventually, service in the so-called 
“BoWash Corridor’'—Boston-New York- 
Washington—will be the best in the na- 
tion, if the federal government keeps its 
eye on the ball. 

With advance Amtrak booking up 90%) 
over last year, with trains from the 
midwest to the Coast running at capaci- 
ty, and with so many people using the 
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train to Florida that Amtrak had to turn 
away 70,000 customers last winter, it's 
clear Amtrak must be doing something 
right 

And that was before the gas crunch. 

So the Carter Administration plan to 
cut Amtrak money 20% next year while 
increasing highway spending by 6'%—up 
to $6.93 billion—just doesn't make sense. 
We'd be building roads for cars we can’t 
get gasoline to drive. 

Tom Wicker, in the New York Times, 
put it well when he wrote recently that 


“Amtrak needs what is not yet in 
sight—an administration and a Congress 
enthusiastically committed to rail 
passenger service.” 

And, as he also said, a President who 
makes that kind of commitment would 
have a much easier time persuading the 
public that we've really got an oif shor- 
tage.

mass-transit and railways, if they chose 
to. 

In 1971, Amtrak was created, and has 
been working hard at the tough job of 
restoring and rebuilding what used to be 
our best method of long-and short-haul 
transportation, the nation’s railroads. 

Last week, I had the chance to see for 
myself how it’s going, and it's going 
well, well enough that the White House 
and the Congress ought to think long and 
hard about where their budgetary 
priorities should be. 

To start, the Boston-New York trip 
takes 4'2 hours and only costs $26.50 ex- 
cursion roundtrip. The cars are com- 
fortable, clean, air-conditioned, with 
airliner-style seats, try tables, in- 
dividual reading lights, and snack ser- 
vice in a special car. 

Compared to driving, there's just no 
contest in terms of gas consumption. 
cost, convenience, and time. Even com- 
pared to air travel, Amtrak to New York 
is competitive. Sure, an air trip to New 

York is not much more than half an 
hour—in the air. But add in travel time 
to the airport, parking and check-in, and 
then the ordeal of getting from LaGuar- 
dia Airport into the heart of New York, 
and you find that taking the train not on- 
ly saves money, it almost saves time. 

And, in the future, it actually will save 
time. Work on the railway today will 
raise present 70-mile-an-hour speeds to 
120 miles-an-hour and cut the Boston- 
New York time by almost an hour to 3 
hours 40 minutes.

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Did Carter, Brezhnev discuss dissidents?

This weekend President Carter and Soviet Presi- 
dent Brezhnev met in Vienna to complete negotia- 
tions for the SALT II treaty. It is also likely that 
they will discuss the release of more Soviet 
dissidents. 

While a number of dissidents have been allowed 
to leave the Soviet Union recently, others, like 
Anatoly Shcharansky, remain in prison. Shcharan- 
sky was sentenced to 13 years tn prison on a charge 
of spying for the United States, a charge which 
President Carter has categorically denied. Reports 
now indicate that Shcharansky’s health is failing 
rapidly as a result of harsh prison conditions. 

As chairman of the International Committee for 
the Release of Anatoly Shcharansky, I have drafted 
a telegram addressed to both Carter and Brezhnev 
in Vienna, asking that they negotiate the necessary 
arrangements for Shcharansky's immediate 
release. More than 50 other Senators and Con- 
gressmen joined me in signing this appeal to allow 
Shcharansky to leave the Soviet Union, and to re- 
join his young wife, Avital. 

Payraise 

An attempt to push through another congres- 
sional payraise, this time as part of the Legislative 
Appropriations bill, was defeated this week in the 
House. 

1 voted against this payriase, as I have opposed 
payraises for mernbers of Congress in the past. We 
in the Congress have a special responsitus a ex- 
ercise restraint in view @i@ #frry 5 intiaiion rate. We 
should not be attempting to insulate ourselves from 
the rising cost of living that everyone else must 
bear. 

The payraise considered would have granted 
automatic increases of 5.6 percent Lo congressmen,- 
judges, and other high level officials. 

Clean Water 

In many Northeastern cities antiquated walter 
systems, often over 100 years old, constitute a ge- 
nuine health concern. Under the provisions of the 
Safe Drinking Water Act these cit re required to 
these systems safe... even though the costs can be 
astronomical. In Brookline, for example, 92 percent 
of the town's underground pipes must be relined 
and cleaned, at a cost of $1.5 million per year for the 
next 20 years! 

To address this problem and relieve the crushing 
burden it puts un local property taxpayers, | have 
introduced legislation to pive federal grants for up 
to 79 percent of the cost of rehabilitating old water 
systems, Newer cities in the South and West had 


their water systems built with substantial federal 
assistance, Older communities like Fitchburg, 
Waltham and Brookline had to pay for their own. 

I feel it only fair that the federal government 
should help pay for the improved water systems 
which the federal government mandates by law. 

Gasohol 

Gasohol, a blend of gasoline and alcohol, has 
become increasingly attractive as a means of 
reducing gasoline consumption, and lessening our 
dependence on foreign oil. But use of alcohol fuels is 
not new. As far back as World War Il suck fuels 
were used in this country. However, gasoline was 
cheap in those days and gasohol never really got off 
the ground 

Today gasohol has become economically viable, 
and in some sections of the country its use could 
stretch our gas supplies by 10 percent or more. I 
have written to Agriculture Secretary Bergland 
and Energy Secretary Schlesinger that they give 
gasohol production their wholehearted support and 
commitment. Also, I have written to the En- 


vironmental Protection Agency asking that it per- 
manently remove the ban on fuel additives, in- 
cluding alcohol, in view of evidence that gasohol ac- 
tually produces less hazardous emissions than 
Basoline alone 


Health Insurance 

President Carter has presented the Congress with 
a revised national health insurance plan which goes 
further than his previous proposal in terms of the 
help it offers low and middle income people. This is 
an extremely complex matter, and one which I will 
be studying carefully in the weeks ahead. However, 
at first glance I must say that I agree with Senatot 
Kennedy that the plan lacks adequate cost controls 
on medical fees. I am hopeful that acompromise 
can be reached between the President's and 
Senator Kennedy's. At least the debate has now 
moved beyond the question of whether we should 
have sucha program to the question of when.

The Whole 


To the Editor: 

The Carr School Community is 
greater than the sum of its 
parts: pupils, parents, and staff. 

In order to better understand 
the whole, I would like to 
describe the integral parts that 
comprise the Carr School com- 
munity. Each part taken by 
itself is indicative of the spirit, 
unity, strength and dedication to 
education that we find in our 
community. 

The logical place to start is 
with the physical plant of the 
Carr School. The school is set on 
a quiet residential street. The 
architecture is similar to that of 
Newton’ City Hall. The front 
lawn has been carefully tended 
by Carr’s students. Behind the 
building is a parking lot, a 
playground, a baseball dia- 
mond, and other facilities. 
Noticeable are the maple trees 
which the second and third 
graders helped tap in order to 
make their own maple syrup. In 
addition, a careful observer 
notices the bee hive which is 
part of the combination second- 
third grade classroom. The 
grounds are as well maintained 
as is the building, thanks to the 
direction and energy of Custo- 
dian Robert Robards. 

Once inside the school one 
notices the multitude of pro- 
grams which comprise the 
average day at Carr School. For 
the first 15 minutes every morn- 
ing the school is quiet; busily 
engaged in a unique and 
creative Silent Reading Time. 
This is an opportunity for every 
member of the Carr School, 
students, teachers, secretarial 
and custodial staff, to get down 
to basics. The obvious message 
to the children is clear: reading 
can be fun! 

After silent reading, each 
class begins its normal day of in- 
struction. A library, staffed by 


parent volunteers, under the 
direction of Mrs. Geller, is 
available to the staff and 


students five days per week, 
despite the absence of a full- 
time librarian. 

The. library houses 7,000 
volumes and is always expan- 
ding. While one class uses the 
library; another goes to the 
modern gym — either for a 
scheduled class in physical 
education or for a supplemental 
session conducted by the 
classroom teacher; a third 
group is in the art room; a 
fourth in the auditorium study- 
ing music; and a fifth may be 
engaged in writing either daily 
diaries or writer's workshop 
books. The curriculum is rich 
with innovative programs in 
part due to the Optionals Pro- 
yram which has been offered at 
Carr School for the past several 


years 


The Optionals Program is an 
opportunity for the students to 
meet with different teachers, in 
mixed-age groups, for the pur- 
poses of learning about specific 
topics. 

The groups are small and are 
taught by teachers, the prin- 


* cipal, English ‘specialists, bil- 
ingual teachers, aides, and 
parents. 


This has allowed for max- 
imum participation by parents 
and staff in curriculum develop- 
ment. Some of the special Op- 
tionals Programs include com- 
puter programming, ‘‘science 
with household equipment,” 
“strategy games,’’ macrame 
and weaving, and ‘‘Me, Myself, 
and I" (which used some of the 
Massachusetts Educational TV 
materials on problems of friend- 
ship, safety, and comformity 
faced by children in the 4th, 5th, 
and 6th grades). The total pro- 
gram has been offered between 
10 and 36 sessions per year to the 
whole school. In addition to the 
Optionals Program, Carr School 
has been able to expand its art 
program this whole past year 
through the efforts of artist- 
parent-volunteer Merrilee 
Cosloy. 

It is obvious to the observer 
that Carr School has a blending 
of many ethnic groups; in- 
cluding a very successful Metco 
program. Carr School also has 
the only bilingual nursery pro- 
gram in the city. The bilingual 
approach to education begins at 
a younger age at Carr and con- 
tinues into the primary grades. 
This program has received 
great support within the com- 
munity. 

These programs and others 
have been able to reach their full 
potentials thanks to Carr’s prin- 
cipal, Bruce MacDonald. Mac- 
Donald came to the school with a 
background that gave him the 
skills to pursue an innovative 
and creative program. In addi- 
tion, the staff has clearly shown 
that not only can grades be com- 
bined, but that it can be done in 
an educationally sound and suc- 
cessful manner. After several 
years of uphéaval, we have had 
five years of continuity of ad- 
ministration and staff, which 
has helped bring about a 
positive educational experience 
for all our children, 

Clearly the Carr Schoo! Com- 
munity is a busy and active one 
which draws on the strengths of 
all and promotes a sense of unity 
for the whole. Students, 
teachers, parents and others 
fOcus much energy into the 
school and reap the benefits of a 
supportive and exciting environ- 
ment for us all.

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A game of Russian Roulette 


To the Editor: 

1 am the parent of two children who 
attend one of the north side elemen- 
tary schools. I am opposed to con- 
solidation of these schools as it has 
been described in Dr. Silluzio's report 
and by the School Committee. 

I do not support the existence of 
neighborhood schools in every im- 
aginable circumstance. I am neither 
fearful of nor uncomfortable with 
change. But I do resist feeling part of 
a ‘‘no win” process, and I perceive 
consolidation as it is presently being 
discussed to offer absolutely nothing 
but losses to me and to my children. 

Here are some examples: 


We on the north side are losing com- 
munity neighborliness, trading it for a 
school-centered chauvinism. Com- 
munity spokespersons, feeling like 
players in a kind of Russian Roulette, 
are fearful that their public remarks 
about consolidation might be the ones 
that position the bullet of CLOSING at 
their particular school. 


Community leaders and members 
grow more suspicious of their 
counterparts in the other school com- 
munities. I think most of the fault for 
this lies in the glaring lack of 
specificity in the criteria adopted for 
determining which schools should go 
and which should not. 

This burden of setting measurable 
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objectives for consolidation decisions, 
which is the School Committee's, has 
fallen by default on each community. 
Each attempts to justify why its 
school should be granted a reprieve 
from closing. The whole process is 
devisive. 


We will lose the sense that our 
children, especially our very young 
children, can safely negotiate their 
way to school. Manageable walking 
distances of about .4 miles are being 
exchanged for unsettling distances of 
.8 to 1 miles. In bad weather and with 
more and more one parent and two 
parent working families, with no one 
at home to drive or escort young 
children and from school, these new 
distances seem to me to be unsafe and 
scary. 


We seem to be losing specialist 
time, despite Dr. Silluzio’s clarifica- 
tions at the last School Committe 
meeting. Receiver schools will gain a 
significant number of new children 
but not a proportionate increase in 
specialist time. 


Why does the ratio of children to 
teachers continue to climb? Where 
did the 24:1 figure come from? Why is 
that ratio acceptable? What's wrong 
with 16:1 or 20:1 or 22:1?

Occasional, vague references to the 
need to equalize School Department 
resources are the only indications I 
have had that the quality of education 
in Newton's schools is a concern in 
this process of consolidation. Yet, I 
believe that the members of the ‘ 
School Committee have not intended | 
that this should be the case. I think 
that like me they would describe 
themselves as advocates for the 
educational needs of children. If you 
can persuade me that consolidation 
will enhance the education of each | 
child by attempting to teach each 
everything he can learn and help him 
become everything he can be, then I 
could support consolidation. But now I 
am not persuaded. 


I ask that the School Committee 
delay voting on north side consolida- 
tion until these educational, safety, 
and community issues can be ad- 
dressed with specificity. And I ask 
that these deliverations reflect what I 
hope is an unrivalled committment as 
a School Committee and as in- 
dividuals to advocating the needs of 
each child in the system you govern.

Emerson reuse plan endorsed 


NEWTON — A committee just 
formed to determine future use of 
Emerson School has adopted a report 
prepared in December that calls for 
community use of a portion of the 
building with the balance devoted to 
housing. 

At its first meeting Thursday, the 
“Emerson School Joint Advisory 
Planning Group”, eager to get the 
reuse process moving, endorsed 2 
report prepared for the mayor by an 
committee in December with few 
changes. 

The School Committee in March of 
1978 decided to close Emerson 
Elementary School this month. The 
committee Monday agreed to turn the 
building over to the city as of 12 noon 
on July 27. 

The just formed committee is re- 
quired by a new ordinance approved 
by the Board of Aldermen in 
February that outlines a proceedure 
for disposing of surplus city buildings. 

Ironically, the ordinance was 
designed to prevent vacant city 
buildings by completing the planning 
for their disposition before they are 
closed. 


In the case of Emerson, the very 
drafting of the new ordinance may 
have delayed the planning process. 


The advisory planning group is re- 
quired to make the same determina- 
tions as the school reuse committee 
formed last December. 

Nine of the 14 members of the plan- 
ning group served on the earlier reuse 
committee. 

The report will now go before the 
Administration and Planning Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen for 
assignment of a hearing date. 

The mayor's committee report took 
a strong stand on community use of 
the building. “‘Any proposal to reuse 
the building or site which does not 
meet these community needs is unac- 
ceptable’” it said. 


“The committee believes that any 
reuse plan must allow the Upper Falls 
community to retain a portion of the 
building,’ the report said. ‘‘Only in 
this way can community activities 
available locally to every other 
Newton neighborhood be continued in 
Upper Falls.”” 


If converting a portion of the 
building to condominiums or market- 
value housing is not possible, the 
report said, alternatives that might 
be acceptable would be conversion to 
professional offices or to mixed in- 
come housing.” 


How long the building will remain 
vacant can only be partly determined 
by the time schedule built into the new 
ordinance. The Board of Aldermen 
ultimately makes a recommendation 
to the mayor and he retains the deci- 
sion on reuse, 

There appeared to be some concern 
on the planning group that there 
might not be enough money to main- 
tain the building until that decision is 
reached. 


Alderman Susan Schur, at the 
meeting in the school, said there is 
$20,000 in federal Community 
Development money allocated for 
upkeep of the building, and there is 
also money in the budget to keep the 
building open at least until election 
day in November. 

Schur sponsored a resolution, ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen, 
asking the mayor to set aside addi- 
tional money to maintain the building 
until there is a reuse decision. 

In the Community Development 
budget there is also $110,000 available 
to Community Development Corpora- 
tions as seed money. 

The planning group plans to file a 
report on such a non-profit corpora- 
tion to oversee community use of the 
building no later than July 16, 1979. 


Thompsonville 


rehab grants 


Thompsonville, an area of Newton 
Centre, has been made eligible for 
home-improvements grants and loans 
from federal funds administered by 
the Newton Community Development 
Program. 

The housing rehabilitation program 
has been in operation for several 
years, directed at the ‘‘target areas” 
of Newton Corner, Nonantum, West 
Newton, Auburndale, Upper and 
Lower Falls, and portions of Newton- 
ville. A part of the Newton Highlands 
area has also benefited. 

To determine eligibility, interested 
persons may call or visit the Newton 
Housing Rehabilitation Fund office, 
48 Silver Lake Ave., Nonantum (552- 


) 7140). 


The types of assistance available 
are grants, interest-reduction loans, 
and direct loans. 

Grants are given outright to very 
low-income persons to correct condi- 
tions dangerous to health and safety. 
A grant may be up to $6000. 

An interest-reduction loan reduces 
the interest on a loan from a local 
bank, obtained by the homeowner, to 
3 percent. 

A direct loan may be given from the 
Newton Housing Rehabilitation Fund 
at an interest rate of 3 percent to those 
unable to get a bank loan. 

The next application period for 
housing rehabilitation assistance 
began June 4 and ends June 29.

West Newton house 
sought for retarded 


NEWTON — A two-family house on 
Orchard Avenue, West Newton, is in 
process of becoming a residence for 
retarded adults no longer in need of 
constant and close supervision. 


Lucille Chansky of Newton, presi- 
dent of the Newton-Wellesley-Weston- 
Needham Committee to Establish 
Community Residences for the 
Retarded, Inc., confirmed that pur- 
chase negotiations are underway for 
the house at 40 Orchard Ave. 


A spokesman for the N-W-W-N area 
office of the state Department of Men- 
tal Health said current plans call for 
five or six retarded persons to live in 
the two apartments with one super- 
visor. 


The committee already has one suc- 
cessful house for retarded persons in 
Newton, Juniper House at 14 Newton- 
ville Ave., which has been in opera- 
tion for several years. 

Mrs. Chansky said some of the 
residents of the Orchard Avenue 
house will be “graduates” of Juniper 
House: 

All residents will be employed, Mrs. 
Chansky said, either in a sheltered 
workshop or in private employment. 

“The residents will not be emo- 
tionally disturbed,” she said, ‘‘only in 
need of sharpening their skills."" They 
will be in their twenties and thirties. 


The house, which is reportedly be- 
ing offered for sale at $121,000, has 
two large apartments in it, according 
toa resident of the area. 


Neighbors have not been formally 
approached, Mrs. Chansky said, 
because the sale is not definite yet. 
She expects to know within the next 
two weeks and will meet with 
neighbors after that. 


The house will be funded in part by 
the Department of Mental Health and 
in part by room and board to be paid 
by the residents. 

Since the property is.a two-family 
house, and there is no legal limit on 
the number of unrelated persons that 
may occupy a dwelling, the Board of 
Aldermen would seem not to have any 
jurisdiction. 

Some aldermen are disturbed by 
the possibility of another house going 
off the tax rolls, and some question 
the number of residences for 
“deinstitutionalization” sponsored by 
the Department of Mental Health that 
are coming into Newton. 

Another property in West Newton, a 
convent on Prospect Street, attached 
to St. Bernard’s Church, is also being 
considered as a halfway house for 


alcoholics, Msgr. John Quirk 
acknowledged recently, but said, 
“There is nothing definite.”

Closing two elementary schools on 
the north side of the city will leave the 
system with 18 elementary schools. 
There are five junior high schools in 
the system, with Weeks Junior High 
scheduled for closing in 1981. Another 
junior high could be closed by 1983, 
according to Silluzio's report. 


Other major conclusions in the con- 
solidation report say it would be feasi-

River power for Newton? 


Faced with a request for $20,000 for 
electricity for street lights, alder- 
manic Finance Committee Chairman 
Edward Richmond has asked the city 
to investigate harnessing the Charles 
to generate electricity. 

Richmond asked Public Works 
Commissioner Charles Thomas to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of using the 
Upper Falls dams to generate power 
for some of the city's street lights. 
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Thomas said it was a little out of his 
field, but to his knowledge the ap- 
plication of hydroelectric power of the 
sort Richmond meant is best used by 
buildings close to the dams. 

Federal grants are not available to 
municipauities for such projects, but 
may be utilized by private businesses, 
Thomas said. 

He said he would refer the matter to 
Building Commissioner Alan Fraser.

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Project Re-entry defines career goals

For the mature woman contemplating entry into 
the world of paid work, it is important to know what 
really is out there, whether a full time job will fit 
into her lifestyle, and whether she can make it in 
the competitive job market. 


As more and more women approach this midlife 
decision out of a desire to establish a second career, 
for economic or other reasons, they look toward 
career counseling and reeducation to prepare 
themselves. 


One program geared toward women coming into 
the job market is Project Re-entry, established in 
1976 : to offer a combination of counseling and on- 
th-job training through unsalaried internship. 


The program is sponsored by the Civic Center 
and Clearing House, Inc. of Boston, a non-profit 
agency which began in 1956 as a counseling and 
placement service for volunteers. It is an offshoot 
of the Career and Vocational Advisory Service 
(CVAS), which was opened by the civic center to 
help men and women explore opportunities for paid 
employment. 


According to Phyllis Adelberg, codirector of 
CVAS, the reentry program combines group 
counseling with placement in internship to aid 
women in gaining selfconfidence and refurbishing 
of skills. 


“Then they can make career decisions as to 
whether to work, go back to school, or they findthey 
are not ready for full time employment. They gain 
perspective,” she explained.

Project Re-entry requires a nine month committ- 
ment from participants. Cost for the full program is 
750 and some financial aid is available. . . 


From September to November of each year, the 
approximately 20 women chosen for the program 
come to the Civic Center for group counseling. 
From November through June they are at work in 
their internships. 


eg the initial counseling period, participants 
meet with the group leaders, and assess them- 
selves, their abilities, interests, and values. 


Specific reading exercises, career research, 
interest tests, informational test interviews, and 
individual counseling are an integral part of the 
process. 


Equally important is career education, learning 
what jobs are available. 


Since many of the women are over 40, the must 
realistica ly weigh their opportunities, what will be 
possible, and how far they can go with their 
careers. 


Ms. Adelberg believes there iS less age 
descrimination now than in the past, as employers 
recognize the value of the stable, highly motivated 
mature worker. 


A recent example of which is the 51 year old 
graduate of the reentry program who interned in 
the field of hotel management and now successfully 
manages a hotel in Florida. 


Also, many of the new job applicants find that 
their unsalaried work experience, volunteer or 
home management, can translate into marketable 
job skills. 


Volunteers who chaired committees, did political 
research, fund raising, or edited the PTA news 
were developing skills, 


Homemakers who handled finances, and dealt 
with consumer problems, gained abilities. 


The internship of the education program requires 
a minimum of 20 hours a week in a working 
situation over a period of months. Although there is 
no salary involved, there is a definite com- 
mittment. 


It differs from volunteering in that the intern 
expects to be trained and learn on the job. 


Internships are matched to the needs of the in- 
dividual and there is continuing supervision during 
this period. 


At the completion of the on-the-job experience, 
participants should have a clearer sense of their

abilities and preference. Also, evaluations and 
recommendations from the employing agencies 
provide necessary credentials for the job seekers. 


Joan Berg, of Westwood, who has just completed 
the career program, agrees that the perspective 
gained allows you to know your ‘‘options.”” 


After an internship in public relations at the 
Boston Center for Adult Education, she knows she 
enjoys using her writing and editorial skills. 


Although she is not sure about a full time com- 
mittment, she says, ‘I have a lot of leads, and have 
gained information about freelancing.” 


Charlotte Englebourg of Newton came to the 
fees because she wanted to work, but had not 


id success in finding a job. This was her second | 


reentry since giving up teaching to raise a family. 


One of the values which she most appreciates 
about the course is job leads. ‘The name of the 
game is contacts,” she commented. 


For her internship she was placed with the City of 
Boston CETA program, working on job contracts 
for perspective employers of people in job training. 
The placement relate to her previous experience in 
the personnel field, several years before. 


She is still looking for her ‘ideal job’ and admits 
that maybe it is not there, but believes she has 
learned much in the program. 


When Eleanor Goldthwaite of Dedham deter- 
mined that she would reenter the job market, she 
wanted help with preplanning. She felt she needed 
help in learning what she could do, and she wanted 
to be sure she would like what she ultimately did for 
acareer. 


- Her previous education had been in the medical 
field, but she did not want to return to it. 


She was placed with the Tri-Lateral Council, an 
educational cooperative between business and 
Boston's public high schools. 


A good portion of her time was devoted to setting 
up the seminar workshops for teachers and 
guidance counselors who would bring back the 
information about business opportunities to the 
high schools. 


While on the job she discovered writing abilities 
which she enjoyed using, and confirmed her 
judgment in wanting to be in a people-oriented 
atmosphere. 


The next session of Project Re-entry begins in 
Serene, 1979. Applications are being accepted; 
tuition is $750. For information call 227-1762.

Italian seasoning for dips 


Dips for summer vegetables lend 
themselves to a variety of spices: 
curry powder for an exotic Eastern 
flavor, chili powder for South-of-the- 
Border dash, and garlic and onion 
powders for a French accent. And 
then there's the newer spice blend 
called Italian seasoning. 


The term Italian seasoning has now 
become as generic in the spice trade 
as curry powder or chili powder. All 
major brands carry it by that name. 
As with any blend, the ingredients and 
proportions can vary somewhat ac- 
cording to the manufacturer, but the 
sum is a product which gives you 
characteristic Italian flavor at a 
single, convenient dash.

Birth control 
risks are high 


COLLEGEVILLE, Minn. (UPI) — The actual 
side-effects of birth control pills ‘equal or exceed’’ 
previously reported risks in women, says a Chicago 
medical researcher who calls the pill’s safety a 
“medical fantasy.” 

Dr. Herbert Ratner of the Loyola University 
School of Medicine said Monday new evidence that 
the pill causes tumors in the liver and pituitary 
gland demontrates the inherent danger of the drug. 

“When is the Federal Drug Administration going 
to draw the line and take the pill off the market. .” 
Ratner asked a conference at the Human Life 
Center of St. John's University Monday. “The pill 
was originally promoted as physiologically natural, 
which was a medical fantasy.” 

Ratner addressed participants from Europe, the 
Far East, New Zealand and America at an interna- 
tional symposium on natural family planning. 

* He predicted the new complications of the bill 
“will match or exceed such known complications as 
obstructions of blood vessels.”” 

“The scandal is that from the very beginning of 
testing we knew the pill showed abnormal 
laboratory findings which were ignored or wished 
away by pill promoters,” Ratner said. 

Liver tumors among pill users were reported in 
medical literature as early as 1973, he said. 
“Pituitary tumors now are beginning to be 
reported,” he added. 

Ratner quoted from the British medical review, 
The Lancet, which said the complications of 
pituitary tumor growth ‘may equal or exceed that 
or other risks attributable to the pill.” 

“They have no clinical significance unless they 
enlarge in size, necessitating a cranial operation,” 
he said. ‘What enlarges these harmless micro- 
tumors is the stimulation of estrogen, and the ma- 
jor contributor to this stimulation is the birth- 
control pill.” 

Ratner said another medical study ‘shows 
pituitary adenomas i tumors) have had a seven-fold 
increase in the 1970s, corresponding to the increase 
inthe use of the pill.” 

“The pill pushers originally said no contracep- 
tives should be permitted if they disturbed the 
health of a healthy woman, but now we've had new 
complications reported on a weekly or monthly 
basis to the point where there must be about 125 
complications,” Ratner said. ‘‘Many of them cause 
death and severe disability such as blindness.” 

Ratner said that ‘‘as long as the drug companies 
can make money on it, the pill will remain on the 
market ... it's up to the consumer to get rid of it.” 


Personal income 
makes modest gain 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The personal income of 
Americans rose by a modest $13.2 billion — or 0.7 
percent — last month as the economy rebounded 
somewhat from the April trucking strike, the 
government reported today. 

But inflation — the nation’s top economic concern 
— probably eroded all of the increase just as it has 
done in every month so far this year. 

If the Labor Department's Consumer Price In- 
dex for May, which will be made public June 26, 
shows an increase of at least 0.7 percent then the in- 
come gain will be nullified. 

The May advance was larger than April's 0.4 per- 
cent rise when a Teamsters strike forced some 
workers to be temporarily laid off. But it was con- 
siderably smaller than March's 1.2 percent gain, 
according to the Commerce Department. 

Personal income figures are closely watched by 
economists. When income rises, it means there are 


more dollars available for consumers to spend in ° 


groceries, department stores and other retail 
establishments. 

The personal income statisics encompass the 
wages and salaries of Americans, plus such other 
monetary factors as Social Security income and 
dividends and interest payments. 

Total personal income last month was $1.876 
trillion, $13.2 billion higher than in April. 

Wages and salaries rose 0.6 percent to $1.21 
trillion while farmers income increased by 0.7 per- 
cent to $30.6 billion. 

Dividends posted a 1.3 percent rise by $55.1 billion 
while interest payments rose 0.7 percent to $178.7 
billion, the Commerce Department said. 
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cop series, tops in American ratings, 
when it became ‘‘too violent.’’

TV fare. ‘‘We have in our movies 
violence, love — everything,” though 
he added there are “proper limits to 
everything.” 

The British Broadcasting Corp. 
(BBC) recently transmitted a 
documentary largely photographed in 
anudist camp. 

“On their visits to Britain,” said the 
Daily Express newspaper the other 
day, ‘‘Americans are aghast at how 
liberal our attitude is to nude scenes 
on television.” 

In Italy private television stations 
now muscling in on the state monopo- 
ly leave no holds barred. One recently 
carried a quiz series in which 
housewives removed one garment 
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each time a listener answered a ques- 
tion correctly. It was very popular. 

“You can see and hear anything on 
French television that you can see or 
hear at the movies, including films 
forbidden to anyone under 18,” 
reported correspondent Arthur 
Higbee. 

Sweden, which has a reputation for 
permissiveness, is less relaxed than 
one might think. 

“Pornography is a thing we do not 
approve of,’ said Swedish TV ex- 
ecutive Thomas Alexanderson. Added 
fellow executive Herbert Soedestrom, 
“We are so rigid concerning violence 
we don’t permit anything at all.” 

Switzerland, Austria, Finland and 
most countries in Eastern Europe 
steer a middle course between per- 
missiveness and puritanism, the UPI 
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survey showed. Almost all European 
networks reserve sexier or more 
violent shows for viewing after the 
kids are in bed. 

France and Belgium project a. 
small white square on one corner of 
the screen as a warning that upcom- 
ing material might not be suitable for 
youngsters. Not that this always 
works. 

“All it means to my 12-year-old is 
that this is something she doesn’t 
want te miss,’ said a mother in 
France's Brittany region.

Summer Swim Season Opens 

The Garth Pool a the Albemarle 
Playground and Crystal Lake in 
Newton Highlands will open for the 
1979 summer season on Monday, June 
2th. The Garth Pool is reserved for 
Newton residents only. Swim permits 
are $3.00 for those 18 years and older, 
and $1.00 for students 6 to 8 years of 
age. Working students 16 and 17 years 
of age have the option of purchasing 
an adult swim permit. Residents who 
do not hold permits are kharged 50c 
per swim. Residents only are ussued 
permits for Crystal lake. The fees are 
the same as Garth Pool with the ex- 
ception that non-residents are charg- 
ed $2.00 per swim. Socially acceptable 
bathing attire is required at both 
areas. No street clothing, cut-offs or 
leotards are permitted. Bathers must 
swim only in areas for which they are 
qualified by test. it is recommended 
strongly that a parent or legal guar- 
dian accompany toddlers and pre- 
school children, and children who 
cannot pass swim tests. No beach 
chairs, umbrellas, baby carriages or 
blankets are alowed adjacent to the 
swim atea. No food, drink or alcoholic 
beverages are permitted. The Gath 
Pool schedule from June 25 through 
September 3 is as follows: 

Monday through Friday: 8:30 a.m. 
to 12:15 p.m. Swim lessons only; 12:15 
to 1 p.m. Adults Special Needs swim; 
1 to 4:25 p.m. General Swim; 4:30 to 
5:35 p.m. Swim Team; 5:30 to 6:55 
p.m. Family Adult Swim and 7 p.m. to 
dusk Adult Swim.

Monday, July 16, will mark the start 
of new cycles for Newton Area 
CETA'S secretarial science and GED 
(high school equivalency) programs. 

Both will meet Monday through Fri- 
day from 9:15 a.m. to 3 p.m. at the 
Newton Area CETA office at 320 
Needham St., Newton, and are of- 
fered free of charge to qualified 
CETA— eligible applicants. In addi- 
tion, students will receive a small 
training stipend while they are enroll- 
ed in either program. 

The full-time secretarial science 
program consists of 32 weeks of inten- 
sive training. Typing, word process- 
ing, shorthand, career development, 
secretarial procedures, and 
secretarial accounting are just a few 
of the many courses offered. 

The full-time GED program offers 
instruction and review in all the areas 
covered by the GED examination — 
mathematics, reading skills, writing 
skills, social sciences, and natural 
sciences. Because of the intensive

schedule, this program may be com- 
pleted in only 10 weeks. 

Both the secretarial science and 
GED programs feature courses which 
are separated by subject matter and 
levels of ability and include periods of 
supervised independent study. 

A full-time counselor will orient 
new students to the programs and will 
help them with such problems as day 
care and transportation. The 
counselor will also direct the students 
to other CETA activities or perma- 
nent employment at the completion of 
the programs.

Trash Talk 


The market for paper 


By Betsy Lewenberg 
Recycling qivestion of the week: 


A little more than a year ago, Newton received 
over $20 per ton of paper. Presently we are only 
receiving $5 per ton. Why? 


The paper market has traditionally been volatile. 
Its ups and downs are closely linked to economic 
development. In fact, many see the paper market 
as a better indicator of the economy than the stock 
market. When the economy is good, paper is in 
great demand for use in the manufacturing and 
packaging of products and also in the housing in- 
dustry. When economic recession hits, the paper 
market drops. 


Recently the paper market has been affected by 
an additional factor — the energy crunch. When the 
oil crisis first began in the mid 70's, Americans 
responded to rising heating costs by buying more 
insulation for their homes. Cellulose insulation 
became a popular item. Because newsprint is used 
to produce cellulose insulation, it became in great 
demand and skyrocketed in value. This in turn led 
to a tremendous increase in the volume of 
newsprint recycled. 


Market collapses 
Negative publicity on the flame retardancy of 
cellulose insulation destroyed this budding in- 
dustry. To make a bad situation worse, many waste 
paper dealers had switched from the traditional

Mofenson, Cohen critical of 
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buyers of their newsprint — the boxboard industry 
-— to the higher paying cellulose industry, which 
was now in trouble. 

Meanwhile, the boxboard industry had begun pro- 
ducing their boxes with other grades of paper. They 
no longer needed newsprint. Yet more newsprint 
was being collected for recycling because of the 
high price it had been commanding. These factors 
together combined to create a huge glut on the 
paper market. The bubble had burst. 

This experience has demonstrated that the supp- 
ly of recycled paper is greater than the demand for 
its utilization, among other valuable lessons. 

Because of the environmental and energy con- 
cerns of the 70’s, we might expect industry to be us- 
ing more recycled fibers in manufacturing. Un- 
fortunately, however, the opposite has been occurr- 
ing. 

In World War scarcity and patriotism combined 
to create a peak waste paper recycling rate of over 
35 percent. However, consumption of waste paper 
then steadily dropped until 1972 when it began to 
move slowly and erratically upwards for a brief 
time. In 1974, 22 percent of the fiber requirements 
for the paper industry were being filled by recycled 
paper. In 1975 this level dropped to 19 percent. 

Saving landfill 

The, argument for recycling waste paper is 
strong. Recycling paper reduces the amount of 
waste that must be disposed of at steadily rising 
prices. Recycling saves scarce landfill space and 
reduces the amount of trash that gets burned in

King energy reorganization

The King administraion’s Energy 
Reorganization bill, which would: 
among other provisions establish the 
Commonwealth's first cabinet-level 
energy resources secretariat, has 
drawn sharp criticism from two of 
Newton's state representatives. 

One of the main objections to the 
bill shared by both Eep. David Mofen- 
son and Rep. David Cohen is the con- 
cept of site banking. 

Under the administration's pro- 
posal, large tracts of land could be 
purchasesd by the state and later sold 
or leased to utility companies for 
power plant sites. 

Proponents of the site bankiny idea 
favor it as a means of preparing for 
future energy needs, saying that if a 
plant site is needed three years from 
now, for example, the state could not 
afford to embark on a site search 
which could take five years. 

Mofenson questions the concept of 
site banking in that sites are reviewed 
and inventoried before the determina- 
tion of need has been established. 

Speaking before the Committee on 
Energy last week, Mofenson said,

polluting incinerators. Paper recycling also 
reduces the number of trees that are cut down to 
produce paper fibers. Finally, recycling saves 
energy. 

The solution is clear. We must put pressure on in- 
dustries to use a greater percentage of waste paper 
in paper production. The federal Resource Conser- 
vation and Recovery Act of 1976 (RCRA) recogniz- 
ed this problem by requiring the federal govern- 
ment, states using federal funds and contractors 
déing business with federal funds to give 
preference in purchasing to products made from 
“the highest percentage of recovered materials 
practicable.” Further legislation is necessary. 

Federal legislation should be passed to ensure 
that industry uses a greater percentage of post con- 
sumer waste (waste from residential as opposed to 
industrial usage) in its total fiber requirements. 

Additionally, government should provide 
economic incentive to encourage recycling. Freight 
rates, for example, encourage the virgin industries 
at the expense of the recycling industries. 

Industry response 

Recycling will not help solve solid waste problem, 
improve our environment or be economically 
viable if industry does not use our recyclables. By 
educating ourselves, our legislators and industry, 
we can ensure the continued success for the Newton 
Recycling Program.

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Gas dealers agree to post

ae afternoon, at the third ina 
series of meetings held by Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann in City Hall, the 
president of the Newton Gas Dealers 
Association said many of Newton's 
8as stations will begin posting pump- 
ing hours of 7 a.m. to9 a.m. and3 p.m. 
to5 p.m. 

“If everyone in the city knows most 

Stations will be open in the afternoon 
for a few hours, you'll be giving the 
consumer a better chance," explain- 
ed Bill McLean, gas association presi- 
dent. 
; The hope is that consumers, secure 
in the knowledge that somewhere in 
Newton gas will be available in the 
afternoon, will slowly even out their 
purchasing habits, easing lines and 
tempers. 

The plan will also benefit those 
residents who must travel to work 
before gas stations are open and leave 
work in the afternoon when they are 
all closed. 

McLean said there will be a short 
adjustment period before the plan 
starts running smoothly. He said the 
hours, at first, will undoubtedly be 
shorter than posted. because people 
will still be lining up long before the 
station opens at 7 a.m., causing the 
morning allotment to run out sooner.

Gas dealers here say they'd gladly 
stay open Saturday and Sunday if 
they had the gas.

Under the state's emergency set- 
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Cambridge bus starts Monday 


NEWTON — After a month's delay, 
the direct Newton-Cambridge ex- 
perimental bus service will start Mon- 
day, July 2. 

The bus was scheduled to start June 
4, when last-minute legal problems 
forced the delay. 


Hub Bus Lines president Robert 
Goodman said this week the buses 
will ‘‘absolutely” start next Monday, 
“unless the city does something else.” 


The contract was to be signed 
Wednesday morning between the 
Newton Highlands Area Council, 
which undertook the new service, and 
Hub Bus Lines. Wayne Frigard of the 
city’s Law Department said Tuesday 


as far as his office is concerned 
everything will be set after the con- 
tract, which has been approved for 
legal form, is signed. 

Tickets are $1 per trip. Tickets may 
be bought on the bus. Ticket books at 
a 10 percent discount may also be 
bought on the bus. 

There will be four red, blue and gold 
buses going to Cambridge every 
weekday morning, starting from the 
Wells Avenue office park at 7:05, 7:35, 
8:05, and 8:35 a.m. Buses will leave 
from behind the Harvard-Brattle sta- 
tion in Cambridge at the same times 
every morning to come to Newton. 

In the afternoon, buses will leave 
Cambridge at 4:30, 5, 5:30 and 6 p.m. 


Buses going to Cambridge in the 
morning will loop through the Wells 
Avenue park, stop at Charlemont 
Street and Rockland Street on Win- 
chester Street, at Dedham and Centre 
Streets, and in front of the BayBank in 
Newton Highlands. Running time to 
the Highlands is 10 minutes. 


Buses will stop on Centre Street at 
the Boston College Law School 10 
minutes later, after stops on Walnut 
Street at Lakewood Road, Four Cor- 
ners near Jade Island, at Homer 
Street, at Commonwealth Avenue, 
and on Commonwealth Avenue at 
Kenwood Avenue and Mason Road.

NEWTON — Linkage of the two 
parts of Newtonville’s business area 
by building an air-rights development 
across the Turnpike along the Walnut 
Street bridge has been suggested by 
at least two of the proposals submit- 
ted for Newtonville improvement.

Widening the sidewalks on Walnut 

Street was suggested by four of the six 
proposals. 


The proposals were not required to 
incorporate any ideas or plans, only to 
state the manner in which ideas and 
plans would be conceived and produc- 
ed. Nevertheless, some of the 
planning-architectural firms wrote 
some of their immediate impressions 
about Newtonville Square. 


Most of the six proposals mentioned 
the corner of Austin Street and 
Walnut Street as most needing im- 
provement. One suggested taking a 


few of the Star Market parking lot 
spaces and some from the Austin 
Street lot to improve the appearance 
of that area and provide some com- 
fort for walkers. 

ILacquiring air rights and building 
stol@s next to the Walnut Street 
bridge over the Turnpike are not 
feasible for a number of possible 
reasons, one firm suggests at least 
widening the sidewalk over the bridge 
to serve a double purpose — to create 
a pleasant, sheltered pedestrian 
walkway and to narrow the bridge so 
that the lanes of traffic match those 
on Walnut Street. 

The target date for completion of 
the plans, after a firm has been 
selected, is Sept. 15, with June 30, 
1980, the target date for completion of 
construction.

Carr, Davis next schools to

The Carr School in Newtonville and 
the Davis School in West Newton will 
be the next victims of the declining 
school population. 

The Schoo! Committee last week 
voted to close Carr and Davis, the 
first north side schools affected by 
declining enrollment. 

The vote to close Carr was 8-1 with 
Ward 8 member Alvin Mandell oppos- 
ed. 

Carr was considered more feasible 
to be closed in the eastern cluster of 
schools which included Horace Mann 
and Lincoln-Eliot. 

The western cluster of Davis, Burr 
in Auburndale and Franklin in West 
Newton posed more problems for the 
Committee, members said, and the 
vote to close Davis was 6-3 with 
Howard Spergel (Ward 1) and 
Katherine Jones (Ward 2) joining 
Mandell in the dissent. 

The closings, said Chairwoman 
Honora Kapian, after the votes were 
taken before some 270 persons 
gathered at Newton North High 
School, “are efforts to make the 
school system operate more efficient- 
ly.” 
the choices don't get any easier, 
but I think we had to do it (close the 
two schools),"’ she added, 


The Committee debated the Carr 
closing for about 90 minutes and then 
decided on the Davis closing after 35 
minutes of discussion. 

The Carr talks started on an acerbic 
note as Sandra Fleishman (Ward 7) 
moved for the closing of the Nevada 
Street school and Mandell immediate- 
ly blasted chairman Kaplan for 
“railroading”’ the closing vote. 


Mandell then offered an amend- 
ment to delay the Carr vote until Oc- 
tober 15, giving the Newtonville com- 
munity time to develop plan for space 
sharing at the school. 


Mandell said Carr was ‘‘not the 
school in the eastern cluster which 
should be closed.’’ Horace Mann 
would be a better choice, he added. 


Speaking to the Carr closing mo- 
tion, Ann Berwick (Ward 6) noted that 
the feasability study of Dr. Vincent 
Silluzio, director of research and 
planning, had “ruled out” a Lincoln- 
Eliot closing because of possible over- 
crowding of the receiver schools in 
the 1990s. The Horace Mann closing 
was not favored because that move 
would prevent the closing of another 
north side school. 

Mrs. Fleishman said the decision to 


close any school was a choice between 
disbursing educational services and 
“familiar buildings” on account of the 
continued budget crunch. The vote to 
close Carr, she said, was a “painful 
decision.” 


Mrs. Jones added a note of caution 
on the closing, suggesting further ex- 
amination of the safety aspects of 
young children walking to school 
along Watertown Street. 

After a third of the audience left 
with the vote to close Carr, Beckwith 
called for the Davis closing rather 
than the closing of the Burr School. 
Silluzio’s study had said it was more 
feasible to close either Davis or Burr 
rather than Franklin. 


But Committee members said the 
Burr-Davis decision was a more dif- 
ficult one to wrestle with and Spergel 
and Mrs. Jones split with the other 
Committee members who had voted 
the Carr closing. 

Spergel said that although con- 
solidation ‘deserves to be con- 
sidered” in the western three-school 
cluster, ‘I don't think the time is 
right. 

Mrs, Jones concluded that she 
couldn't vote for either a Burr or 
Davis closing given the various com- 
peting factors, such as the quality of 


their own distinctivewsound, blending 
jazz and Dixieland. 

In case of rain, the Kids’ Day 
festivities will be held Saturday, July 
7. If it rains in the evening, the New 
Black Eagle Jazz Band concert will 
be held Wednesday at 7 p.m. in the 
Newton South High School 
auditorium, Brandeis Circle, Newton 
Centre.

the Davis program and the value of 
the Burr building. 

Mrs, Berwick said part of her deci- 
sion to close Davis stemmed from 
judging the accessibility for the han- 
dicapped which Burr offers. 


Mrs. Kaplan said she made the 
choice to close Davis based on the 
committee's criteria concerning 
special education students, cost sav- 
ings, locations of the two buildings 
and other factors. 


Fighting to the end, Mandell, who 
had also voted against the closing of 
the Hamilton, Emerson and 
Memorial Schools, said he ‘‘failed to 
see the logic” of closing either Burr or 
Davis, given the benefits of the two 
schools. 


“You are extolling the virtues of 
that you are about to execute,” he 
said. 


Both schools will be closed at the 
end of the next school year. Carr 
students will be sent to either the 
Lincoln-Eliot or Horace Mann, with 
some students being in optional 
districts. One-third of the Davis 
enrollment will be sent to Burr and 
the remainder to Franklin.

Warren Ault of Waban has 
been honored for his teaching of 
history in a very special way he 
has heard students attending 
their 50th reunions tell him how 
much they gained from his 
courses. 

“They probably couldn't tell 
me a single historical fact,"’ he 
says, “but it isn’t the facts which 
stay with you. If anything does, 
it is the knowledge of how to gain 
truth.” 

Quoting the great sage 
Anonymous, Ault says ‘‘Educa- 
tion is what you have left over 
when you have forgotten all you 
have learned.” 

He was born in the small town 
of Lenexa, Kansas in 1887 and 
graduated from Baker Universi- 
ty in 1907. During the next three 
years he attended Oxford 
University as a Rhodes Scholar. 

Returning to Kansas, he 
taught at Baker University for 
one year in 1912 and from 1913 to 
1957 he taught history at Boston 
University. 

Since his retirement in 1957 
Ault has made ten trips to 
England sponsored by grants 
from learned societies to study 
the medieval origins of English 
democracy and he has written 
eight books and many articles. 

In 1970 Boston University 
awarded him an honorary 
degree for his distinguished ser- 
vice as a teacher and in 1971 Ox- 
ford University recognized his 
scholarly research with its 
highest honor, making him an 
Honorary Fellow. 

In his long teaching career, 
Ault says he has seen very little 
real change in the students he 
has taught. “It has always been 
a question of motivation,” he 
says. “If a student is motivated 
he will get an education whether 
the professors are any good or 
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not. On the other hand there is 
not an awful lot you can do for an 
unmotivated student.”" 

He feels that his role as a 
teacher has always gone beyond 
the subject matter, to the shar- 
ing of attitudes and values. 

“The teacher who prevails,” 
he says, quoting the Rev. 
George A. Gordon, “is the 
ultimate effective influence in 
this human world.” 

“We study history to avoid the 
most egregious errors. of the 
past and then of course we make 
more of our own.”” 

“You cannot really unders- 
tand a thing,”’ Ault says, ‘‘unless 
you know the past that it has liv- 
ed.” 

Thus Ault's studies in England 
of the 13th and 14th centuries is a 
study of the origins of early 
American democracy. 

“The Medieval English 
village was the ancestor of the 
New England town,” he says. 

The Medieval village, he ex- 
plains, was ruled by a squire or 
lord, usually a Norman, who, 
after he had collected his rents, 
left the Anglo-Saxon villagers to 
govern their own affairs. 

Ault’s research, whith took 
him to 30 different archives in 
England, concentrated on the 
ways in which the villagers 
made by-laws to govern 
themselves. 

These laws might require all 
the villagers to keep their 
livestock tethered during the 
seasons when the grain was 
growing or make sure that every 
able bodied person in the village 
did his or her share during the 
harvest. 

One such by-law made in Ox- 
fordshire in 1293 stated ‘No one 
shall enter the fields with a cart 
to carry grain after sunset. All

Personnel Director Edith Meisser 
said she is ‘“‘delighted”’ with the hiring 
of Ms. Winbush, since she worked 
hard on getting the civil service 
regulations changed. 

Ms. Meisser said she anticipates no 
trouble from the Public Works labor 
force. ‘‘They know we have to make 
an effort to hire women,” she said. 

There are two other female em- 
ployees in the Public Works Depart- 
ment besides secretarial and clerical 
workers. One is a time and equipment 
clerk and the other is radio dispat- 
cher.

Accident victim 
comes out of coma

Last Saturday, for the first time 
since she was hit by a car Feb. 28 sen- 
ding her into a coma for two long mon- 
ths, 16-year-old Leslie Rosenberg 
walked up the front steps to her home 
at 41] Parker St. 

She grasped the railing for help and 
her walk was very unsteady, but it 
was still a wonderful day for Leslie 
and her grandparents, Irving and 
Helene Rosenberg. 


Since regaining consciousness 
about a month ago, Leslie has been 
undergoing therapy at the Kennedy 
Hospital in Brighton and now is able 
to receive tutoring in her school work 
under a hospital program. 

“She speaks just above a whisper 
now,” said her grandfather, “but we 
all carry on long conversations.”” 


Friends are in and out of the 
hospital all the time visiting with her , 
her grandfather said. Because of the 
length of time Leslie was in a coma, 
her doctors say she isn't out of the 
woods yet. She is still in Kennedy 
Hospital under observation.

Needham St. plan 


NEWTON — Secretary of Tran- 
sportation and Construction Barry 
Locke said Monday that Governor 
King was “appalled” that state help 
with problems on the Needham 
Street-Highland Avenue corridor has 
taken so long and said that within six 
weeks his office will have completed 
the first-phase overview. 

Locke met at City Hall with Mayor 
Theodore Mann, members of the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce, and officials from both 
communities to explain what he is 
going to do about the traffic problems 
besetting them. 

Acknowledging an April 10 letter 
asking for state help, Locke said when 
he received the letter he looked at the 
file on the question and ‘‘was sur- 
prised to see the file showing so much 
had been done and so little ac- 
complished.” 


Locke pledged not only to ac- 
celerate the study of how to provide 
traffic relief in the corridor but also 
to contact the state Department of 
Public Works commissioner more 
directly to have the state do certain 
cosmetic and repair work on 
Needham Street. 

Mayor Mann asked that the 
potholes be repaired and the lines 
marking the center of the street be 
painted, for safety reasons, and 
aspects of the street under control of 
the state be improved and cleaned up. 
The Needham _ Street-Highland 
Avenue corridor is ‘by definition a 
state road,” Locke said and is the 
state’s responsibility. 

Locke said the state is very in- 
terested in improving the flow of 
traffic, the expansion of business 
opportunity and more jobs, with the

Self-service gas stations may be 
moot at this point, but the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee will recommend 
to the Board of Aldermen July 9 that 
the city not prohibit them outright. 

The vote of the committee last week 
was 4-2 against prohibition. The 
members of the committee agreed 
that petitions for self-service stations 
should be handled on a case-by-case 
basis, 

The prohibition was introduced by 
Ald. Paul Coletti and Carol Ann Shea. 


The measure to prohibit self-serve 
stations will go before the full alder- 
manic board for a vote on July 9. 


Coletti said he is concerned because 
of the economics of self-service sta- 
tions, which he believes are unfair 
competition to full-service stations. 

The self-service stations do not save 
customers any money, Coletti said, 
although later William McLean, 
president of the Newton Gasoline 
Retailers’ Association, said the 
average customer might save $35 a 
year. 

Ald. Carol Ann Shea, who was not 
present, had earlier said her concern 
is only safety and that she would be 


willing to allow a limited number of 
self-service gas stations if safety 
questions have been answered. 

Coletti does not want any self- 
service stations. ‘'Once you let one in, 
you've started the process,”’ he said. 

The entire Land Use Committee 
chorused ‘‘No!’’ when Coletti sug- 
gested that if a dealer knows five or 
six aldermen ‘‘he’d have a better 
chance” of getting permission from 
the Board. 

Ald Susan Schur said she had 
“problems” with land use decisions 
made on the economic factors of a 
particular business and a problem 
with “passing an ordinance that in- 
terferes with a business.”’ 


The Planning Department recom- 
mended against the prohibition 
because the safeguards against self- 
service stations already exist in cur- 
rent Fire Department regulations, 
which say that ‘‘a competent atten- 
dant shall be in attendance at all 
times."’ The attendant has been defin- 
ed as one who pumps gas, not a 
cashier. 

In some cases a special permit 
would be needed from the Board of 


Psychiatrist gets 
carriage house 
office approval 


Over objections of an abutter who at 
times seemed close to tears, the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee last 
week approved by a 5-1 vote the peti- 
tion of Dr. Bruno and Mrs. Florence 
Scherz to use the carriage house at 
their Chestnut Hill home as an office 
for the practice of psychiatry. 


Priscilla Ritter, who lives at 413 
Hammond St., has been surprised 
several times by patients visiting the 
psychiatrist's office, which is six feet 
from her property line and overlooks 
her backyard, she said. 


“The most important thing is the 
privacy of our lives,” Mrs. Ritter 
said. ‘The ordinance does not address 
the protection of our property from an 
office right on the property line.” 


The ordinance referred to is one 
allowing professional offices in 
homes, and by special permit in ‘“‘ac- 
cessory”’ buildings on the property. 

The Scherz property is more than 
half an acre. Mrs, Ritter would prefer 
that the office be in Dr. Scherz’ house. 

The Land Use Committee felt that if 


the doctor could conduct his practice 
in his home, he should be allowed to 
have his office in the carriage house, 
a large, two— story building at the 
rear of his land because the intensity 
of use would be no different. 


Ald. Terry Morris, Land Use Com- 
mittee chairman, opposed the use of 
the carriage-house office. ‘‘What is 
the saturation point?” he asked. ‘‘If 
we grant this for every carriage house 
we'd be overrun.” 


Ald. David Cohen brought up a 
“larger question” — the long-term 
impact on the neighborhood of 
Chestnut Hill, which is constantly be- 
ing threatened by Boston College ex- 
pansion and other institutional uses 
that “erode the single— family 
nature” of the area. 


The committee hammered out a 
long list of conditions for granting the 
special permit, all designed to reduce 
the impact of an office next door to 
Mrs. Ritter and to make it impossible 
for patients to see into her house or 
yard.

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Editorial 
Getting gas 


City officials and Newton’s gas 
dealers have spent the past week try- 
ing to iron out a system of providing us 
with gas. 

It appears they’ve made some pro- 
gress. By the end of the week, stations 
should be posting hours, and some gas 
will be sold in the afternoons. 

This certainly is a step in the right 
direction. Flags, or signs, giving 
motorists a clue as to when gas is 
available would come as a welcome 
relief to most of us. 

Motorists who disdain ‘‘topping off” 
and survive the panic of having less 
than three-quarters of a tank of gas 
would also be a blessing. 

We do, however, have a suggestion 
that we think deserves some thought. 

Newton, with its system of village 
Squares, has many clusters of gas sta- 
tions. We wonder if the whole problem 
wouldn't ease enormously if the sta- 
tions clustered together could agree 
among themselves to vary the hours 
they are open. 

This would not take any official ac- 
tion of any kind, or a mass meeting. It 
would be a matter of having the three 
or four station owners in the same 
area get together and decide which 
Station will be open when. 

If one was open from 7 to 9 a.m. and 
the next from 9 to 11 a.m. and the third 
from 3 to 5 p.m., they would all be put- 
ting in the same amount of time, but 
the number of hours gas is available 
would increases from two to six! 

Last month we were all staring in 
fascination at those crazy people in 
California fighting to get gasoline. 
Now were looking over our shoulders. 

One network newscast last week 
showed things back to normal in 
California with the odd-even system in 
full swing. 

Our problems in getting gasoline 
will probably abate too. 

Meanwhile, the 1973 mentality of 
“conserve, conserve’ is thankfully 
coming into play. 

Remember when we limited the 
number of trips to the store, combined 
errands, walked, and took public 
transportation to save gasoline? 

Mercifully, we're starting to do it 
again—only this time on a much larger 
scale. 

But this time our energy-saving 
habits will probably have to become 
more of a: way of life than they did in 
°73, Once those gas lines disappeared, 
too many of us went back to “‘business 
as usual.” 

We are looked upon as a nation of 
wasters of everything by people in 
many other countries as it is. We are 
not used to the shortages, 
astronomical gasoline prices, or, for 
that matter, waiting in lines that are a 
way of life in other places. 

So no one’s going to feel too sorry for 
us when we have to turn off the air con- 
ditioner, unplug the electric 
toothbrush and open the can by hand. 

It’s really time to think about how 
we can make better use of the things 
we do have, and not dwell on what we 
don’t have.

Capitol Hill Highlights 
MX missile system costly, unnecessary

President Carter's proposed plan to continue 
development of the $30 to 40 billion MX missile 
represents a devastating threat to our economy, 
our environment, and our hopes for future peace. 

The MX missile system is being advanced as a 
trade-off to conservatives for acceptance of the 
SALT II treaty, But in fact the MX will increase the 
arms race and decrease the deterrent effect of 
strategic balance. 

The tremendous cost of the system will drain 
American taxpayers, fuel inflation, and divert 
needed funds from domestic programs, One plan 
calls for the missiles to be shuttled back and forth 
on tracks to avoid detection — tracks that will re- 
quire up to 5,000 miles of western landscape. A se- 
cond plan would move the missiles around in 4,000 
holes, requiring a land area the size of the state of 
Connecticut. 

The MX is not needed. Even if the Soviet Union 
had the capacity to knock out all of our Jand-based 
missiles, which they do not, our bombers and sub- 
marines would respond with a devastating 
counterattack, 

“The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists” states 
that we now can destroy every Soviet city 50 times 


over, while they can destroy ours 20 times over. | 
will continue to oppose this unnecessary waste of 
our resources. I urge you to let the president know 
how you feel on this issue. 

Phone privacy 

Ina split decision the U.S. Supreme Court recent- 
ly ruled that police may record the telephone 
numbers dialed fron a home or office without first 
obtaining a search warrant. 

It is my feeling that Americans have a right to ex- 
pect that the numbers they dial will not be made 
available to police without a warrant froin an ap- 
propriate court. I am especially concerned with the 
effect this ruling will have on journalists, who will 
be intimidated by the knowledge that the phone 
numbers of all their sources can now be traced by 
any law enforcement official. 

Therefore, I am introducing legislation requiring 
that police get a search warrant before being allow- 
ed to trace an individual's record of phone calls. 
This would not hinder police in instances where 
there is cause to believe a crime has, or will be com- 
mitted, but it would stop indiscriminate invasions 
of personal privacy,

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Give recycling a better chance 


To the Editor: 

In view of the recent concern over 
the Newton recycling program, I 
think it appropriate to remind the city 
that a successful program for recycl- 
ing paper was initiated at Newton 
South High School this year. The 
Newton Graphic was notified of the 
program. 

The program survived without 
newspaper coverage, however, and 
has continued throughout the year 
without support from anyone outside 
Newton South. We assume that the ci- 
ty picks up our mixed paper from the 
loading dock as they promised. That 
is all. 

From the experience I have gained 
through CYCLOP, the recycling 
operation at Newton South High 
School, I would like to make a few 
suggestions to the City of Newton. 

First, I think the city is getting an 
even lower price than market value 
for recyclable material. Options as to 
doing our own bailing and abandoning 
North Shore Recycled Fibers, the cur- 
rent buyer, should be seriously con- 
sidered. 

Second, computer printout and tab 
cards are worth a great deal, even on 
today’s very poor recycled paper 
market. We were able to sell even the 
small amounts of printout generated 
in Newton South’s computer lab. 
Recycling computer printout has the 
added advantage that the waste is 
generated in a few very specific sites 
in the city, namely, where there are 
computer terminals. 

It is one of the very few types of 
trash that may be disposed of pro- 
fitably. Money from recycled com- 
puter printout and tab cards could be 
funneled into a recycling program 
fund so that recycling in the city 
would be as cost-effective as dumping 
and landfill, which are obviously less 
desirable methods of waste disposal if 
the future is considered. 

Third, who says that getting rid of 
our trash should make money? 
Recycling is the only method of waste 
disposal that people expect to be 
financially rewarding. With enough 
participation, of course, it could save 
money when compared with the 
escalating cost of landfill or even 
dumping. But to expect it to be a 
financially profitable venture is un- 
fair and ridiculous. It is just an effec- 
tive way of getting rid of wastepaper 
while reducing the strain on our 
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already scarce sites for dumping and 
landfill. 

It also saves trees and energy. 

Finally, there is the question of low 
participation on the part of Newton 
residents. Every so often I hear so- 
meone squawk about the lack of par- 
ticipation, but apart from my own ef- 
forts and those of the CYCLOP task 
force at Newton South I have seen lit- 
tle or no effort by the city to improve 
matters. 

The truth is that approximately 80 
percent of Newton residents, and I im- 
agine a somewhat higher proportion 
of the people at City Hall, do not take 
recycling seriously and never have. 
What incentive do residents have to 
recycle? To date I have still not 
managed to paint garbage barrel with 
a white stripe. I mean, who has white 
paint lying around the house? Where I 
live it is hard enough to find a ham- 
mer! 

It is as if soineone is trying to make 
participation in the convenience of 


curbside collection as inconvenient as 
possible, 

Could there be even a trial of a 
system where if people don’t separate 
their trash, none of it is collected? 
There are some towns quite as af- 
fluent as Newton where there is no 
garbage collection supplied by the Ci- 
ty. Wellesley, for example. I’m sure 
some people get private contractors 
to collect their trash, but others go to 
the dump on a regular basis’ too. 

Many Wellesley residents are ac- 
tually proud of their dump, and they 
have something to be proud of. Look 
at how much more effectively they 
are handling a problem than the 
neighboring Gity of Newton, right? 

I hope at any rate that changes in 
the administration of the Newton 
recycling program will be tried 
before the city abandons recycling. It 
can be worth the effort.

Charles footbridge 
reconstruction set

Work is scheduled to begin this 
summer on the reconstruction of the 
footbridge over the Charles River in 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The final preliminary stage oc- 
curred last Saturday when a formal 
ceremony was held to mark the land 
exchange between the Walnut Street 
Trust and the Massachusetts District 
Commission (MDC). But the planning 
for the reconstruction of the bridge 
has been going on for 15 years. 

The bridge goes over a waterfall on 
the Charles River. It crosses from 
Lower Falls to Wellesley and is 
presently unusable. 


Hamilton parking 
problem solved 


The land exchange between the 
MDC and the Walnut Street Trust on 
the Wellesley side of the river was not 
the only item delaying the construc- 
tion of the bridge. For many years 
there were plans for a land swap on 
the Newton side. But these plans were 
obviated last year when Shipley Co. of 
2300 Washington Street decided to 
move its headquarters out of Newton 
instead of expanding at its present 
location. 


The reconstruction of the bridge 
should finally be finished this fall, 
said Rita Barron of the Charles River 
Watershed Association.

The Planning & Development 
Board learned last week that the 
Lower Falls community's concern 
over the parking at the prospective 
Hamilton project was resolved by the 
architect. 

The Lower Falls community 
wanted a clear delineation between 
the parking lots for the tenants and 
for those using the community's 
recreational facilities’ according to 
Planning Director Barry Canner. At 
one point, Canner said, the plans call- 
ed for putting the lots too close to each 
other. Fearful that the tenants would 
be parking in the recreational lot and 


plan to put the tenant parking on the 
south side of the building and the 
recreational lot near the library por- 
tion of the project. 

The project, slated for the former 
Hamilton School, will include both 
community space and 42 elderly hous- 
ing units. 

The architect's plans for the project 
are now complete, according to Can- 
ner. The next step, he added, is to file 
for a comprehensive permit with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Hopefully 
the construction bid will be awarded 
in October or November, Canner said.

aside program, oil companies are to 
deliver emergency gas to local sta- 
tions. These deliveries are usually 
4,000 gallons. 

“The major problem with the set- 
aside program," explained McLean, 
“is that the oil companies will not 
deliver partial loads. They want to 
deliver with a full load of 8,500 or 9,000 
gallons.” 

According to McLean, about 16 
Newton stations have applied for gas 
from the set-aside program. No one 
has received that gas yet, he said. 

Five-point program 

Last week, Mayor Mann set down a 
5-point program to deal with Newton's 
gas problem. One of the points includ- 
ed cooperation with Gov. King’s half- 
tank fill-up order. 

Newton Police *Chief William F. 
Quinn said Tuesday that his officers 
are checking the gas lines and they 
have found most people are comply- 
ing with the order.

be bourne out openly through the 
midst of the town and not secret- 
ly by back ways.”” 

This law ensured that the 
wardens elected to watch over 
the fields of the village could 
watch all those who took away 
sheaves of grain and keep 
thievery to a minimum. This 
was of crucial importance to 
communities which had barely 
enough food to survive. 

The earliest available records 
of village by-laws date from 1250 
A.D. but Ault says these records 
merely formalized the customs 
which had prevailed for cen- 
turies. 

“We are dealing here with a 
way of life which remained 
essentially unchanged for a 
thousand years," he says. 

Thus the self-overning prac- 
tices of the Medieval villagers 
were the precursors of New 
England town government. 

“Centuries before the 
Mayflower,’’ Ault says, 
“English townsfolk had been 
taking an active part in the 
directing of some, at least, of 
their affairs. In some measure, 
therefore, the democratic way 
of life has been a basic ingre- 
dient of our civilization ‘time out 
of mind.’” 

Ault has lived in Waban for 48 
years and has two children and 
seven grandchildren.

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transportation system to supplement 
the MBTA. 

This system, which would include 
using school buses, taxis and carpool- 
ing and vanpooling, hinges on sub- 
sidies from local businesses. The 
Mayor said he does not intend to use 
money from the city's budget at the 
taxpayer's expense to subsidize alter- 
native transportation and asked 
businesses to kick in about $100,000 in 
seed money to start new bus routes.

“We had no source of energy 
except man and beast, no 
telephone, no electricity, no air 
conditioner and our fuel ws was 
such as we could cut from 
groves of trees.” 

While he says he hopes that 
the energy crisis will not take 
civilization back to the days of 
plaques and famines, he does 
feel that modern developments 
could be better used in smaller 
local units than large 
metropolitan areas. The corner 
Grocery store is one facet of the 
past he would like to see return. 

“I certainly hope we don't go 
all the way back to the Medieval 
village," he says, ‘‘but there isa 
need to go back to smaller 
units."””

Hard work pays off 
for Newton's Sheila Gayle 


For Sheila Gayle, hard work has its 
own reward—more hard work, and 
she wouldn't have it any other way. 

Recently, after nine years as a stu- 
dent and staff member at Boston 
University's School of Music, the 
Newton resident earned her master of 
music in voice performance. Her 
career now takes her to Rome, for a 
year's study of Italian opera reper- 
toire beginning in September. 

The trip is the result of a grant from 
the Frank Huntington Beebe Fund, a 
national competition which awards 
the winner a cash prize to study for 
one year and pursue a career abroad. 

“T’ve worked a long time for this,"” 
said Ms. Gayle. ‘‘And knowing that I 
can concentrate on one thing and 
work at my own pace is wonderful. 
It'll be a strange feeling after struggl- 
ing for so long just to keep my head 
above water.” 

She isn't kidding. For the past two 
years her schedule has included a full- 
time job, graduate courses, 
numefOuS performances, and 
teaching. 

“A typical day would begin with an 
8:15 rehearsal. I'd work in the School 
of Music office until noon, go to a 
class, and return to work until 5 p.m. 
Then I’d go home and teach (voice) 
until 9 p.m.” She also managed to find 
time for Italian lessons, rehearsals 
for outside performances, and her 
own practice sessions. 

Ms. Gayle has been working at 
music since . her mother (a profes- 
sional violinist) began teaching her 
piano at age 3. ‘Music has always 
been in my house,’’ she said. “I 
always felt I'd be involved with it in 
one way or another.”” 

It wasn’t until she was 15, however, 
that she discovered her interest in

voice performance. “I was singing 
with the Newton South High School 
Concert Choir and was asked, on an 
hour-and-a-half's notice, to sing a solo 
for an evening's concert. It worked 
out well and I've been singing ever 
since.” 

After completing her -bachelor'’s 
degree at the Boston University 
School of Music in 1974, Ms. Gayle 
joined the school’s office staff as a 
secretary. ‘‘At first it was fun being 
on the administrative end and learn- 
ing how things are run,” she says. 
“But after a while it became a little 
frustrating because there was so 
much music around me, seemingly 
just out of my grasp. So I decided to 
go for my master’s. It was the best 
decision of my life. I could continue to 
study with Robert Gartside, who'd 
been my teacher since 1972. I could 
still work for the school full-time. And 
the graduate program gave me the 
background to the Frank Huntington 
Beebe Scholarship.” 

Awards are nothing new to Ms. 
Gayle. At the Boston University 
School of Music she won the Concerto 
Aria competition in 1978 (the first 
voice student ever to do so), received 
the 1979 Voice Department Honor 
Award of Distinction, and was invited 
to become a member of Pi Kappa 
Lambda, the national music honor 
society. However, the Beebe Scholar- 
ship is a big step in her career. 

“1'll be studying with Lidia Bor- 
riello at the Academy of St. Cecilia in 
Rome. I’m too excieted to be ner- 
vous—yet. But I realize I’m ready for 
this new step; it’s time to move on. I 
look at studying in Rome as a con- 
tinuation rather than as a change.” 

After all, she'll still be working. And 
the work will still be fun.

Weicker's fuse 
sputters again 


WASHINGTON ( UPI) — Sen. Lowell Weicker, R- 
Conn., putting it mildly, has a bit of a short fuse. 

One of the latest to find out — if he didn't know 
already — is a fellow GOP senator, John Heinz of 
Pennsylvania. 

Weicker, without apology, Monday called Heinz 
an “idiot” or “devious” and very likely both. 

The spat between the two millionaire senators 
flared up during debate on an amendment to a 
catch-all supplemental bill. 

The amendment, offered by Weicker, would have 
slashed from the bill about $13 million in loan 
guarantees for the Wheeling-Pittsburgh Steel Corp 
toconstruct a new rail mill. 

Heinz, naturally, was opposed. The mill would be 
built in an area of his state where jobs are needed. 

During the debate, Heinz suggested — or at least 
Weicker thought he did — that the Connecticut 
senator was offering the amendment on behalf of 
other steel mills already producing rails. 

Any such suggestion is reason enough for 
Weicker to go looking for a fight. 

For anyone to even make such a suggestion, “he 
is-either an idiot or devious” adding that both 
descriptions would fit Heinz. 

Heinz, a relative newcomer, found the proper 
page in the rule book and raised ‘‘a point of per- 
sonal privilege.” 

By invoking the rule, Heinz forced Weicker to 
stop talking and sit down. 

Senate Democratic leader Robert Byrd strolled 
into the chamber in the midst of the controversy 
and tried to restore peace. 

Byrd said he could understand why Heinz would 
take ‘“umbrage,”’ but added that “many times we 
say in heated debate what later we wished had not 
been said." 


Latest poll shows 
Kennedy strength 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An ABC-Harris poll of 
Democrats and independent voters shows a majori- 
ty believe Sen. Edward M Kennedy could defeat 
Pp *resident Carter for the 1980 nomination for presi- 
dent. 

The poll released Monday said Ronald Reagan 
was running ahead of Carter as the favorite of the 
Republican voters sampled. The former California 
governor, who trailed Carter 47-49 percent in a 
sampling of voters in May, overhauled Carter in 
June by a 51-43 percent margin. 

Senate Republican leader Howard Baker, an 
unannounced candidate for the GOP nomination, 
bested Carter by a 46-49 margin. Carter still led 
Republican John B. Connally 52-41 percent, but the 
former Texas governor had surged from a 62-32 
deficit in March to trail by 11 points. 

The poll said a majority of Democrats and in- 
dependents — 98-3] percent believe Kennedy 
would defeat Carter for the nomination. The sampl- 
ing showed that Carter, by a 46-38 percent margin, 
was not expected to be nominated again regardless 
of who opposed him in the primaries, And it said the 
same group, by @ 41-32 percent margin, believe 
Carter will not be re-elected if he is nominated for a 
second term. 

Kennedy, D-Mass., has frequently said he 
believes Carter will be nominated for another term 
and re-elected, but has not flatly rejected his own 
possible candidacy. ‘The liberal Americans for 
Democratic Action Sunday adopted a resolution in 
support of drafting Kennedy for the nomination.

‘Rescue 2 responding’ 


Johnny Pescosalido and Ted Bagley 
were on duty at the Newton Upper 
Falls fire station when the call came 
in, at about 2110 hours (9:10 p.m.) on 
May 2. The double ‘beep’ that 
signals a rescue call sounded from the 
alarm, followed by the directions: 
“Rescue Two, Rescue Two, respond 
to — Street for a sudden illness. 
Rescue Two acknowledge.” 

Before the message was completed, 
Pescosalido had the big Class I am- 
bulance started, with Bagley serving 
as attendant and notifying ‘‘C-MED,” 
a central clearing house in Boston, of 
their mission. 

The two EMT's (Emergency 
Medical Technicians) were at the 
scene two minutes, forty-seven 
seconds after the call came in. 

They found a wheezing young man 
who was conscious but having in- 
creasing respiratory distress. He told 
them he had apparently recently 
developed a food allergy and had had 
a mild attack a week earlier after 
having eaten a sandwich from a 
restaurant. This episode had ap- 
parently further sensitized him to the 
food and he was now having a more 
serious attack. 

As he sat inside the vehicle his 
breathing became more difficult, his 
skin turned blotchy and his pupils 
dilated. 

Making a judgment that the patient 
was in danger of going into 
anaphylactic shock before he could be 
transported to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, Bagley administered a sub- 
cutaneous injection of epinephrine 
(adrenalin). 


A Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
representative followed the two 
EMTs on what represented a ‘“‘first’’ 
in the history of the Newton Fire 
Department's emergency response 
program. It was the first time an 
EMT had administered medicine to a 
patient, and the first time any of 
Newton’s EMT's had put into practice 
a special training course in giving in- 
jections taught by Newton— 
Wellesley Hospital's Emergency 
Room nurse Marlene O'Keefe, R.N. 


EMT’s, unlike paramedics, are or- 
dinarily not trained or certified to ad- 
minister drugs. Their 81-hour training 
course enables them to evaluate a pa- 
tient's condition for transmission to 
waiting medical personnel, to look for 
hidden injuries, and to stabilize condi- 
tions. They are also trained in CPR 
(cardiopulmonary resuscitation). 


However, since anaphylactic shock is 
a fairly common emergency situation 
and since the recommended treat- 
ment is epinephrine, the hospital and 
the EMT's supervisor Lt. Harold A. 
(Bill) Bailey planned and carried out 
training for the EMT's. 


Their use of the drug is governed by 
a standing order from Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital's Chief of 
Emergency Services Dr. James Ver- 
non, an order which spells out in great 
detail the exact conditions and dosage 
in which the drug should be ad- 
ministered. The ability to carry out 
this procedure is one step in the 
American Heart Association’s pro- 
gram of Advanced Life Support.

Camps to be inspected 


Even though school will soon be 
over, the school health nurses of the 
Newton Health Department won't be 
going home. This year, as in previous 
years, they will be following students 
to the eight summer day camps in 
Newton to do annual inspections. 

All:day camps are required by state 
law ‘to have this inspection by the 
local health department. A team com- 
prised of a school nurse and a health 
department sanitarian will visit each 
camp and check two major areas: the 
health status of campers and staff and 
the health and safety conditions of the 
camp. 

Day, camps are required to have a 
health record for each camper which 


includes a report of a physical ex- 
amination within 2 months prior to the 
opening of camp, and current im- 
munizations, 


The camp is responsible for assur- 
ing that each child has had the ex- 
amination before entering camp. The 
medical records of camp staff will 
also be checked for evidence of re- 
quired tests. 


The health department team will 
also inspect the environment and 
facilities of each camp for any health 
problems. They will be particularly 
concerned with cleanliness and 
physical set-up. All inspections will be 
done within the first week of camp.

Common sense rules help achieve good gas milage 


About 30 years ago a Virginia couple was driving 
through Kentucky. As the man swung the steering 
wheel to the left, his wife turned to him and ob- 
served, ‘You know, there are nothing but curves in 
Kentucky.” 

The curves are probably still there, but the in- 
terstates and parkways have brushed them aside 
and left a highway system that is well maintained, 
safe, and for the most part free of tolls. 

That virginia couple in the early 1950s was not too 
concerned with fuel economy. They filled the gas 
tank when necessary and perhaps grumbled that 
mountain driving consumed more gas than the 
touring they were accusomed to. 

Today, however, their car is equipped with an- 
tipollution devices, power steering and brakes, air 
conditioning, and glare-proof windows, and they 


have learned a few things about getting the most 
out of their gasoline dollars. 

They observe the 55-mile-per hour speed limit 
and gain 20 percent in fuel economy. 

Keeping a steady foot on the accelerator helps 
conserve gas, and they avoid jack rabbit starts. 


They have found that idling the car in heavy regula 


traffic or while reading a map or taking a picture 
by the side of the road is wasteful. They turn off the 
ignition and re-start the car when they are ready to 
Move. 

Before they leave on a trip, they have the car 
checked carefully at their regular service center. 

In the glove compartment they keep a record of 
their recent maintenance work. If they have a 
problem on the road, the record will clearly show 
what service was performed and when so the 


mechanic can be brought up to date quickly. 

They keep their tires properly inflated, according 
to manufacturer's recommendation. Un- 
derinflation by a mere eight pounds can mean a five 
percent reduction of gas mileage. 

They have learned that good maintenance and 
r tune-ups are even more important to good 
fuel economy when they tow their boat to the river. 

And they know that using the air conditioner 
wastes precious gasoline. They turn it on only when 


necessary. 

The high cost of fuel has not stopped this couple 
from their enjoyment of the Great Outdoors. By 
maintainint good driving habits and keeping their 
car in condition, they have increased their pleasure 
by knowing they are doing their part to keep the 
Great Outdoors safe and clean.

Dogs like camping, too!

First, check with campground of- 
ficials to find if there are any dog 
restrictions or regulations. Most 
areas require that the dog be licensed 
or that you carry proof of a recent 
rabies vaccination. 

National Parks generally prohibit 
dogs from undeveloped or wilderness 
areas. The campgrounds and sur- 
rounding short trails are ‘‘on-limits”’ 
as long as the dog is leashed. 

In National Forests, dogs are allow- 
ed to accompany their owners on 
treks through the forest. 

At about the same time you make a 
reservation at the campgrounds, take 
your dog to the veterinarian for a 
“travel check-up."’ Ask about preven- 
tive medicine against heartworms, 
which are fatal parasites that are 
transmitted to dogs by mosquito 
bites. 

When buying groceries for your 
trip, don’t forget dog food. If your pet 
will be exercising more than usual, 
you may want to feed him a little bit 

more. Take your dog's familiar water 
bow! along, and keep it full of fresh 
water. That way he'll be less inclined 


to lap at lakes and streams, which 
may be polluted. 

In addition, take along a litter 
clean-up device to keep your campsite 
clean for yourself and others. 

Don't feed your dog just before 
leaving,on the trip, but do take him for 
a long walk before stepping into the 
car. 

When you arrive at the cam- 
pgrounds, you'll probably be told that 
you must keep the dog leashed at all 
times, to keep him from straying into 
other people's camping areas. 

Most campgrounds and all National 
Parks require that a dog be kept in a 
vehicle or tent overnight, for his safe- 
ty as well as that of others. 

Check your dog every day for burrs 
and ticks that he may pick up. Ken-L 
Ration dog-care experts suggest that 
you work out burrs with a comb and 
your fingers. If this doesn’t work, cut 
them out carefully with scissors. 

If you spot a tick on your,,dog or 
yourself, don’t try to pull it out. In- 
stead, cover the tick with a heavy oil, 
such as salad oil. This covering cuts 
off the parasite’s oxygen supply and 
causes it to pull itself from the skin.

Towing, launching rules 


For all but the fortunate few who 
live on water or have a marina berth, 
owning a boat means trailering and 
launching it. This can be easy, says 
Starcraft, if weekend captains follow 
a simple checklist procedure. 

Before you start out: 

¢ Check trailer and car tire 
pressure. 

« Make sure wheel bearings are 
greased. 

Check trailer ball to see if it is the 
proper size and fits snugly in trailer 
coupler. 

* Make sure safety chains are 
properly affixed, with slack for turns. 

Stow all gear in the boat securely. 

© Hook up trailer lights. 

© Check brake lights, running lights, 
and turn signals. 

¢ Make sure trailer bed is properly 
a pees so it fits the contours of the 

© Winch should be tight and in gear, 
with winch line firmly attached to the 
bow eye. 

Secure stern ties. 

« Tilt the engine out as far as 
possible. 

© Tie down any canvas covers, etc., 
that might catch the wind. 

¢ Check to see that license plate is 
firmly attached. 


Of course, ddrive with care. When 
backing, your steering’s reversed... 
so take it slowly and don’t turn 
sharply or you could ‘‘jackknife.”’ 

Remember, too, that your trailer 
will sway toward passing vehicles. 
Leave lots of room. 

Once you've reached the launch 
site, everyone's eager to get his boar 
in the water, and a little courtesy goes 
a long way toward making a pleasant 
day of it. 

Get the boat ready before you get in 
the ramp line. 

¢ If your boat has one: Put transom 
plug in! 
¢ Firmly affix bowline. 

© Remove Stern ties. 

¢ Tilt Engine up to clear ramp. 

¢ Disconnect trailer lights. 

¢ Keep the winch line fastened until 
you're positioned at water's edge. 
NOW disconnect it. 

¢ Back up until the rear car wheels 
are just inches from water. Make sure 
the depth of water is sufficient to float 
the boat when it slides off the trailer. 
If it scrapes bottom, you might 
damage the hull. Tap the car brakes 
and your boat should slide right in. 

Good helmsmanship counts on the 
highway and at the loading ramp as 
well as on the water.

WASHINGTON, D.C. Sod i

At the base of Blue Hills is the Trailside Museum.

Only the number ot weekerti- 
employees of Old Colony Knitting 
Mills and Temptronic seems to be 
standing in the way of the final solu- 
tion to the extension of nonconforming: 
use at 40 Glen Ave., Newton Centre. 

After another public hearing last 
week, followed by a working meeting 
of the committee, officials of the two 
firms said they would bring affidavits 
about past and present levels of 
weekend activity on the site to 
another meeting scheduled Wednes- 
day. 

The building,. which houses the 
sweater— assembly operation, the 
electronics firm and Greenfield's 
clothing store, was once used as a 
sweater factory and retail store. 

After sweaters were no longer 
made there, Temptronic moved in 
without any permission from the city

Chamber calls for 
energy self-sufficiency 


Bolder leadership in both the 
private and public sectors in develop- 
ing energy self-sufficiency was the 
keynote of the energy policy state- 
ment released recently by the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


The statement was drafted by the 
Chamber's Federal Legislation Com- 
mittee and approved by the 
Chamber's Board of Directors at its 
June meeting, The statement em- 
phasizes avoiding concentration on 
only a few energy alternatives 

An increase in the research 
development technology for solar 
energy taking advantage of the area's 
technological skills to aid the 


economic development of 
Massachusetts and New England; the 
drilling for oil on Georges banks, with 
proper concern for environmental 
protection and the fishing industry; 
and the determination of at least two 
feasible sites within the region for the 
construction of a refinery to avoid 
costly transportation expense were 
three targets outlined in the 
Chamber's statement. 

In addition, it called for several 
federal government policies including 
research into alternate energy 
sources, improved hydro-tidal power 
output, support of gas and coal con- 
version and expansion, improved 
shale oil production techniques, and 
decreased gasoline consumption. 


Newton “save rate” 
reported very high 


What is the “Seattle ideal,"’ and 
what does it have to do with emergen- 
cy medical services in Newton? 

The city of Seattle, Washington, has 
been a pioneer in providing emergen- 
cy medical services, and reports the 
highest rate in the nation of successful 
resuscitation of people with cardiac 
arrests. 

Close to ten percent of the citizens 
of the city have been trained in car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation (CPR), 
and the city's “save rate’ (people 
resuscitated and surviving long 
enough to be admitted to the hospital) 
of two per 10,000 population is held as 
the ideal for communities across the 
country 








The connection between the Seattle 
ideal and the Newton reality is a study 
by Newton-Wellesley Hospital physi- 
cian Charles Lipson of the first 99 pa 
tients brought to the Newton 
Wellesley after CPR was started 

Dr. Lipson found that 29 percent 
survived to be admitted to the 
hospital, and 11 percent were admit- 
ted, improved and were discharged 
This rate, Dr. Lipson notes, “is nor 
mally approached only by services 
which use fully trained paramedics." 

Newton's EMil's are graduates of 
an 80-100 hours course, whereas 











paramedics nave two years of train- 
ing 

‘This means a ‘‘save rate’’ of about 
19 ent per 10,000 population.

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Probing The Telepathic Mind 


by Chuck Bins 


Mental telepathy? To most of 
us the power to probe another 
person's thoughts is, indeed, a 
strange phenomenon. 
Kreskin, the world's foremost 
mentalist, ESP is not so 
amazing. 

“| don't even call it psychic,” 
Kreskin asserts. ‘I've always 
maintained that | don't have any 
supernatural ability. | consider it 
a heightened sensitivity. I've 
raised to a higher threshold a lot 
of abilities that are inherent in 
everyone.” 

By directing a person to con- 
centrate on a word or thought, 
Kreskin is able to visualize a 
facsimile of that image in his 
mind's eye—often with embar- 
rasing accuracy. 

After giving those directions to 
his audience at Rutgers College in 
New Brunswick, N.J., Kreskin 
zeroed in on a distinct image of 
a steering wheel. The young man 
who telegraphed that message 
stood up 

With a tight lip and closed eyes, 
Kreskin ascertained that the 
steering wheel was in a parked car 
or van. For a moment he looked 
puzzled, yet beneath his wrinkled 
forehead there was a calm 
self-assurance that he would 
decipher the mental puzzle form- 
ing in his mind. Kreskin looked the 
student straight in the eye. “Does 
the name Beth mean anything to 
you?" 

The abashed young man sat 
down. 

At his live performances Kreskin 


But to 





routinely recites social security 
numbers from inside a woman's 
pocketbook 100 feet away, sniffs 
out his paycheck in a mental 
game of hot 'n cold and reads 
thoughts from people's past as 
easily as if he were reading a 
newspaper over their shoulder 

How does he do it? As Kreskin 
explains the process, “It’s almost 
as though I'm trying to focus on 
a television screen in my 
mind.” 


Not all of Kreskin’s thoughts, 
though, are in pictures. He also 
performs automatic writing, 
which he says most people can be 
trained to do. “I can take a pencil 
and rest it on a pad, and when I'm 
conversing with you my hand 
would start to write and move— 
even though | wouldn't be that 
conscious of what | was 
writing.” 

World renown 


Literally millions of people 
worldwide have been touched by 
Kreskin's spellbinding skills. He is 
a familiar face in many foreign 
countries including the United 
Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand 
and Japan. In the United States 
he has appeared on ‘Mike Doug 
las’ over 100 times and both the 
‘Merv Griffin Show’ and ‘The 
Tonight Show’ over 80 times 

In Canada, the insatiable desire 
for Kreskin'’s mystifying feats 
continues with regular syndicated 
broadcasts of his weekly ‘The 
Amazing World of Kreskin.’ 

Despite his fame, Kreskin ad 
mits he is not always successful 
In filming the final segment of his

Canadian telecast for the season, 
Kreskin thought he had hit upon 
an interesting twist to his mind- 
reading antics: from atop the 
Canadian National building in 
Toronto he would attempt to read 
the thoughts of a man hovering 
outside in a helicopter. 

But when the CTV Network 
filmed it, the chopper bobbed up 
and down in the wind, sometimes 
instantly dropping ten stories in 
the violent downdrafts. While 
viewers watched aghast as the 
pilot fought to maneuver his craft, 
Kreskin watched from inside 
trying to visualize the passenger's 
thoughts on his “mind screen.” 
After repeated attempts however, 
time ran out and the communica- 
tion link failed. 

Had it been any other type of 
Show, the scene would have been 
reshot. But Kreskin has always 
taken pride in the fact that his 
programs are never reshot or 
edited (except for time). And his 
Canadian fans tell him that last 
episode was one of his most 
memorable shows. 


The language barrier 


Language posed a problem in 
filming a 90-minute special in 
Japan. Although his programs 
there are normally dubbed in 
Japanese, Kreskin wanted the 
special to be as true-to-life and 
credible as possible. (Unfortuna- 
tely Kreskin didn't speak Japan- 
ese.) “Obviously if a person 
doesn't think in terms of the 
concepts | understand, | can't do 
a darn thing. The solution was | 
had to think in terms of pictures." 
In a dramatic scene, Kreskin used 
interpreters to reconstruct the 
world tour of a ship's captain who 
was standing on a dock 200 miles 
away 

Although extra-sensory pergep- 
tion has evolved into an arcane 
practice, it is, Kreskin says, innate 
in everyone to varying degrees. 
He points out that many of the 
isolated jungle tribes of Africa 
possess some form of ESP, but he 
is quick to add that in our culture 
things are different. ‘I think as we 
grow older and as society 
becomes more complex, a lot of 
the need for the more subtle ways 
of perceiving go along the way- 
side,’ he said 

While most of us have let our 
sixth sense atrophy. Kreskin has 
developed his ability, through 
constant practice, to a remark- 
able degree. And the result is 
amazing, even if Kreskin doesn’t

‘I don’t want to use 
my music as a gimmick like 
Shaun, nor do | want people to 
associate the music with the 
show, although it will be hard to 
get away from it because of all 
the publicity,” the astute Aames 
remarked.

Greenwood had the jitters -

NEW YORK (UPI) — He couldn't 
hide the fact if he tried, and besides, 
he really wasn’t trying. 

Yes, UCLA’s David Greenwood was 
“pretty nervous.” He came right out 
and said so. 

Besides, you could tell he was by the 
way he kept fidgeting with the tiny 
camera he held in his hand. His 
mother had made him take it with 
him when he left his home in Los 
Angeles. 

She had heard Monday’s NBA draft 
was going to be held in the Plaza, one 
of New York's oldest and most 
fashionable hotels, and not being sure 
she'd ever have an opportunity to stay 
there herself, she was curious what it 
was like on the inside. 

““David, make sure you bring back 
some pictures of the hotel,’ my 
mother said to me,” Greenwood 
revealed. “I promised her I would.” 

The 6-foot-9'2 forward became so 
preoccupied, so taken up with the pre- 
draft excitement, that he very well 
could have forgotten to take any pic- 
tures, Maybe hie remembered later on 
when things quieted down a bit. 

Bill Cartwright, the University of 
San Francisco's 7-foot center, hid his 
nervousness better than Greenwood, 
and Earvin ‘‘Magic’’ Johnson, who 
knew he was going to be the No. 1 
selection all along, had nothing to be 
anxious about at all. He was cooler 
than a trayful of ice cubes, having 
agreed to terms with the Los Angeles 
Lakers some time ago as a hardship 
case. 

“I don't have to be nervous,’’ he 
said, a few minutes before the actual 
draft selection began. “I know where 
I'm going. When the Lakers say me, 
alll dois say, ‘Yeah,’” 

Michigan State’s 6-8 blue-chipper 
laughed, He and Cartwright looked 
equally composed awaiting the 
countdown. 

Promptly at noon, Larry O’Brien, 
the NBA commissioner, got the draft 
process underway but before he did, 
he welcomed all the fans being admit- 
ted to the session for the first time this 
year.

Grey Line to pick up 
Wellesley Fells run 


The MBTA today granted a 120-day 
temporary license to The Grey Lines, 
Inc., for bus service from Fram- 
ingham, Natick, Wayland, Weston, 
and Newton to Boston, according to 
Chairman Robert L. Foster. 


“The MBTA,” Foster said, “is glad 
to cooperate with these western 
suburbs in these times of a gasoline 
crisis. In granting this license, 
several hundred commuters will not 
be left stranded or forced to use their 
automobiles to drive to work Monday 


as a result of service being discon- 
tinued at midnight tonight by 
Wellesley Fells Bus Lines.” 

The Grey Lines will operate the 
same service as the former carrier. 
This service includes express peak 
hour service between Framingham 
and South Station, via the 
Massachusetts Turnpike; local ser- 
vice between Framingham and 
Boston, via Route 9, serving Natick, 
Wayland, Weston and Newton; and 
local service throughout the Town of 
Framingham. 


Cohen’s bill would limit 
city liability for injuries 


Legislation drafted by Rep. David 
B. Cohen (D-Newton) to limit 
municipal liability for damage caused 
by an employee has received a 
favorable report from the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Public Ser- 
vice. 

The bill, which amends a recently 
enacted law establishing municipal 
liability for the first time, seeks to 
place a ceiling of $300,000 on the 
amount a municipality would have to 
pay for damages arising out of any 
one incident. 


“This bill provides for a much need- 
ed limit on the total liability of a 
municipality,” Cohen said. ‘‘Under 
the present law, a municipality, and 
ultimately its citizens, could be saddl- 
ed with a tremendous financial 
burden if a serious accident is caused 
by a careless employee. At a time 
when the emphasis has been placed 
upon holding the line on municipal 
costs it is inconsistent to impose yet 
another expense upon the Cities and 
Towns. This legislation will

significantly reduce this expense.” 
Cohen explained that the bill would 
greatly reduce the cost to 


municipalities of obtaining liability 3 


insurance. ‘If the experience of the 
State of Connecticut is any indication 
then we may expect the costs of in- 
surance to soar unless we place a ceil- 
ing upon municipal liability. In Con- 


necticut, according to Cohen, even 3 


though municipal liability losses did 
not rise appreciably between 1975- 
1977, liability insurance . premiums 
rose 57 percent. ‘Unless we put a ceil- 
ing upon liability we can expect our 
cities and towns to experience the 
same rise in the cost of insurance," he 
said. 


The bill further specifies those peo- 
ple who are to be considered as public 
employees under this act. It specifies 
the liability of a municipality for 
damages caused by school depart- 
ment employees, allows trial by jury, 
and eliminates municipal liability in 
gases in which an employee acted 
without fault.

» The Board of Aldermen a year ago 
denied him a license to store inflam- 
thables at 1227 Washington St., West 
Newton, where there is already an oil 
depot. 


Canner said Wednesday after he ob- 
tains the extension of the special per- 
mit, he will submit a timetable to the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development that will include a 
landtaking procedure. 


HUD may not approve the landtak- 
ing, Canner said. 


If HUD does approve the taking it 
will be in effect assuming the cost of 
buying the oil business, Canner said, 
since Donato will no longer be 
operating his business. 


The planned project is designed for 
43 apartments, which were estimated 
two years ago to cost $1.3 million. 
Construction costs have risen since 
then, and the per unit cost may by 
now not be acceptable to HUD.

Also, as a member of the Newton 
Conservators, he has been actively 
assisting the neighbors of the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club in their ef- 
forts to preserve 81 acres of open 
space, including proposing a better- 
ment assessment so the neighborhood 
could raise the municipal share of 
state and federal acquisition funds.
